WHEREAS, the City of Lansing ("Employer") established a 
Deferred Compensation Plan ("457 Plan"), effective on July 1, 
1985, pursuant to Section 457 of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, as amended; and 


WHEREAS, the federal government enacted the Economic 
Growth and Tax Relief and Reconciliation Act of 2001 ("EGTRRA") 
that amended the IRS Code to allow governmental 457 plans to 
permit participants to transfer 457 plan assets to qualified defined 
benefit plans to purchase service credits actually earned; and 


WHEREAS, the City has amended the Employees’ Retirement 
System ("ERS"), Ordinance Section 292.155(c), to give Section 
292.14(c)(2) - (4) employees, a/k/a Window Employees, a one time 
option to use 457 Plan funds to purchase ERS service credits; and 


WHEREAS, the IRS Code requires the 457 Plan be amended to 
permit the in-service plan-to-plan transfer option to be available as 
otherwise permitted under ERS Section 292.155(c); and 


WHEREAS, the City as Employer, desires to modify the 457 
Plan by amending Section 2.05 and adding a new section 11.05 to 
comply with the provisions of EGTRRA and the requirements of the 
IRS Code; and 


WHEREAS, the City Attorney has presented the proposed 457 
Plan modifications; and 


WHEREAS, the Deferred Compensation Committee, after 
review of the proposed 457 Plan modification, recommends the 
modifications to Section 205 and Section 11.05 be made and 
included in the plan; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City, as 
Employer, hereby amends Section 205 and adds Section 11.05 to 
its 457 Plan to permit in-service plan-to-plan transfers, as 
presented, effective immediately

FIRST AMENDMENT 
TO THE CITY OF LANSING 
457 DEFERRED COMPENSATION PLAN 


The City of Lansing 457 Deferred Compensation Plan is 
amended effective January 1, 2006 as described below. 


1, Section 2.05 is replaced with the following: 


Separation from Services: The date that the Participation 
dies, retires, or otherwise has a severance from 
employment with the Employer, as determined by the 
Employer (and taking into account guidance issued under 
the Code). 


2. Article XI is amended by the addition of the following 
Sections 11.05. 


11.05 Permissive Service Credit Transfers 


a. If a Participant is also a participant in a tax-qualified 
defined benefit governmental plan (as defined in Code 
Section 414(d)) that provides for the acceptance of plan-to- 
plan transfers with respect to the Participant, then the 
Participant may elect to have any portion of the amount 
deferred by the Participant (including the Participant's 
periodic deferrals, the earnings and losses thereon, and 
any transfers or rollovers to the Plan for the benefit of the 
Participant) transferred to the defined benefit governmental 
plan. A transfer under this Section 11.05a. may be made 
before the Participant has had a Separation from Service 


b. Atransfer may be made under Section 11.05a. only if the 
transfer is either for the purchase of permissive service credit (as 
defined in Code Section 415(n)(3)(A)) under the receiving defined 
benefit governmental plan or a repayment to which Code Section 
415 does not apply by reason of Code Section 415(k)(3)

1. Tribute; 2005 Michigan Women Hall of Fame Honorees 


Councilmember Bauer said that it is with great honor to present 
this Tribute to some wonderful people, Dr. Georgia Johns, MD and 
U.S. Senator Debbie Stabenow. These two women were inducted 
into the Michigan Women's Hall of Fame and Historical Center 
back in October. This year we honored ten women into the Hall of 
fame and out of those ten women Statewide three of them are from 
the Lansing Area. In addition to these three women Carolyn Trun, 
who is deceased, was also inducted. She was one of the first 
female attorney's in Lansing and was the co-founder of the Trun 
Law Firm. The Hall of Fame has been inducting women for over 
twenty years. 


Councilmember Bauer presented Dr. Georgia A. Lewis Johnson a 
Resolution of Tribute. 


Dr. Johnson thanked the City Council for the Tribute. She said 
much of what she was going to say tonight Councilmember Bauer 
has already said.

~_Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of an amendment to the Code of Ordinances by 
Amending Chapter 884 and adding a new section 884.10 for the 
purposes of providing for a service charge in lieu of property taxes 
for thirty (30) low or moderate income elderly dwelling units in a 
project known as Oliver garden apartment, pursuant to the 
provisions of the state housing development authority act of 1966, 
as amended 


Councilmember Bauer gave a brief overview of this project. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in support of this project because 
it is for the Seniors of Lansing. 
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Christine Timmons of 339 E. St Joseph spoke in support of this 
request she said she feels this is the best thing for the elderly 
residents in Lansing 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr., of 3815 Berwick spoke in support of this 
project. He said that he is not in favor of PILOTS but is in support 
of this one. He suggested that the number of years be adjusted to. 
thirty years just like a regular mortgage. 


2. In consideration of Ordinance to amend Chapter 804 of the 
Codified Ordinance in response to the increased use of Police and 
Fire Department resources to respond to False Alarm calls for 
service by adding new sections to provide for user permits for 
Alarm Systems; to define the duties of Alarm Businesses; to define 
False Alarms and to include penalties for non-compliant alarm 
businesses and users and to revise false alarm penalties and 
enforcement procedures 


Councilmember Wood gave a brief overview of this request. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in support of this ordinance, but 
has concerns about the increase in the fees because the fees 
could be more than what a business or resident can afford. 


Christine Timmons of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke in support of this 
request because the companies that install the systems are getting 
paid to be the first responders to problems 


Darnell E. Oldham of 3815 Berwick said that he would like to know 
if the City is going to charge an additional fee for him to have his 
alarm system in his home. He said that he had it installed to 
protect his property and does feel that he should have to pay for 
that. 


Melik Brown of S. Magnolia St said that he has concerns about the 
false alarm issue. He asked what would be considered a false 
alarm? 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct said that it sounds good in 
principle, but charging a fee to get an alarm is wrong. He said that 
citizens already have to pay a large amount to get the system 
installed and should not have to pay the city to have it 


3. In consideration of 2-12-2005; 716 N. Martin Luther King Jr. 
Bivd., Petition for Rezoning from "B'" Residential to "C" Residential 
District filed by Robert Eschbach for the purpose of converting the 
existing single family dwelling to a duplex 


Councilmember Bauer gave a brief overview of this request 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in support of this rezoning 
request. He said that he has seen the location and it looks alright 
for the rezoning 


Christine Timmons of 339 E. St Joseph spoke in support of this 
request 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct spoke in support of this request 
He said it will help to improve the budget problems that the city is 
facing

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Kaltenbach stated that he was really impressed 
with the turnout for the Martin Luther King Jr Celebration. He said 
that Rashawn Butler and the City’s Human Relations Department 
did a wonderful job putting this together. He said that he especially 
wanted to recognize the Choir from Pleasant View Magnet School 
He said those children just put on a great display and it makes him 
proud to be a Lansing resident 


Councilmember Wood said that on Sunday January 22" from 
1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. is the Lansing School District-Magnet 
School Fair. This will be an opportunity for people to come in and 
see the nine magnet schools and the programs that are available 
at Lansing Schools. This event will be taking place at the Don 
Johnson Fieldhouse. On January 10", Pastor Alan Kamens and 
his wife Sue had a ground breaking ceremony for Alison House in 
honor of their daughter who passed away a few years ago. Alison 
had Muscular Dystrophy and was in a wheelchair. Alison House 
will feature fourteen living units including ten, one bedroom and 
four, two bedroom units. This will allow those who have physical 
disabilities to live independently and with limited support. The 
residents will have to meet the HUD income limits. This facility will 
be an access barrier free facility. Pastor Kamens and his wife 
have been very active throughout the City especially in the 4” 
Ward where he is the retired Pastor of Grace Lutheran Church and 
they live on the Westside. She said this was started so adult 
children could have the opportunity to live independently. 
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In response to comments made by Randy Hannan, Deputy 
Chief of Staff during “Remarks by the Mayor or Executive 
Assistant: 


Councilmember Dunbar said that since we are on the subject of 
cost cutting, a speaker here today asked how many positions are 
currently left vacant, and it is her understanding that there is a 
change from last year. 


Randy Hannan said that City wide there is currently one hundred 
seventy seven vacant positions both funded and unfunded. Those 
are full-time positions. In the Mayor's office there was previously 
an administrative assistant position that is currently vacant 


Councilmember Allen asked Randy about him mentioning a noise 
waiver that was approved. She said correct me if | am wrong but 
in order fro them to start the work now, it would cost an additional 
$15,000.00 because of the ground being frozen and a transfer has 
to be done, can you tell me more about that. 


Randy said that by expediting this project it would save 
approximately $65,000.00. This is a limited portion of the project 
that calls for a speciality contractor who is going to work on the 
actual pool structure for this project and there is some site 
preparation work that needs to be done over the next several 
weekends in order to facilitate that. If that work is delayed the cost 
of the project would increase. He said that he did not know about 
the amount that Councilmember Allen was referring to, but he will 
be happy to look into it 


Councilmember Allen said that she needs to have that information 
because she was very critical on the amount of money that is 
being spent on the Otter Exhibit to begin with. She said when she 
spoke with the Parks Director, he indicated that in order to thaw the 
ground so work may begin on the exhibit it would cost an additional 
$15,000.00 


Councilmember Wood said just as a note of procedure, Council 
has to be presented with the Executive Order according to the 
Charter. She said the Council has 90 days to either accept or deny 
any executive orders or ask for an amendment to them 


City Attorney Roberts said that he would look into this but it's his 
understanding that the Executive Order that Councilmember Wood 
is describing is the type of order that deals with reorganization of 
the City. But executive orders are the Mayor's choice to issue that 
are administrative in nature and they are not under the section of 
the Charter that you are referring to but | will be glad to look at that 
for you 


Councilmember Wood said that the next question is that Council 
passed a budget and worked very diligent in looking at 
departments and improving departments at personnel levels and 
questions if this is contrary to the budget that council passed 


City Attorney Roberts said that he would be glad to look into issue 
and that he does not have an immediate answer for her. He said 
that he is aware of the provision in the charter that indicates that 
authorization for the budget does not mandate the need to spend 


Councilmember Jeffries said to follow up on that there was a 
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budget policy that was passed that stated any monies that came 
available due to position vacancies or as a result of the early 
retirement that those monies were to go into a special account and 
were not to be expended unless Council gave the approval to do 
that. He questioned if a position is to be approved by this 
committee because of the budget resolution doesn't it still have to 
come back to council for approval 


Randy said that he does not have an immediate answer to that 
question but would be happy to look into and report back. 


Councilmember Wood said that she has one final question and 
that has to do with the three employees in the Finance Department 
that were put on temporary assignment, there were vacant 
positions that were going to be opened and those employees could 
apply for those positions because their positions were going to be 
unfunded at the end of the fiscal year. She said that she would like 
some understanding of what type of predicament we have put 
those employees. 


MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


Randy Hannan, Deputy Chief of Staff said he had three things from 
the Mayor's Office and the first being that yesterday the Mayor 
issued his first Executive Order 2006-1 that has three key 
provisions and the first provision is the Hiring Freeze and all 
current vacant positions will not be filled unless the Department 
Heads come to the Critical Needs Committee to establish the 
necessity of that position. The Critical Needs Committee is 
composed of the Mayor's Chief of Staff, the Deputy Director of the 
Finance Dept and the Personnel Director. The second provision of 
the Order is that of the restrictions on Travel. All travel is 
prohibited for any overnight stay and the purchase of Airline or 
train tickets or reimbursable travel for anything outside 200 miles of 
the City. The Critical Needs will also review any travel requests. 
The third item provision is for restrictions on printing. All 
departments are asked to reduce the volume of printing and 
copying and utilize the least expensive means of printing and 
copying. We are looking at reducing the means for color printing 
and copying. He said they have asked the Department Heads to 
submit a report on what their color printing needs are so when the 
“07 budget is prepared they will know how much to budget for color 
printing. He said the last thing on the order is that they are asking 
department heads and employees to come forward with 
suggestions on how to save money for the City. He said item #2 is 
to let everyone know that yesterday Mayor issued a noise 
ordinance waiver to the Department of Management Services by 
the authority granted to him by ordinance 654.10. This is for 
Saturday work on the Arctic Otter Exhibit at Potter Park Zoo to 
conduct work from 8:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. beginning Saturday 
January 21. He said item #3 is that the Mayor would like to 
announce that his first State of the City address will be held on 
Monday January 30 at 7:00 at Dart Auditorium on the Campus of 
Lansing Community College. He said that the Mayor would like to 
extend his appreciation to President Paula Cunningham of Lansing 
Community College for her offer to host this years State of the City 
address.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING BY AMENDING CHAPTER 884 AND ADDING A NEW 
SECTION 884.10 FOR THE PURPOSES OF PROVIDING FOR A 
SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR THIRTY (30) LOW 
OR MODERATE INCOME ELDERLY DWELLING UNITS IN A 
PROJECT KNOWN AS OLIVER GARDEN APARTMENTS, 
PURSUANT TO THE PROVISIONS OF THE STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY ACT OF 1966, AS AMENDED. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 884 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to add a new section 884.10 
toread as follows: 


884.10 OLIVER GARDEN APARTMENTS 


(A) PURPOSE. IT IS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT IT IS A 
PROPER PUBLIC PURPOSE OF THE STATE AND ITS 
POLITICAL SUBDIVISIONS TO PROVIDE HOUSING FOR ITS 
RESIDENTS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME AND TO 
ENCOURAGE THE DEVELOPMENT OF SUCH HOUSING BY 
PROVIDING FOR A SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF PROPERTY 
TAXES IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY ACT OF 1966, BEING PUBLIC ACT 
346 OF 1966, AS AMENDED [MCL 125.1401, ET SEQ]. THE 
CITY IS AUTHORIZED BY SUCH ACT TO ESTABLISH OR 
CHANGE THE SERVICE CHARGE TO BE PAID IN LIEU OF 
TAXES BY ANY OR ALL CLASSES OF HOUSING EXEMPT 
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FROM TAXATION UNDER SUCH ACT AT ANY AMOUNT IT 
CHOOSES, NOT TO EXCEED THE TAXES THAT WOULD BE 
PAID BUT FOR THIS ACT. IT IS FURTHER ACKNOWLEDGED 
THAT SUCH HOUSING FOR ELDERLY PERSONS OF LOW AND 
MODERATE INCOME IS A PUBLIC NECESSITY, AND AS THE 
CITY WILL BE BENEFITED AND IMPROVED BY SUCH 
HOUSING, THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF THE SAME BY 
PROVIDING CERTAIN REAL ESTATE TAX EXEMPTION FOR 
SUCH HOUSINGS IS AVALID PUBLIC PURPOSE. 


(B) DEFINITIONS. 


1. “ACT" MEANS THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY ACT, BEING PUBLIC ACT 346 OF 1966, 
AS AMENDED. 
“ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS" MEANS THE TOTAL 
COLLECTIONS DURING AN AGREED ANNUAL PERIOD 
FROM ALL ELDERLY PERSONS OF LOW OR MODERATE 
INCOME, OCCUPYING THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
REPRESENTING RENTS FOR OCCUPANCY, WHICH RENTAL 
AMOUNTS SHALL BE EXCLUSIVE OF CHARGES FOR GAS, 
ELECTRICITY, HEAT OR OTHER UTILITIES FURNISHED TO. 
THE OCCUPANTS. 
“AUTHORITY” MEANS THE MICHIGAN STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY. 
“CONTRACT RENTS" ARE AS DEFINED BY THE US. 
DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND URBAN DEVELOPMENT 
IN REGULATIONS PROMULGATED PURSUANT TO SECTION 
8 OF THE U.S. HOUSING ACT OF 1937, AS AMENDED BY 
THE HOUSING AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT ACT OF 
1974 
“ELDERLY PERSONS” MEANS (i)A SINGLE PERSON WHO IS 
FIFTY-FIVE (55) YEARS OF AGE OR OLDER OR A 
HOUSEHOLD IN WHICH AT LEAST ONE MEMBER IS 55 
YEARS OLD OR OLDER OR; (ii) A PERSON WITH 
DISABILITIES, A DISABLED FAMILY, OR DISPLACED FAMILY, 
ALL AS DEFINED IN 24 CFR 5.403 
6."HOUSING DEVELOPMENT" OR “DEVELOPMENT” 
MEANS A DEVELOPMENT WHICH CONTAINS A 
SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING FOR ELDERLY 
PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME AND SUCH 
ELEMENTS OF OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, 
RECREATIONAL, INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL AND 
EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS THE AUTHORITY MAY 
DETERMINE WILL IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF THE 
DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR 
PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME. FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF THIS SECTION, THE NAME OF THIS 
DEVELOPMENT IS OLIVER GARDEN APARTMENTS, AND 
IT CONSISTS OF THIRTY (30) UNITS OF RENTAL 
HOUSING LOCATED WITHIN LANSING AT 3117 S. MARTIN 
LUTHER KING BLVD (PPN 33-01-01-29-476-032). 
7 . “HUD” MEANS THE DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND 
URBAN DEVELOPMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
GOVERNMENT. 
8."LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM" 
MEANS THE PROGRAM ESTABLISHED BY SECTION 42 
OF THE UNITED STATES INTERNAL REVENUE CODE. 
9."LOW OR MODERATE INCOME" MEANS LOW OR 
MODERATE INCOME ELIGIBILITY UNDER THE AUTHORITY 
ACT OR RULES. 
10. “MORTGAGE LOAN” MEANS A LOAN TO BE MADE BY A 
PRIVATE ENTITY, AND INSURED BY HUD, OR ALOAN FROM 
THE AUTHORITY, FOR THE FINANCING OF THE PURCHASE 
AND CONSTRUCTION OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 
11. “SPONSOR" MEANS A PERSON OR OTHER ENTITY 
WITH A HOUSING DEVELOPMENT WHICH IS FINANCED OR. 
ASSISTED PURSUANT TO THE ACT. FOR PURPOSES OF 
THIS SECTION, THE SPONSOR OF THE OLIVER GARDEN 
LIMITED DIVIDEND HOUSING ASSOCIATION LIMITED 
PARTNERSHIP OR ITS SUCCESSORS OR ASSIGNS. 
12. “UTILITIES" MEANS FUEL, WATER, SANITARY SEWER 
AND/OR ELECTRICAL SERVICE, WHICH IS PAID FOR BY 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 
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(C) ESTABLISHMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE. 


1. THE CITY ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE SPONSOR AND 
THE AUTHORITY HAVE ESTABLISHED THE ECONOMIC 
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FEASIBILITY OF THE OLIVER GARDEN APARTMENTS 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT IN RELIANCE UPON THE 
ENACTMENT AND CONTINUING EFFECT OF THIS 
SECTION AND UPON THE QUALIFICATION OF THE 
THIRTY (30) UNITS OF ELDERLY HOUSING IN THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT FOR EXEMPTION FROM ALL 
PROPERTY TAXES AS ESTABLISHED IN THIS SECTION. 
2. SUBJECT TO THE CONDITIONS AND REQUIREMENTS 
OF THIS SECTION AND THE ACT, THE THIRY UNITS IN 
THE ELDERLY HOUSING DEVELOPMENT FOR PERSONS 
OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME IDENTIFIED AS 
OLIVER GARDEN APARTMENTS AND THE PROPERTY ON 
WHICH THEY ARE CONSTRUCTED SHALL BE EXEMPT 
FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES FOR NOT MORE THAN 35 
YEARS, COMMENCING WITH AND INCLUDING TAX YEAR 
2006. 
3.IN LIEU OF ALL SAID PROPERTY TAXES ON THE 
THIRTY (30) UNITS IN THE ELDERLY HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT, THE SPONSOR SHALL PAY, AND THE 
CITY WILL ACCEPT, AN ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE FOR 
PUBLIC SERVICES, IN THE SUM EQUAL TO: 
i TEN PERCENT (10%) OF THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN NINETYFIVE PERCENT (95%) OF 
CONTRACT RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND 
UTILITIES IF AND WHEN THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT BENEFITS FROM A SECTION 8 
CONTRACT; OR 
ii. IF A SECTION 8 CONTRACT IS NOT IN EFFECT 
FOR THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT, TEN PERCENT 
(10%) OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE ANNUAL 
SHELTER RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND 
UTILITIES. 
4. THE EXEMPTION PROVIDED UNDER THIS ORDINANCE 
SHALL COMMENCE WHEN THE SPONSOR COMPLIES 
WITH SECTION 5(A)(1) OF 1966 PA 346, AS AMENDED, 
CODIFIED AT MCL 125.415(A)(1), WHICH PROVIDES: THE 
OWNER OF A HOUSING PROJECT ELIGIBLE FOR THE 
EXEMPTION SHALL FILE WITH THE LOCAL ASSESSING 
OFFICER (THE CITY ASSESSOR) A NOTIFICATION OF 
THE EXEMPTION, WHICH SHALL BE IN AN AFFIDAVIT 
FORM AS PROVIDED BY THE AUTHORITY. THE 
COMPLETED AFFIDAVIT FORM FIRST SHALL BE 
SUBMITTED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR CERTIFICATION BY 
THE AUTHORITY THAT THE PROJECT IS ELIGIBLE FOR 
THE EXEMPTION. THE OWNER THEN SHALL FILE THE 
CERTIFIED NOTIFICATION OF THE EXEMPTION WITH 
THE LOCAL ASSESSING OFFICER BEFORE NOVEMBER 1 
OF THE YEAR PRECEDING THE TAX YEAR IN WHICH THE 
EXEMPTION IS TO BEGIN. 
5.IN ADDITION TO THE CERTIFICATION REQUIRED 
PURSUANT TO PARAGRAPH 4 OF THIS SUBSECTION (C), 
THE SPONSOR SHALL PROVIDE FOR THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT ANNUALLY IN WRITING TO THE CITY 
ASSESSOR FOR THE PRECEDING YEAR IN WHICH THE 
PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION WAS IN EFFECT: 


i. THE ANNUAL AUDITED ACCOUNTING REPORT FOR THE 
PAYMENT IN LIEU OF TAXES; AND 

ii. A CERTIFIED STATEMENT IDENTIFYING ALL THE UNITS 
RENTED TO ELDERLY PERSONS OF LOW OF MODERATE 
INCOME; AND. 

iii, IF REQUESTED BY THE CITY, PROOF THAT THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT UNITS HAVE NOT INCREASED, 
DECREASED, OR BEEN ALTERED IN ANY FORM, UNLESS. 
THE CITY HAS OTHERWISE AMENDED THE PROVISIONS 
OF THIS SECTION. 


(D) LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT _OF_ THE ANNUAL 
SERVICE CHARGE. NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (C), 
THE SERVICE CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF 
TAXES FOR THE PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT THAT IS TAX EXEMPT AND OCCUPIED BY OTHER 
THAN LOW OR MODERATE INCOME ELDERLY PERSONS 
SHALL BE EQUAL TO THE FULL AMOUNT OF THE TAXES THAT 
WOULD OTHERWISE BE DUE AND PAYABLE ON THAT 
PORTION OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IF THE 
PROJECT WERE NOT TAX EXEMPT. 
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(E) PAYMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE. THE 
SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES, AS ESTABLISHED 
UNDER THIS SECTION, SHALL BE PAYABLE IN THE SAME 
MANNER AS GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE TO 
THE CITY, EXCEPT THAT THE ANNUAL PAYMENT SHALL BE 
MADE ON OR BEFORE JULY 1 OF THE YEAR FOLLOWING 
THE YEAR UPON WHICH SUCH CHARGE IS CALCULATED. 


(F) CONTRACTUAL EFFECT, NOTWITHSTANDING THE 
PROVISIONS OF SECTION 15(A)(5) OF THE ACT TO THE 
CONTRARY, A CONTRACT BETWEEN THE CITY AND THE 
SPONSOR WITH THE AUTHORITY AS THIRD PARTY 
BENEFICIARY UNDER THE CONTRACT, TO PROVIDE TAX 
EXEMPTION AND ACCEPT PAYMENT IN LIEU OF TAXES AS 
PREVIOUSLY DESCRIBED, IS EFFECTUATED BY THE 
ENACTMENT OF THIS ORDINANCE. 


(G) DURATION. THIS ORDINANCE SHALL REMAIN IN 
EFFECT AND SHALL NOT TERMINATE FOR 35 YEARS, 
COMMENCING WITH AND INCLUDING TAX YEAR 2006, 
PROVIDED THAT THE SPONSOR COMPLIES WITH THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE ACT AND THIS ORDINANCE, AND 
FURTHER PROVIDED THAT THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
CONTINUES TO BE ASSISTED BY SECTION 8 OF THE U.S. 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT ACT OF 1937, AS AMENDED BY 
THE HOUSING AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT ACT OF 
1974, AS THE SAME MAYBE FURTHER AMENDED OR 
SUPERSEDED, OR THERE IS AN AUTHORITYAIDED OR 
FEDERALLY-AIDED MORTGAGE ON THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AS PROVIDED IN THE ACT. OR THE 
AUTHORITY OR HUD HAS AN INTEREST IN THE PROPERTY; 
BUT IN NO EVENT BEYOND DECEMBER 31, 2041 
FURTHERMORE, SO LONG AS THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
IS FINANCED BY A FEDERALLY INSURED MORTGAGE AND 
AFTER THE END OF THE SECTION 8 CONTRACT, AS IT MAY 
BE REPLACED OR EXTENDED, OCCUPANCY IS RESTRICTED 
TO ELDERLY PERSONS WHOSE INCOMES DO NOT EXCEED 
60% OF AREA MEDIAN INCOME AND RENTS ARE 
RESTRICTED AS PROVIDED FOR PERSONS AT 60% OF AREA 
MEDIAN INCOME, ALL AS DETERMINED UNDER THE LOW 
INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM, THE

BY THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS. 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing, Counties 
of Ingham and Eaton, Michigan (the “City") does hereby determine 
that it is necessary to make major street improvements including, 
but not limited to, replacement of the street surface and related 
installation of storm sewer, concrete curb, and sidewalks (the 
“Improvements”); and 


WHEREAS, to finance part of the cost of the Improvements, 
the City Council determines that it is necessary to borrow money 
and issue bonds therefor as authorized by the provisions of Act 
175, Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended ("Act 175”); and 


WHEREAS, the portion of the cost of the Improvements to be 
paid from bond proceeds is estimated to be $1,900,000; and 


WHEREAS, the Improvements are in accordance with the 
purposes enumerated in Section 13 of Act 51, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1951 ("Act 51”); and 


WHEREAS, Act 175 requires that when the governing body of 
any incorporated city shall determine to borrow money under the 
provisions of Act 175, they shall by resolution approved by a 23 
majority of the members-elect of said governing body so declare, 
which resolution shall be published once in a daily or weekly 
newspaper of general circulation in said city before the same 
becomes effective, and which resolution shall briefly describe the 
contemplated project, the estimated cost thereof, and the amount, 
maximum rate of interest and maturity dates of the bonds to be 
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issued and the form thereof, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The City Council hereby determines to borrow the sum of 
not-to-exceed One Million Nine Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($1,900,000) and to issue bonds of the City pursuant to the 
provisions of Act 175, to be designated as the 2006 MICHIGAN 
TRANSPORTATION FUND BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL 
OBLIGATION) (the “Bonds"), for the purpose of providing funds to 
pay part of the cost of the Improvements. Either the City Treasurer 
or Finance Director (the “Authorized Officer’) is authorized to 
reduce the principal amount of Bonds issued after the final costs of 
construction of the Improvements are determined 


The principal amount of Bonds issued is limited so that the 
annual debt service requirements on all of the City’s outstanding 
Michigan Transportation Fund Bonds shall not be in excess of 50% 
of the revenues received by the City from the Michigan 
Transportation Fund pursuant to Act 51 in the year preceding this 
contemplated borrowing, in compliance with the requirements 
specified in Section 4 of Act 175 


2. The Bonds shall consist of bonds registered as to 
principal and interest of the denominations of any multiple of 
$5,000 not exceeding for each maturity the maximum principal 
amount of the Bonds of that maturity, and numbered consecutively 
in order of registration or transfer. The Bonds will be serial bonds 
dated as of February 1, 2006 or such other date as shall be 
determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of publication of 
the Notice of Sale for the Bonds, and shall mature annually on 
June 4 in the years and in the principal amounts determined by the 
Authorized Officer at the time of publication of the Notice of Sale 
for the Bonds. The City presently anticipates that the Bonds shall 
mature annually on June 1 in the years 2007 through 2011, 
inclusive, but the Authorized Officer is directed to determine the 
dates of maturity of the Bonds provided that the Bonds will mature 
in annual installments not to exceed five (5) in number. 


The Bonds shall bear interest to be determined at public 
sale but not to exceed six percent (6%) per annum. The Bonds 
shall not be subject to optional redemption prior to maturity. 


The Bonds may be issued in book-entry only form through 
The Depository Trust Company in New York, New York ("DTC") 
and the Authorized Officer is authorized to execute such custodial 
or other agreement with DTC as may be necessary to accomplish 
the issuance of the Bonds in book-entry only form, and to make 
such changes in the form of the Bonds within the parameters of 
this resolution as may be required to accomplish the foregoing 


Principal of and interest on the Bonds will be payable in the 
manner set forth in the form of Bond shown in this resolution; 
provided that the date of determination of the registered owner for 
purposes of payment of interest may be changed by the City to 
conform to market practice in the future 


The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized and directed 
to designate as bond registrar, paying agent and transfer agent 
(the “Transfer Agent”), a bank or trust company located in the State 
of Michigan and qualified to carry out such duties under the laws of 
the State of Michigan. The City may designate a new Transfer 
Agent by notice mailed to the registered owner of each of the 
Bonds at such time outstanding not less than sixty (60) days prior 
to an interest payment date.

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing, Counties 
of Ingham and Eaton, Michigan (the “City") does hereby determine 
that it is necessary to make major street improvements including, 
but not limited to, replacement of the street surface and related 
installation of storm sewer, concrete curb, and sidewalks (the 
“Improvements’); and 


WHEREAS, to finance part of the cost of the Improvements, 
the City Council determines that it is necessary to borrow money 
and issue bonds therefore as authorized by the provisions of Act 
175, Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended ("Act 175"); and 


WHERAS, the portion of the cost of the Improvements to be 
paid from bond proceeds is estimated to be $2,500,000; and 


WHEREAS, the Improvements are in accordance with the

WHEREAS, Act 175 requires that when the governing body of 
any incorporated city shall determine to borrow money under the

PURPOSE AND SECURITY: The bonds are to be issued 
pursuant to the provisions of Act 175, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1952, as amended, for the purpose of defraying part of the cost of 
constructing street improvements in the City, and are issued in 
anticipation of Michigan Transportation Fund payments from the 
State of Michigan to be received by the City. The bonds, however, 
are not general obligations of the State of Michigan. The bonds 
will pledge the limited tax full faith and credit of the City as 
additional security for payments of the principal and interest 
thereon. If the payments from the Michigan Transportation Fund 
are insufficient to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds 
and the outstanding bonds, then the City is obligated to make such 
payments as a first budget obligation from its general funds, 
including any collections of ad valorem taxes it may be authorized 
to levy, but the ability of the City to levy such taxes is subject to 
constitutional, statutory and charter limitations.

The rights or remedies of bondholders may be affected by 
bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent conveyance or other laws 
affecting creditors’ rights generally, now existing or hereafter 
enacted, and by the application of general principles of equity 
including those relating to equitable subordination 


GOOD FAITH: A certified or cashier's check drawn upon an 
incorporated bank or trust company or a Financial Surety Bond in 
the amount of $50,000 and payable to the order of the City 
Treasurer is required for each bid as a guarantee of good faith on 
the part of the bidder, to be forfeited as a portion of the City’s 
damages if such bid be accepted and the bidder fails to take up 
and pay for the bonds. Ifa check is used, it must accompany each 
bid. If a Financial Surety Bond is used, it must be from an 
insurance company licensed to issue such a bond in the State of 
Michigan and such bond must be submitted to the City’s Financial 
Consultant prior to the opening of the bids. The Financial Surety 
Bond must identify each bidder whose good faith deposit is 
guaranteed by such Financial Surety Bond. If the bonds are 
awarded to a bidder utilizing a Financial Surety Bond, then that 
purchaser (the “Purchaser”) is required to submit its good faith 
deposit to the City in the form of a cashier's check (or wire transfer 
such amount as instructed by the City or its Financial Consultant) 
not later than Noon, prevailing Eastern Time, on the next business 
day following the award. If such good faith deposit is not received 
by that time, the Financial Surety Bond may be drawn by the City 
to satisfy the good faith deposit requirement. The good faith 
deposit will be applied to the purchase price of the bonds. In the 
event the Purchaser fails to honor its accepted bid, the good faith 
deposit will be retained by the City. No interest shall be allowed on 
the good faith check and checks of the unsuccessful bidders will 
be returned to each bidder's representative or by mail. The good 
faith check of the successful bidder will be cashed and payment for 
the balance of the purchase price of the bonds shall be made at 
the closing 


TAX MATTERS: In the opinion of bond counsel, assuming 
compliance with certain covenants, interest on the bonds is 
excluded from gross income for federal income tax purposes as. 
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described in the opinion, and the bonds and interest thereon are 
exempt from all taxation in the State of Michigan except 
inheritance and estate taxes and taxes on gains realized from the 
sale, payment or other disposition thereof.

Except to 
the extent necessary to issue its approving opinion as to the 
validity of the above bonds, Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, 
PLLC. has not been requested to examine or review and has not 
examined or reviewed any financial documents, statements or 
materials that have been or may be furnished in connection with 
the authorization, issuance or marketing of the bonds, and 
accordingly will not express any opinion with respect to the 
accuracy or completeness of any such financial documents, 
statements or materials. In submitting a bid for the Bonds, the 
bidder agrees to the representation of the City by Miller, Canfield, 
Paddock and Stone, PL.C. as bond counsel] 


DELIVERY OF BONDS: The City will furnish executed bonds 
at its expense. Bonds will be delivered without expense to the 
purchaser at DTC in New York, New York or such other place as 
may be mutually agreed upon. The usual closing documents, 
including a certificate that no litigation is pending affecting the 
issuance of the bonds, will be delivered at the time of delivery of 
the bonds. If the bonds are not tendered for delivery by twelve 
o'clock noon, prevailing Eastern Time, on the 45th day following 
the date of sale, or the first business day thereafter if said 45th day 
is not a business day the successful bidder may on that day or 
any time thereafter until delivery of the bonds, withdraw its 
proposal by serving notice of cancellation, in writing, on the 
undersigned in which event the City shall promptly return the good 
faith deposit.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
REVISE CHAPTER 804 OF THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING IN RESPONSE TO THE INCREASED 
USE OF POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENT RESOURCES TO 
RESPOND TO FALSE ALARM CALLS FOR SERVICE BY 
ADDING NEW SECTIONS TO PROVIDE FOR USER PERMITS 
FOR ALARM SYSTEMS; TO DEFINE THE DUTIES OF ALARM 
BUSINESSES; TO DEFINE FALSE ALARMS AND TO INCLUDE

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 804 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be and hereby is amended by adding 
definitions to section 804.01 of the ordinance; modifying section 
804.02 Installation and Use of Alarm Systems; adding sections 
804.03 Duties of Alarm Installers and Monitoring Companies;

804.01. Definitions. 

As used in this chapter: 

ALARM BUSINESS MEANS ANY BUSINESS, INDIVIDUAL, 
CORPORATION OR LEGAL ENTITY THAT ENGAGES IN THE 
INSTALLATION, SERVICE, MAINTENANCE OR MONITORING 
OF ALARM SYSTEMS. 


Alarm system means any system which is physically or manually 
activated and/or a detection device or an assembly of equipment 
and/or devices arranged to signal the presence of a situation 
requiring urgent attention to which THE POLICE OR FIRE 
DEPARTMENTS are expected to respond. A ffre-alarm-system, 
system which only summons medical help, ani 

which monitors temperature, humidity or other conditions, not 
directly related to the detection of A FIRE OR an unauthorized 
intrusion into a premises or an attempted robbery of a premises, 
are excluded from this chapter. 


False alarm means the activation of an alarm system through 
mechanical failure, malfunction, improper installation, negligence 
or ANY OTHER the intentional activation of the alarm system 
without-reasonable and legitimate need.by the owner-c lessee.of 
an-alarm-syster-oF-his-oF-her-employee-or-agent. FOR WHICH 
ASSISTANCE FROM THE POLICE DEPARTMENT IS NOT 
NECESSARY. HOWEVER, A false alarm does not include an 
alarm ACTIVATION caused by a hurricane, tornado, earthquake, 
downed telephone lines or other violent condition beyond the 
control of the owner or lessee of an alarm system or of his or her 
employee or agent 


FINANCIAL ALARM SYSTEM MEANS AN ALARM SYSTEM 
USED BY A BANK, CREDIT UNION OR OTHER ENTERPRISE 
THAT DISPENSES CASH ON AS A REGULAR PART OF ITS 
BUSINESS. 


FIRE ALARM MEANS AN ALARM THAT NOTIFIES THE FIRE 
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DEPARTMENT THAT FIRE IS IN PROGRESS AT THE 
PREMISES. 


HOLD UP ALARM MEANS AN ALARM THAT NOTIFIES THE 
POLICE DEPARTMENT THAT A BURGLARY IS IN PROGRESS 
AT THE PREMISES. 


PANIC ALARM OR DURESS ALARM MEANS AN ALARM 
USED FOR ANY PURPOSE OTHER THAN TO NOTIFY OF A 
FIRE, A BURGLARY OR UNAUTHORIZED ENTRY ONTO 
PREMISES. 


804.02 Installation AND USE of alarm systems generally. 


(a) No person shall install or operate an alarm system in the City, 
unless the alarm system is 


(1) _ Installed by an alarm system contractor licensed BY THE

804.03 DUTIES OF ALARM INSTALLERS AND MONITORING 
COMPANIES 

(A) AN ALARM SYSTEM INSTALLED IN A COMMERCIAL OR 
PUBLIC BUILDING SHALL USE EQUIPMENT LISTED AND 
COMPLIANT WITH THE SIA CP-01 CONTROL PANEL 
STANDARD OR EQUIVALENT. 

(B) AN ALARM SYSTEM INSTALLED IN A RESIDENCE SHALL 
USE EQUIPMENT LISTED AND COMPLIANT WITH THE SIA CP- 
01 CONTROL PANEL STANDARD OR EQUIVALENT. 

(C) ANY ALARM SYSTEM INSTALLED IN A RESIDENCE MAY 
BE OF AN ON-SITE AUDIBLE TYPE. IN ADDITION, THE ALARM

(G) NO ALARM INSTALLER SHALL USE, INSTALL OR ASSIST 
IN THE OPERATION OF AN ALARM SYSTEM THAT CONTAINS 
OR USES AN AUTOMATIC TELEPHONE DIALING DEVICE THAT 
DIRECTLY CONNECTS TO THE LANSING POLICE 
DEPARTMENT, FIRE DEPARTMENT OR COMMUNICATIONS 
DEPARTMENT WITHOUT FIRST OBTAINING WRITTEN 
PERMISSION FROM THE LANSING POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

(H) ALL ALARM INSTALLERS WHO INSTALL AN AUDIBLE

PROTECTED PREMISES SHALL AFFIX ON THE EXTERIOR OF 
THE PROTECTED PREMISES: 

(1) THE NAME AND TELEPHONE NUMBER OF THE 
ALARM USER OR OTHER PERSON OR ENTITY RESPONSIBLE 
FOR THE CONTROL IF IT IS ALOCAL ALARM SYSTEM, OR 

(2) THE NAME AND PHONE NUMBER OF THE ALARM 
COMPANY AND MONITORING COMPANY IF DIFFERENT FROM. 
THE SERVICING COMPANY IF IT IS A MONITORED ALARM 
SYSTEM. 

(1) ALL ALARM USERS, INSTALLERS OR ANY OTHER 
PERSON WHO INSTALLS OR MAINTAINS AN ALARM SYSTEM 
WITH AN AUDIBLE ALARM SHALL INSTALL AND MAINTAIN THE 
ALARM SYSTEM IN SUCH A WAY THAT IT AUTOMATICALLY 
DISCONTINUES EMITTING AN AUDIBLE SOUND WITHIN 12 
MINUTES AFTER ACTIVATION OF THE ALARM AND WILL 
PREVENT THE ALARM FROM SOUNDING AGAIN DURING THE 
SAME ARMED PERIOD AS A RESULT OF THE SAME EVENT 
THAT CAUSED THE ORIGINAL ACTIVATION. 

(J) ANY ALARM BUSINESS THAT MONITORS AN ALARM. 
SYSTEM IN THE CITY SHALL PROVIDE TO THE LANSING 
POLICE DEPARTMENT A LOCAL TELEPHONE NUMBER OR A 
TOLL-FREE NUMBER BY WHICH A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
COMPANY CAN BE REACHED TWENTY-FOUR HOURS A DAY. 
IF THIS TELEPHONE NUMBER CHANGES, THE BUSINESS 
SHALL IMMEDIATELY NOTIFY THE POLICE DEPARTMENT OF

(K) ALL ALARM BUSINESSES THAT MONITOR OR RESPOND 
TO AN ALARM SHALL, AT A MINIMUM, VERIFY ANY AUDIBLE 
ALARM BY CALLING A MINIMUM OF TWO TELEPHONE 
NUMBERS, ONE OF WHICH SHOULD BE AT THE PREMISES, 
PRIOR TO DISPATCHING THE POLICE. A RECORD OF ALL 
VERIFICATION ATTEMPTS SHALL BE KEPT BY THE ALARM 
BUSINESS FOR A PERIOD OF ONE YEAR AND SHALL BE

UPON REQUEST. 

(L) ALL ALARM BUSINESSES WITH — FINANCIAL

ON, THE LANSING POLICE DEPARTMENT'S PROCEDURE

INSTITUTION'S ALARM IS ACTIVATED. 

(M) IF THREE FALSE ALARM REPORTS ARE ISSUED 
WITHIN A TWELVE MONTH PERIOD FOR ANY ONE LOCATION, 
THE ALARM USER AT THE LOCATION MUST HAVE A 
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LICENSED ALARM BUSINESS INSPECT THE PREMISES AND 
THE ALARM EQUIPMENT TO DETERMINE THE REASON FOR 
THE FALSE ALARMS. ANY DEFECTIVE OR MALFUNCTIONING 
EQUIPMENT THAT IS IDENTIFIED MUST BE REPAIRED OR 
REPLACED AND THE ALARM USER MUST SUBMIT 
VERIFICATION THAT THE PREMISES’ EQUIPMENT HAS BEEN 
INSPECTED AND, IF NECESSARY, REPAIRED WITHIN 30 
DAYS AFTER THE THIRD FALSE ALARM DETERMINATION HAS

ANY ALARM USER, ALARM BUSINESS OR OTHER PERSON

804.07 904-04. False_alarms;-fees-and-collection-procedures. 
FALSE ALARM PENALTIES AND ENFORCEMENT 

(a) A Police OR FIRE Department response to two false alarms 
at one alarm site within a twelve-month period from the date of the 
first false alarm shall be without any fee assessment. A fee, as 
determined by City Council resolution, shall be assessed for the 
third Police OR FIRE Department response to a false alarm at one 
alarm site during a period of twelve months from the date of the 
first false alarm. A Police OR FIRE Department response to any 
subsequent false alarms at one alarm site within a period of twelve 
months from the date of the first false alarm shall increase

Whenever any alarm 
system has had two false alarms at one alarm site during a period 
of twelve months from the date of the first false alarm, the Police 
Department shall mail a notice, by first class mail, to the taxpayer 
of record, as listed in the City Assessor's office, and the occupant 
at the alarm site, stating that the next false alarm within a period of 
twelve months from the date of the first false alarm shall result in 
the assessment of a fee as determined by City Council resolution 
The notice shall also include information retatingto—the-fact 
STATING that each subsequent Police OR FIRE Department 
response to a false alarm at that site within a twelve-month period

Coast States of Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and

Whereas, the President of the United States declared a disaster for 
all 81 counties of the State of Michigan; and 


WHEREAS, the Governor of the State of Michigan requested 
assistance from Mayors of the most populous Michigan cities in the 
relief effort for Hurricane Katrina victims in the form of temporary 
housing, medical care, education, and transportation; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor of the City of Lansing, Tony Benavides, 
answered the call for help and agreed to assist in the disaster relief 
effort for Hurricane Katrina, and later for Hurricane Rita victims: 
and 


WHEREAS, several agencies offered to assist in the relief effort; 
and St. Vincent Catholic Charities (SVCC) was found able to offer 
a comprehensive set of relief services to Gulf Coast residents who 
sought shelter in the Greater Lansing area; and, therefore, SVCC 
was designated the lead agency for the Greater Lansing relief 
effort; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing is recognized as an emergency 
management jurisdiction; and that as a local unit of government 
with an emergency management program was recognized as an 
eligible agency to apply for Federal disaster relief through the 
Robert T. Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency Assistance Act, 
Public Law 93-288, as amended, 42 U.S.C. §5121, et seq 
(hereinafter referred to as the Stafford Act); and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing received foreknowledge that a 
FEMA grant would be awarded; and that the City would enter a 
contractual arrangement with SVCC to provide disaster relief 
services for relocated Hurricane Katrina/Rita victims; and that 
funds received per the grant would be 100% passed through to 
SVCC within three days; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing would not be obligated to fund any 
non-reimbursed expenses incurred by SVCC or other partner 
agencies; and 


WHEREAS, there is a beginning date of August 29, 2005 and no 
declared end date; when the end date is announced by FEMA, the 
contractual obligation to pass through funds to SVCC and other 
partner agencies will hereby end; and 


WHEREAS, there is no announced cap on the limit of costs that 
may be submitted to FEMA; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council hereby ratifies the Public Assistance Grant Agreement, 
FEMA-3225-EM grant award for Hurricane Katrina/Rita subject to 
approval by the City Attorney's Office as to form

WHEREAS, the Lansing Board of Water and Light Eckert Power 
Station complex is located within the 100 year flood plain, and 
flood waters will disrupt the distribution of electricity to additional 
critical infrastructure in Lansing and potentially to Lansing and

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing is recognized as a lawful 
emergency management jurisdiction and that only recognized 
jurisdictions are allowed to apply for hazard mitigation grants; and 


WHEREAS, a Pre-Disaster Mitigation Grant (PDMG) is available 
from the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 
through the Michigan State Police - Emergency Management 
Division (MSP-EMD) to which an application may be made for 
funding to address the mitigation of identified hazards; and 


WHEREAS, Lansing Board of Water and Light has developed a 
solution to mitigate the hazardous effects of flooding to vulnerable 
structures within the Eckert Power Station complex; and 
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WHEREAS, the Lansing Board of Water and Light proposed 
solution will be submitted to the MSP-EMD Hazard Mitigation 
section for consideration as a PDMG project; and, pending 
approval, will be referred to the FEMA Mitigation Division for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, the PDMG is capped at $4 million per project with a 
75/25% Federal to Local cost share, and the Lansing Board of 
Water and Light has agreed to provide 100% funding for the Local 
match; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council hereby approves the application for a Pre-Disaster 
Mitigation Grant for $1,167,043.06 provided by the non-Federal 
share of $291,760.78 financed by the Lansing Board of Water and 
Light and the Federal share of $875,282.28 financed by FEMA. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City of Lansing Fire 
Department Emergency Management Division will apply for the 
grant on or before the March 1, 2006 deadline, and the grant

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that upon notification of the grant 
being awarded, the Administration shall bring any grant back to the

RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. MI 0023400 (the 
“NPDES Permit’) requiring the City of Lansing (the “City”) to 
develop a final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
"CSO Control Program’) to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (subsequently 
restructured and renamed the Department of Environmental 
Quality and collectively hereafter referred to as the "DEQ") for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, 
DEQ, acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality 
Division, has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the 
City in compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of 
Michigan 1994 ("Act 451") enables a city to issue and sell bonds to 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit issued 
by the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize 
the issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Eighteen 
Million Eight Hundred Fifty Five Thousands and no/100 Dollars 
($18,855,000) for the purpose of financing the Subareas 013 West 
and 023 improvements and necessary wastewater treatment plant 
improvements (the “Improvements”), included in Phase IN, 
Segment 3 of the Combined Sewer Overflow Improvements 
Project Plan required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of Intent 
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to Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution (the “Notice”), which, in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, 
Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended (“Act 279”), 
required the City Clerk to cause to be published, on Thursday, 
December 22, 2005, in the Lansing State Journal, an official notice 
to electors and taxpayers of the City of Lansing of intent to issue 
bonds (the “Notice of Intent") which describes the bonds to be 
issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as 
amended, permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations 
which shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the 
governing body, an authorized officer to sell and deliver and 
receive payment for obligations, and to approve interest rates or 
methods for fixing interest rates, prices, discounts, maturities, 
principal amounts, denominations dates of issuance, interest 
payment dates, redemption rights, place of delivery and payment, 
and other matters and procedures necessary to complete the 
authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, PROVIDED THAT NO PETITION IS 
RECEIVED BY THE CITY PURSUANT TO THE NOTICE AND 
SECTION 5(G) OF ACT 279, IT |S HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program 
approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years. 


2. Authorized Officers. The term “Authorized Officer” as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following city officers: 
the Finance Director, the Director of Public Service, the Interim 
Director of Public Service, the Mayor, or the City Clerk. 


3. Auth n_of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City 
designated Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond (Phase IV, Segment 3) Series 2006 (the “Bond’), 
with such changes in name as may be deemed appropriate by an 
Authorized Officer so long as such changes are not misleading, is 
authorized to be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the 
costs of the Improvements, including costs incidental to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond. In the event the Bond is 
to be issued simultaneously with another bond being issued to the 
Authority for similar improvements under the CSO Control 
Program, each Authorized Officer is authorized to have prepared a 
single bond and related documentation evidencing the obligation 
approved under this resolution and any other similar resolution of 
the City Council, in an aggregate maximum principal amount not to 
exceed the maximum principal amount authorized under this 
resolution and such other resolution of the City Council 


4. Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum not to exceed Eighteen Million Eight Hundred Fifty 
Five Thousand and no/100 Dollars ($18,855,000) or such lesser 
amount as shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time 
of sale (the "Principal Amount") and approved by the DEQ and the 
Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the “Authority”), pursuant to 
the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of 
Appendix A, with such modifications as may be necessary to 
reflect changes in Bond terms or details determined by an 
Authorized Officer at or prior to the time of sale pursuant to 
authority granted by this Resolution, The Authorized Officer 
shall have the authority to make such changes in the form of 
Bond as shall be requested by the Authority, deemed 
reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not in conflict with 
the law or provisions of this Resolution. The Bond shall be in 
the form of a single fully-registered, nonconvertible, non- 
chargeable Bond of the denomination of the Principal 
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Amount, dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, or such 
other date as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and 
the Authority. 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on 
October 1 of each year beginning October 1, 2007, or on 
such other dates as may be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the 
DEQ and the Authority. The schedule of serial principal 
installments shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by DEQ and the 
Authority. Interest on the Bond will be payable as provided 
under Section 5, on April 1, 2006, and semiannually thereafter 
on April 1 of and October 1 of each year until maturity or 
earlier prepayment of said installment, or on such other dates

The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be 
subject to prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at 
the times as provided in the form of Bond contained in this 
Resolution or as determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the 
Principal Amount and the dates and amounts of principal 
installments, shall be evidenced by execution of the purchase 
contract to be executed between the City and the Authority as 
described below 


5. Sale of Bond Calculation of Repayment Obligations. The City 
shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an interest 
rate of not to exceed one and five eighths percent (1.625%) per 
annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the 
delivery instructions of the Authority, 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one 
lump sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal 
installments of the Bond (the “Purchased Principal 
Installments") from the Authority as such purchases are 
approved by the DEQ. These Purchased Principal 
Installments shall be deemed to correspond to the serial 
principal installments contained in the Bond in direct 
chronological order of said serial principal installments. The 
City shall have no obligation to repay any serial principal 
installments for which the City did not receive proceeds from 
corresponding Purchased Principal Installments of at least a 
like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. In the event less than the 
Principal Amount of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, 
any portion of the Principal Amount is prepaid as provided 
below, or any serial principal payment becomes due before 
the City has received proceeds from corresponding 
Purchased Principal Installments of at least a like amount, 
then the Authority may prepare a new serial principal 
installment repayment schedule acceptable to the City. 


6. Bond Register Record of Payments. The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the Finance Director. 


The Finance Director shall record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the canceled checks or other records evidencing such 
payments shall be returned to and retained by the Finance Director 
and shall be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
obligation of the City with respect to such payments shall be 
discharged to the extent of such payments. 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 


interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the Bond to 
the City for cancellation. 


7. Execution and Delivery. The Bond shall be executed in the 
name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the 
signatures on the Bond shall be a manual signature) and shall 
have the seal of the City, or a facsimile thereof, printed or 
impressed on the Bond.

8. LTGO Nature of Bond. The Bond is anticipated to be paid from 
funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such as 
revenues derived from the operation of the City's sewage disposal 
system, and ad valorem taxes pursuant to a pledge of the City’s 
limited tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax 
general obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first 
budget obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes 
imposed on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate _ limitations 
Commencing with the year 2006, there shall be levied upon the tax

time of making any such annual tax levy there shall be other 
monies to make the required payments on the Bond, then the City

9. Debt_Retirement Payments. The Finance Director is 
authorized and directed to open a separate depositary account 
with a bank or trust company to be designated CSO Debt 
Retirement Fund (the “Debt Retirement Fund’), the moneys to be 
deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund to be specifically 
earmarked and used solely for the purpose of paying principal of 
and interest on the Bond and additional future series of bonds 
issued by the City for the purposes of completing construction of 
the Improvements as such principal and interest become due. The 
Finance Director is further authorized and directed to pay, or cause 
to be paid, from the Debit Retirement Fund or other available 
funds, all payments of principal, if any, and interest on the Bond to 
the Authority's depository, or in the event the Authority is no longer 
the owner of the Bond, to the owner of the Bond, in accordance 
with the requirements of the Bond 


10. Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond and the prior 
series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund designated as the CSO Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the “Construction Fund’). Said 
moneys shall be used solely for the purposes for which the Bond, 
and other bonds issued for the CSO Control Program, are issued 
Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of the sale of the Bond 
remaining after completion of the Improvements herein authorized 
may be used at the discretion of the Director of Public Service or 
the Interim Director of Public Service for further Improvements 
included in the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES 
Permit. Any remaining balance after such expenditure shall be 
used for the prepayment of installments of the Bond or the 
purchase of installments of the Bond at not more than the fair 
market value thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for “eligible” (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the Bond) and “ineligible” costs 
of the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the 
Authority and DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall 
be used solely for the purposes of making Improvements 
included in the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES 
Permit, and ancillary related expenses. After completion of 
the Improvements and disposition of remaining proceeds, if 
any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this section, the 
Construction Fund may be closed. 
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11. Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event 
any Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the 
City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new 
Bond having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity 
and denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed. In 
the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be 
delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is surrendered to 
the City, 


In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a replacement 
Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City shall 
have received such proof of ownership and loss and 
indemnity as they determine to be sufficient, which shall 
consist at least of (i) a lost instrument Bond for principal and 
interest remaining unpaid on the lost, stolen or destroyed 
Bond; (ii) an affidavit of the registered owner (or his or her 
attorney) setting forth ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or 
destroyed and the circumstances under which it was lost, 
stolen or destroyed; (iii) the agreement of the owner of the 
Bond (or his or her attorney) to fully indemnify the city against 
loss due to the lost, stolen or destroyed Bond and the 
issuance of any replacement bond in connection therewith; 
and (iv) the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her 
attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in connection with 
the replacement, including the transfer and exchange costs 
which otherwise would be paid by the City. 


12. Arbitrage and Tax Covenants, The City hereby covenants 
that, tothe extent permitted by law, it shall take all actions within its 
control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the interest on the 
Bond from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended 
(the “Code"), including but not limited to, actions relating to the 
rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and 
investment of Bond proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond 
proceeds 


13. Approval of Documents. The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the “Purchase 


Contract”), the proposed form of Issuer's Certificate to be executed 
by the City (the “Issuer's Certificate") and the proposed form of 
Supplemental Agreement among the City, the Authority and the 
DEQ (the “Supplemental Agreement’) on file with the City Clerk are 
hereby approved. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or 
severally authorized to execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, 
the Issuer's Certificate, and the Supplemental Agreement upon 
completion, in the forms approved hereby with such revisions as 
they may determine to be necessary or desirable, permitted by law, 
and not materially adverse to the City. 


14. General Authority for Authorized Officers, The Authorized 
Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 
actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority and 
DEQ in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority, including 
the administrative appropriation and transfer of funds related to the 
Bonds. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally 
authorized to execute and deliver such other ceftificates, 
documents, instruments, and other papers as may be required by 
the Authority or DEQ or as may be otherwise necessary or 
convenient to effect the delivery of the Bond as set forth above. 


15. Conflicting Resolutions, All resolutions and parts of 
resolutions insofar as they conflict with the provisions of this 
resolution are rescinded.

2006 MICHIGAN TRANSPORTATION FUND BONDS 
(LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION) 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing, Counties of 
Ingham and Eaton, Michigan (the “City’) does hereby determine 
that it is necessary to make major street improvements including, 
but not limited to, replacement of the street surface and related 
instalation of storm sewer, concrete curb, and sidewalks (the 
“Improvements"); and 


WHEREAS, to finance costs of the Improvements, the City 
Council determines that it is necessary to borrow money and issue 
bonds therefor as authorized by the provisions of Act 175, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended ("Act 175”); and 


WHEREAS, the costs of the Improvements to be paid from bond 
proceeds is estimated to be $1,600,000; and 


WHEREAS, if the City issues bonds under Act 175 in the 
principal amount of $1,600,000, then the annual debt service 
requirements on all of the City’s outstanding Michigan 
Transportation Fund Bonds shall not be in excess of 50% of the 
revenues received by the City from the Michigan Transportation 
Fund pursuant to Act 51 in the year preceding this contemplated 
borrowing, in compliance with the requirements of Section 4 of Act 
175; and 


WHEREAS, the Improvements are in accordance with the 
purposes enumerated in Section 13 of Act 51, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1951 ("Act 51”); and 


WHEREAS, Act 175 requires that when the governing body of 
any incorporated city shall determine to borrow money under the 
provisions of Act 175, they shall by resolution approved by a 2/3 
majority of the members-elect of said governing body so declare, 
which resolution shall be published once in a daily or weekly 
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newspaper of general circulation in said city before the same 
becomes effective, and which resolution shall briefly describe the 
contemplated project, the estimated cost thereof, and the amount, 
maximum rate of interest and maturity dates of the bonds to be 
issued and the form thereof, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The City Council hereby determines to borrow the sum of not- 
to-exceed One Million Six Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,600,000) 
and to issue bonds of the City pursuant to the provisions of Act 
175, to be designated as the 2006 MICHIGAN 
TRANSPORTATION FUND BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL

2. The Bonds shall consist of bonds registered as to principal 
and interest of the denominations of any multiple of $5,000 not 
exceeding for each maturity the maximum principal amount of the 
Bonds of that maturity, and numbered consecutively in order of 
registration or transfer. The Bonds will be serial bonds dated as of 
March 1, 2006 or such other date as shall be determined by the 
Authorized Officer at the time of publication of the Notice of Sale 
for the Bonds, and shall mature annually on June 1 in the years 
and in the principal amounts determined by the Authorized Officer 
at the time of publication of the Notice of Sale for the Bonds.

Budget Address to City Council 
March 27, 2006 


Good evening President Leeman, Council members, fellow citizens 
of Lansing. 


It is my privilege to present to you my 2007 fiscal year budget 
recommendation 


| am pleased to report to you and to the citizens we serve that | am 
proposing a $108 million dollar budget that is balanced - without 
the use of reserves or an increase in taxes - and reflects the 
values and priorities of Lansing residents. 


| am extremely proud of our finance team and cabinet - led by 
Chief of Staff Jerry Ambrose - for their hard work, ingenuity and 
commitment in helping me to erase an estimated 11 million dollar 
deficit. 


| want to thank our city employees and their union leaders for 
working with us, sharing ideas and suggestions, and for continuing 
good work under challenging conditions. 


| also want to thank the countless citizens who have shared cost- 
saving ideas and suggestions via e-mail, neighborhood meetings, 
phone calls and even at the grocery store. We are in this together, 
and your input is much appreciated. We have begun to repair a 
problem that was years in the making. 


This budget will not please everyone. In fact, it may upset some 
people at least a little. But | believe this budget is true - true to my 
word and true to the values of Lansing residents. 


First and foremost, it protects public safety. Not one police officer 
or firefighter will be cut under this budget. We will maintain and 
enhance the excellence of our police and fire departments, even 
as we challenge our neighbors to join us in increasing efficiency 
through greater regional cooperation. 


We will employ new technology which will add thousands of hours 
of police patrols on our streets by reducing time-consuming trips to 
the station for report writing. 


Next, we will make strategic investments to grow our economy, 
strengthen our downtown, and attract good jobs to our city. 
Especially in tough times, it is imperative that we do all we can to 
enhance economic opportunity for all of Lansing's residents. 
That's why this budget helps ensure our new economic team has 
the tools they need to attract and retain good jobs in Lansing. 


It is absolutely vital that we invest in downtown Lansing. With new 
housing opportunities and exciting new businesses opening their 
doors, momentum is building in our downtown almost by the day. 
We will capitalize on that momentum and transform downtown 
Lansing into the engine of our economic growth. We will become 
once again the downtown to mid-Michigan. 


At the same time, we will continue to invest in our young people - 
those who will truly build the future. My budget continues and 
enhances our partnership with Lansing Schools, protecting after- 
school programs and creating community resource officers to build 
positive relationships with students and prevent problems before 
they start. This approach is used by schools throughout mid- 
Michigan to great effect and it will reap rewards here as well 

In addition, working with Parks Director Murdock Jemerson, we 
have managed to protect funding for our community centers, to 
continue the outreach and programming so vital to our 
neighborhoods and youth. 


| am also pleased - and I'm sure you will be as well Sandy - to 
report that | am earmarking $1 million for the Southside 
Community Center Challenge Fund. | propose that this fund be 
off-limits for any other purpose. It will serve as a catalyst and 
challenge from which we can build a public-private partnership to 
create the much-discussed but never implemented South Side 
Community Center to improve services to the city's south side. 


Finally, this budget sets in motion the structural changes needed to 
provide Lansing the long-term fiscal stability it needs. No quick 
fixes or paper savings. We have not avoided the tough decisions, 
we have implemented them. This is not a budget based on wishful 
thinking but rather, it is built on practical planning and necessary 
structural change 


My plan cuts 73 positions, reduces duplication of city services, 
consolidates departments, streamlines functions, and implements 
efficiencies across city government. 


Two of the four municipal golf courses the city operates will not 
open this spring and | am recommending that they be sold to 
enhance revenues. The city simply cannot afford the luxury of 4 
golf courses in such tough budget times, when golf is so readily 
available throughout the region. 


The Groesbeck Golf Course will continue as one of the crown 
jewels of our park system and the Sycamore Golf Course has been 
transformed into the First Tee program for beginning golfers and a 
driving range for golfers of all ages that will generate new revenues 
for the City. 


| am also recommending financial re-structuring for Potter Park 
Zoo - not to close it, but to ensure that this beautiful gem will be 
preserved for years to come. Over 70 percent of the Zoo's visitors 
are from outside the city of Lansing, yet the Zoo receives tax 
support only from Lansing residents. The Zoo and its supporters 
have done a wonderful job over the years, but this regional gem 
needs regional financial support if it is to continue to prosper. 


To avoid devastating budget cuts in the future, the Zoo needs an 
earmarked, stable source of regional funding. | am hopeful that 
our county commissioners will place a question on the next 
election ballot, giving voters county-wide the chance to 
demonstrate their support for continuing a healthy and vibrant 
Potter Park Zoo. My children and countless others from around 
mid-Michigan have grown up enjoying the sights and sounds of 
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Potter Park Zoo. | will do everything in my power to ensure that 
opportunity for generations to come 


Just as Potter Park is a unique asset of Lansing, so are our 
neighborhoods key to the quality of life here. Without quality 
housing, a city cannot hope to retain and attract families who want 
to make their home in a Lansing neighborhood. In recent years, 
more than 500 red-tagged houses have degraded the quality of 
neighborhoods and property values throughout Lansing. These 
dangerous and often abandoned houses have posed a threat for 
too long 


| am therefore creating a new Red Tag Response Team composed 
of a new Red Tag Code Officer and 3 Premise Code Inspectors to 
clean up and dramatically reduce the number of red-tagged 
houses. A home is the greatest investment most of us will ever 
have. We owe it to our residents to protect that investment and the 
quality of life in our neighborhoods 


The deficit was not created on my watch, but on my watch and in 
this document, it is eliminated. It is strong medicine, but with it - 
and with your help - we will put Lansing - the city we love - back on 
its feet and back on the road to becoming one of the nation’s great 
Capitol cities 


| have been in every department and talked to hundreds of our 
employees personally. We are blessed with good people who are 
extraordinarily committed to serving Lansing and making this city 
all it can be. By working together and embracing change, we will 
put Lansing on the path to progress and growth 


| am gratified that much of the savings necessary have been 
generated without major reductions in our workforce. Yet for those 
who will no longer be employed by the city, | can assure you that 
we will do everything possible to help with training and job search 
We have put in place a team to ensure personal and career 
counseling to every employee in transition 


Change is never easy. But let none of us believe that we can hold 
fast to the past and somehow avoid the winds of economic 
change. The status quois no longer an option 


| am in no way interested in captaining a sinking ship, even one 
that is sinking slowly. I'm sure you agree we can do better. 
Together we must take bold action now to turn Lansing’s course. | 
believe strongly in this city's prospects for a bright future if we do 
act boldly 


But let's be clear: the reality of our structural deficit requires that 
budget discipline become the rule rather than the exception 
Harder, faster and smarter must truly become the standard of 
business in Lansing city government. The good news is: We are 
up to the challenge! 


I have often spoken of the tremendous assets of this community - | 
call them the Ingredients of Greatness. Chief among these assets 
is the outstanding talent, determination, diversity and commitment 
of our people. Lansing residents are smart, tough and caring 
Mayor Hollister called us “World Class”....Mayor Benavides spoke 
of a "yes, we can” attitude. | agree with them both, and | say 
working together, with the tremendous assets of this community, 
we can make Lansing one of America’s great Midwestern capitol 
cities 


As proud as | am of this document and the talented staff members 
who worked so arduously with me to prepare it, I'm sure it is 
imperfect. | am open to hearing your constructive suggestions and 
I pledge here tonight to work with you in good faith to find 
consensus and completion 


We will take Lansing from good to great!

WHEREAS, the Public Services Committee had an_ initial 
discussion on March 29, 2006 on the Mayor's recommendation to 
close two golf courses as part of the 2006-07 budget which was 
presented to the entire City Council on March 27, 2006; and 


WHEREAS, the Public Service Committee agrees that the selling 
of two golf courses is a possible option for dealing with the 
subsidization of golf and with the overall budget deficit; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed FY 2006-07 Budget has been presented 
to the City Council and the golf course recommendation will be 
carefully deliberated by Council. There are many questions that will 
need to be answered such as. 


How much was budgeted as increased revenue as a 
result of the 2006 golf fee for all four courses as part 
of the FY 2006-07 Budget? 

What fee structure for golf would be necessary for 
Waverly and Red Cedar golf courses in order to cover 
all costs associated with the two courses? 

In the last five years, how many rounds of golf were 
played on Waverly and Red Cedar each year? How 
many were Lansing residents? How many were non- 
residents? 


WHEREAS, after consideration of the Mayor's recommendation, if 
the City Council approves the recommendation to sell the two golf 
courses, the issue would still have to go on the ballot for approval 
by Lansing voters; at the earliest, the issue would be on the ballot 
for August 8"; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council passed a budget that indicates its 
legislative intent and programmatic directive to fund four golf 
courses in the FY 2005-06 Budget; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council was informed by the Parks 
Department that during the 2005 golf season 23,500 rounds of golf 
were played at Waverly and 24,000 rounds of golf were played at 
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Red Cedar; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council is well aware of the number of 
surrounding golf courses within the greater Lansing area, but due 
to the increases in fuel costs, during April of 2005 in the amount of 
$2.11 to April of 2006 in the amount of $2.64, people may 
reconsider and play at courses closer to home; and 


WHEREAS the Parks Department in conjunction with the Internal 
Auditor determined that projected revenues for the remainder of 
this current fiscal year is $290,000 and that the direct cost to run 
the courses for the remainder of the current fiscal year would total 
$130,000; and 


WHEREAS the cost for minimal maintenance on Waverly and Red 
Cedar golf courses for the remainder of the fiscal year is $2,000 
per week or a total of $28,000 along with a loss in revenue of 
$160,000; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED on May 16, 2005 the City 
Council passed a budget resolution on May 16, 2005 that included 
the following Council's Budget Policy Statement: 


It is Council's intent and understanding that adoption 
of the FY2005-06 budget constitutes the City’s official 
budget priorities and policy. Notwithstanding any 
existing policy, but are subject to the transfer authority 
set forth under Section 7-107.3 of the City Charter, 
any deviation, or alteration in the purpose or use of

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED it was the City Council's 
understanding in adopting the current FY 2005-06 Budget 
approved on May 16, 2005 that it called for the opening of all four 
golf courses; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a delay in opening the golf 
courses could have an unintended consequence negatively 
impacting the entire golf system; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED based on the second quarter 
projection of revenue the current fiscal year budget is balanced 
which includes revenues from opening all courses; 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that the City Council has not 
authorized any changes to the intent or purpose of the FY 2005-06 
Budget and because of that, it requires that all golf courses open 
as planned in mid-April

DEVELOPMENT AND PLANNING COMMITTEE REPORT 
COMMITTEE REPORT 
SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND PROPERTY 


The Committee on Development and Planning has conducted 
several hearings to receive input and information regarding the 
proposed sale of the School for the Blind property. 


Testimony was received from State Representative Michael 
Murphy and staff members of the Michigan State Legislature; Mr. 
Mark Eitrem, Superintendent, Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy, 
School (Academy) Board Members and parents of students who 
attend the Academy; Mr. Chris Stuchell, Director of the Lansing 
Housing Commission; Mr. Kevin Webb, President of the Old Forest 
Neighborhood Association; Members of the Mayor's Administration 
including Mr. Robert Johnson, Director of the Planning and 
Neighborhood Development Department and Mr. Randy Hannan, 
Executive Assistant to the Mayor; and Mr. Robert Trezise, Director 
of the Lansing Economic Development Corporation. 


A review of the proposed sale was conducted by the Committee 
which resulted in the following information being presented: 


1. Since 1996, the Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy has 
operated its K-8 school on part of the School for the Blind property 
by leasing several of the existing buildings from the State of 
Michigan. The Academy pays approximately $435,000 each year 
in rent and it has determined that it can substantially reduce its 
ongoing expenses by $23,500 per month if the Academy owns its 
facilities rather than rents them: 


2.The School for the Blind property which consists of 
approximately 35 acres is currently owned by the State of Michigan 
and has been designated "excess property" which is to be sold as 
soon as possible; 
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3. On or about February, 2005, the State of Michigan asked the 
City (Mayor Benavides) if it wanted to purchase the School for the 
Blind property. The Administration, after a review of the site, 
informed the State that the City was not interested; 


On or about February-April, 2005, and after the City turned down 
the purchase of the property, the State of Michigan discussed the 
potential sale to several local developers, all of whom stated they 
were not interested in purchasing the property. 


5. On or about April, 2005, the State of Michigan entered into 
negotiations with the Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy for the 
purchase of the property. As a result of those negotiations and 
pursuant to the State's request, the Academy submitted a signed 
letter of intent to purchase the School for the Blind property from 
the State 


6.In October, 2005, Governor Granholm asked State 
Representative Michael Murphy to introduce legislation (House Bill 
5345) that would effectuate the conveyance of the School for the 
Blind property to the Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy; 


7. In December 2005, then State Senator/Mayor Elect Virg Bernero 
introduced his own legislation (Senate Bill 940) which would 
require the State of Michigan to sell the School for the Blind 
property to the City: 


8. In January, 2006, Mayor Bernero notified the State of Michigan 
of his interest in acquiring the School for the Blind property and 
requested that the Legislature delay action on House Bill 5345 
Further, the Mayor stated that during that time he would begin 
discussions regarding the division of the property with the Mid- 
Michigan Leadership Academy. Initially, the Mayor proposed that 
the entire 35 acres of property be transferred to the City at which 
time it would sell 3.5 acres to the Academy for $1.00, The 
remaining 31.5 acres would be held by the City for development of 
homeowner occupied housing. The Mayor also identified the 
Lansing Housing Commission as the entity that would acquire the 
property and direct its development; 


9. In response to the Mayor's offer, the Mid-Michigan Leadership 
Academy cited information, including national and state standards 
regarding school site planning, which indicate that for a school with 
the enrollment equal to that of the Academy's a campus of at least 
12 acres in size is required to adequately address all space 
requirements. Accordingly, the Mayor's 3.5 acre offer was 
rejected 


10. On March 8, 2006, the City held a public meeting at the Mid- 
Michigan Leadership Academy. Over 100 people attended, the 
majority of which included students, parents of students and 
residents from the surrounding neighborhoods. The public's 
comments included the following 


Strong neighborhood support for retaining the Mid-Michigan 
Leadership Academy at the School for the Blind site and the 
Academy's request for the property. The Academy provides 
stability to the neighborhood 


Concern and opposition was expressed regarding the development 
of 75 new houses. The City needs to first focus on the surrounding 
neighborhoods - the roads, sidewalks, lack of homeownership 
opportunities/number of rentals and red-tagged properties - before 
it invests in a new housing development at that site. 


Regardless of what development occurs on the site, several 
historic buildings (Old Main, old high school, etc.) need to be 
preserved 


The State of Michigan should place all proceeds from the sale of 
the property intothe Michigan School for the Blind Trust Fund 


14. The Mayor subsequently turned the negotiations with the Mid- 
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Michigan Leadership Academy over to Mr. Chris Stuchell of the 
Lansing Housing Commission. Both the Housing Commission and 
the Academy have reported to the Committee that the negotiations 
have been very positive and productive. As explained to the 
Committee, the Housing Commission proposes to convert the Old 
Main structure into senior housing as well as utilize part of the 
space for its offices. Further, the Housing Commission would 
develop up to 75 single-family homeowner occupied homes on the 
property it would retain. Moreover, as a result of these 
negotiations, the Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy has agreed 
that it could adjust its K-8 campus configuration (footprint) to meet 
its needs and reduce its overall request from 12 acres to 
approximately 96 acres depending upon some existing easements 
and other property issues. Under this concept, the Academy would 
retain the existing gymnasium and the building that currently 
houses its classrooms and administrative offices 


12. With regards to the issue of development of housing, the 
Committee was initially told by the Administration that the Lansing 
Housing Commission had received a preliminary indication that 
financing for the purchase of the land had been acquired from 
LISC and that no City money would be used, that is, the purchase 
of the property would be at no cost to the City. After additional 
meetings and further inquiry, the Committee was informed that 
although no City money would be used to purchase the property, 
City financial assistance would be required to develop it 
Infrastructure costs such as roads and utilities, as well as the 
redevelopment costs of existing structures and the building of new 
homes may include the use of Brownfield abatements, NEZ, 
PILOT, tax increment financing along with use of the City's 
Community Development Block Grant funds and Home dollars. All 
this information, however, was speculative and no actual plans or 
estimates of costs could be provided to the Committee. In short, 
the Committee asked numerous questions regarding the proposed 
housing development which could not be answered by the 
Administration because of the very preliminary nature of the 
project; this is understandable, yet very frustrating for everyone 
involved 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The following are recommendations of the Committee relative to 
the disposition and development of the School for the Blind 
property: 


A. Disposition of the Property - The Committee considered two 
scenarios for the division of the School for the Blind property. The 
goal under each scenario was to conditionally support the potential 
housing development as put forth by the Housing Commission 
(subject to the provisions found in Section B below) and, at the 
same time, provide enough space to the Mid-Michigan Leadership 
Academy that will allow it to continue to operate its K-8 school 
The scenarios include: 


Scenario 1 - Amend House Bill 5345 to provide for the outright 
sale of /- 25.4 acres to the Lansing Housing Commission and /- 
9.6 acres to the Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy consistent with 
the allocations found in item 11 above 


Scenario 2 - Support the sale of all of the School for the Blind 
property to the Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy with the 
condition that the Lansing Housing Commission maintains an 
option of first right of refusal to purchase /- 25.4 acres consistent 
with the current negotiated position, that is, /- 25.4 acres to the 
Lansing Housing Commission and /.9.6 acres to the Mid- Michigan 
Leadership Academy. 


The majority of the Committee supports the adoption of Scenario 
2. We believe this position provides a win-win for both the Lansing 
Housing Commission and the Mid-Michigan Leadership Academy. 
Because of the timing of the sale, the Housing Commission will 
have to assume considerable risk, that is, purchase the property 
(approximately $1,000,000) before it can complete any type of 
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meaningful planning and development analysis (see Section B 
below). In other words, this recommendation will give the Housing 
Commission the time it needs to determine if the development is 
sound and feasible. This recommendation guarantees that if the 
development is a go, the property would be available to the 
Housing Commission and, if it is not, the Housing Commission 
would only be out the time and expense required to complete its 
due diligence. As to the Academy, at the very least, if the housing 
development moves forward, the Academy will be able to retain a 
portion of the property it feels is needed to successfully continue its 
K-8 operations 


B. Development of the Property - The Committee needs further 


information before committing resources to the development of the 
property. We recommend that the Lansing Housing Commission: 


Prepare and complete a marketing study to determine what, if any, 
housing development would be appropriate on the property. 


Engage/include representatives from the Academy and 
surrounding neighborhoods in all aspects of the planning and 
development process 


Prepare cost assessments and financial proformas for the 
redevelopment of existing buildings and new housing. This 
information is to include all infrastructure costs 


Identify all financial incentives to be provided by the City 
(Brownfield, NEZ, PILOT, etc) that are necessary for the 
development of the project 


Meet with the developers as noted in item 4 above, and determine 
why they were not interested in developing the School for the Blind 
property 


The Committee believes there must be more detailed information 
provided to Council before it can support this or any other 
development on this site 


OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS: 


Regardless of the above, whatever development or activity occurs 
‘on the School for the lind property, the Committee is adamant that 
the historic nature of the buildings be preserved. Further, the 
Committee recognizes that several of the existing buildings on the 
property provide amenities, such as a theater, that could be and 
should be made available for use by community groups. 


The Committee acknowledges the concerns expressed by the 
surrounding neighborhoods, particularly as they relate to 
infrastructure and housing needs. The Committee requests the 
Administration develop an action plan, simultaneously with the 
creation of the development plan for the School for the Blind 
property, that will address the roads, sidewalks, red-tagged 
properties and lack of homeownership opportunities in the 
surrounding neighborhoods. It is the intent of the Committee to 
consider the adoption of both plans at the same time. 


The Committee, by way of this report, directs the City Attorney to 
issue a written opinion as to any liability that the City and/or the 
Lansing Housing Commission may acquire as a result of its 
‘ongoing efforts to obtain the School for the Blind property. For 
example, in items 1 and 5 above, the Committee was presented 
with information which indicates that the Mid-Michigan Leadership 
Academy, through a negotiation with the State of Michigan, signed 
a letter of intent to purchase the property. Further, that the 
continued delay in the transfer of the property results in costs to 
the Academy of $23,500 per month. What are the legal 
ramifications, in law or in equity, that Council should be aware of 
as it relates to the possible interference with the Academy's 
attempt to purchase the property and/or any other related issues? 
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It is the Committee's intent to continue hearings on the School for 
the Blind property to ensure that the issues outlined above are 
addressed accordingly

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 10, Section 1024.07 of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

1024.07. Construction and repair expenses. 


If the City shall cause a sidewalk to be constructed or repaired 
by resolution of Council, the expense of such construction or 
repair, including the cost and expense of departmental 
administration, attributable to the sidewalk improvement project of 
which a particular parcel is a part, shall be assessed and levied 
upon those parcels of land abutting or adjoining the right-of way or 
public property wherein the sidewalk is constructed or 
reconstructed and upon the owner thereof in accordance with the 
procedure set forth in Chapter 1026, provided, however, that such 
sidewalk improvement and administrative cost and expense shall 
also be assessed in accordance with the following 


(a) The acsessment shall be made on the pro rata share basis 
that the square footage of the sidewalk constructed or repaired in 
front of or adjacent to each parcel bears to the square footage of 
the whole project 


(b) The acsessment shall be for 490 50 percent of the pro rata 
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share for new construction of a sidewalk, or 100 PERCENT for 
repair OR REPLACEMENT of a sidewalk determined by the 
Director of Public Service, or his or her designee, to have been 
willfully or negligently damaged by the abutting or adjoining parcel 
‘owner or his or her tenants, guests or agents 


(c) The assessment shall be for fifty percent of the pro rata 
share for the repair of an existing sidewalk determined by the 
Director, or his or her designee, to have been defective due to 
natural deterioration or aging 


(d) No assessment shall be made against the property owner 
for the repair of any sidewalk damage made by a tree located 
within the right-of-way or by such tree's roots or for damage made 
by any direct action of the City. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than 
the part so declared to be invalid.

WHEREAS, through the 1930's, the MDA assisted the state in 
recruiting dentists for military service and developed a plan to 
ensure that local communities did not go without dental services:

WHEREAS, in the late 1940’s and throughout the 1950's and 
1960's, the Association led the fight to promote community water 
fluoridation, and began promoting employer paid dental coverage 
and third party payment plans; and

dental professionals in the state of Michigan; and

In the event that funds advanced for home purchases are returned 
from employees, such funds shall be administratively re- 
appropriated to the City's Residency Incentive Program. Any 
amounts remaining in the City’s Residency Incentive Program at 
the end of FY 2005-06 will be carried forward to FY 2006-07 and 
placed into the Residency Incentive Program account. The 
Administration is requested to identify other potential funding 
sources to be used for the City's Residency Incentive Program and 
repott its findings to Council by January 1, 2007 


3. 914 Personnel 
Hiring of 911 personnel in advance of anticipated vacancies 
resulting in temporarily exceeding the authorized number of 
positions during the fiscal year, are included in the budget 


4. Labor Relations 
Authority is included to transfer wage reserves and fringes to 
Departmental line items upon contract settlements. 


5. Vacant and Unfunded Positions and Position Eliminations 
Positions shown in the various Departmental budgets as vacant 
and unfunded as well as all other positions eliminated in the FY 
2006-07 budget are removed from Departmental Tables of 
Organization. The Administration is requested to present to Council 
‘on or before July 1, 2006, a City wide organizational chart 
reflecting all FY 2006-07 budged positions (funded-filled or vacant) 
and provide a list, by Department, of each position including 
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position title, FTE, wages and fringes, and whether the position is 
filled or vacant. 


6. Vacancy factor/funded and unfilled Positions 
The budget includes an attrition vacancy allowance of $1,000,000 
The Administration is requested to provide Council on July 1, 2006, 
and every quarter, thereafter, a detailed list by Department of all 
positions by title, FTE, wages and fringes, and impact programs 
and/or services which are included within this allowance.

fund and to create appropriate expenditure accounts. The 
Administration shall submit to Council detailed quarterly reports 
beginning September 1° of each year outlining the transfers made 
pursuant to the above authorization 


10. Act 51 Major and Local Streets 
Transfer authority is not limited by departmental allocation 


Administrative authority is included for appropriation of MDOT 
special authorization funding. Authorization is included to carry 
forward residual appropriations from FY 2005/2006 Traffic 
Maintenance accounts for matching the ITS Signal Pre-emption 
Grant. The Administration shall submit to Council detailed quarterly 
reports beginning September 1° of each year outlining the transfers 
made pursuant to the above authorization 


11. Parking System Fund 


Authority is provided to administratively transfer to Capital project 
accounts from operating cost accounts to meet bid or unforeseen 
major maintenance cost requirements.

15. Debt Service 

Authority is provided to transfer residual balances between 
General Obligation Bond Funds, upon completion of repayment, to 
meet funding needs in other General Obligation issues and to 
close funds. The Administration shall submit to Council detailed 
quarterly reports beginning September 1* of each year outlining 
the transfers made pursuant to the above authorization 


16. Civil Actions Claims and Damages 
Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced 


against the Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit 
employee, or a Lansing retirement board trustee (collectively in this 
provision ‘the Employee’) for damages caused by an act or acts of 
the Employee within the scope of his or her authority and while in 
the course of his or her employment with the City or his or her 
duties on behalf of the retirement board, the City will pay for, 
engage, or furnish the services of an attorney to advise the 
Employee as to the claim and to appear for and represent the 
Employees in the action. If the City Attorney does not provide the 
attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made by the City 
in the manner the City determines. The City may compromise, 
settle, and pay a claim before or after the commencement of any 
civil action. Whenever any judgment for damages caused by the 
act or acts of the Employee covered under this provision is 
awarded against the Employee as the result of a civil action, the 
City will indemnity the Employee or will pay, settle, or compromise 
the judgment. The City’s obligations under this provision, however, 
is contingent upon the Employee giving prompt notice of the 
commencement of the action and upon the Employee cooperating 
in the preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The term 
“scope of authority’ under this provision does not include any act 
or acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ii) dishonesty, (iii) willful, intentional, 
or deliberate violation of the law or breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) 
criminal act, or (v) traffic violation; nor does this provision abrogate 
or diminish governmental immunity. 


17. Consolidated Law Enforcement Building 
The Administration is requested to submit to Council a detailed 


analysis and business plans for Consolidated Law Enforcement 
Building to include the centralization of all police facilities and 
operations, 911 Center, and 54A District Court. This analysis 
should include the efficiencies that will be achieved, detail analysis 
of cost savings, and the elimination of redundancies. 


18. Capital Improvement Projects 


The Internal Auditor will provide an annual report to Council on all 
projects completed in the prior fiscal year regarding the Capital 
Improvement Project budgets and all cost overruns or under 
expenditures.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 5, SECTION 5.62a, OF THE LANSING

ISSUANCE OF TEMPORARY VEHICLE REGISTRATION PLATE. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 4, That Chapter 5, Section 5.62a, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended by addition to Section 5.62a, and addition of a new 
Section 5.62b, to read as follows 


Sec. 5.62a. Suspended and revoked operator's license. 
(1) A person, whose operator's or chauffeur's license or 
registration certificate has been suspended or revoked and who 
has been notified OF THE SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION, ; as 
provided in section 212 of the Act, BEING MCL 257.212; or whose 
application for license has been denied, as provided in the Act: or 
who has never applied for a license, shall not operate a motor 
vehicle upon a highway or other place open to the general public 
or generally accessible to motor vehicles, including an area 
designated for the parking of motor vehicles, within this state 


(2) Aperson shall not knowingly permit a motor vehicle owned by 
the person to be operated upon a highway or other place open to 
the general public or generally accessible to motor vehicles, 
including an area designated for the parking of vehicles, within this 
state by a person whose license or registration certificate is 
suspended or revoked, whose application for license has been 
denied , or who has never applied for a license, except as 
permitted under the Act. 
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(3) A person who violates subsection (1) or (2) is guilty of a 
misdemeanor PUNISHABLE BY IMPRISONMENT OF NOT 
MORE THAN 93 DAYS OR A FINE OF NOT MORE THAN $500 
OR BOTH. 


(4) Upon conviction of a violation of subsection (1) or (2), in 
addition to any other punishment imposed, the court may order the 
registration plates of the vehicle be canceled by the Secretary of 
State upon notification by a court unless the vehicle was stolen or 
used with the permission of a person who did not knowingly permit 
an unlicensed driver to operate the vehicle 


(5) IF A PERSON HAS A SECOND OR SUBSEQUENT 
SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION UNDER THE LAW OF THIS 
STATE OR A LOCAL ORDINANCE SUBSTANTIALLY 
CORRESPONDING TO THE LAW OF THIS STATE WITHIN 7 
YEARS AS INDICATED ON THE PERSON'S MICHIGAN 
DRIVING RECORD, THE COURT SHALL ORDER VEHICLE 
IMMOBILIZATION IN ACCORDANCE WITH SECTION 904d OF 
THE ACT, BEING MCL 757.904d. 


(6) Before the plea of the person is accepted under this section, 
the arresting officer shall obtain the person’s driving record from 
the Secretary of State and shall furnish the record to the court 
The driving record of the person may be obtained from the 
Secretary of State's computer information network. 


(7) This section does not apply to a person who operates a 
vehicle colely for the purpose of protecting human life or property if 
the life or property is endangered and summoning prompt aid is 
essential 


SEC. 5.62B VEHICLE IMMOBILIZATION AND TEMPORARY 
VEHICLE REGISTRATION PLATE. 


(1) WHEN VEHICLE IMMOBILIZATION IS REQUIRED BY THE 
LAW OF THIS STATE OR SECTION 5.62A, THE POLICE 
OFFICER SHALL DO ALL OF THE FOLLOWING: 


(A)IMMEDIATELY CONFISCATE THE  VEHICLE’S 
REGISTRATION PLATE AND DESTROY IT. 


(B) ISSUE A TEMPORARY VEHICLE REGISTRATION 
PLATE FOR THE VEHICLE IN THE SAME FORM 
PRESCRIBED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR

SECTION 226A OR SECTION 226B OF THE ACT, BEING 
MCL 257.226A OR MCL 257.226B. 


(C) PLACE THE TEMPORARY VEHICLE REGISTRATION 
PLATE ON THE VEHICLE IN THE MANNER REQUIRED BY 
THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 


(D) NOTIFY THE SECRETARY OF STATE THROUGH THE 
LAW ENFORCEMENT INFORMATION NETWORK IN A 
FORM PRESCRIBED BY THE SECRETARY OF STATE 
THAT THE REGISTRATION PLATE WAS CONFISCATED 
AND DESTROYED, AND A TEMPORARY PLATE WAS 
ISSUED. 
(2) A TEMPORARY VEHICLE REGISTRATION PLATE ISSUED 
UNDER THIS SECTION IS VALID UNTIL THE CHARGES 
AGAINST THE PERSON ARE DISMISSED, THE PERSON 
PLEADS GUILTY OR NOLO CONTENDERE TO THOSE 
CHARGES, OR THE PERSON IS FOUND GUILTY OF OR IS 
ACQUITTED OF THOSE CHARGES.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Michigan (the “City’) determines it 
to be necessary for the public welfare of the City and its residents 
to purchase four ambulances and related equipment (collectively, 
the “Property’) for a cost currently estimated not-to-exceed 
$500,000; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the authority granted by Act No. 99, Public 
Acts of Michigan 1933, as amended (“Act 99"), the legislative body 
of a city may enter into any contract or agreement for the purchase 
of lands, property, or equipment for public purposes to be paid for 
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in installments over a period of, not to exceed, fifteen (15) years 
but in any case not to exceed the useful life of the property 
acquired, as the useful life shall be determined by resolution of the 
legislative body; and 


WHEREAS, Act 99 requires that the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by a city under Act 99 shall not exceed one and one 
quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
personal property in such city at the date of such contract or 
agreement; and 


WHEREAS, purchase of the Property by the City in an amount not- 
to-exceed $500,000 pursuant to an installment purchase contract 
or agreement will not result in the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by the City under Act 99 exceeding one and one quarter 
percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and personal 
property in the City; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines that the most expeditious 
and efficient manner of acquiring the Property is pursuant to the 
authority granted by Act 99, and this City Council determines it to 
be in the best interest of the City to acquire the Property in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 99; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Finance Director is, hereby, authorized to negotiate an 
installment purchase contract or agreement in such form as 
the Finance Director shall deem to be necessary or 
appropriate among the City, the persons offering to sell the 
property to the City, and a bank or other financial institution 
Principal, payable pursuant to the installment purchase 
contract shall be payable over a period of not-to-exceed five 
years. The net interest cost payable under the installment 
purchase contract shall not exceed 6.00% per annum and the 
principal amount to be paid by the City under the installment 
purchase contract shall not exceed $500,000. The Finance 
Director is, hereby, authorized and directed to execute and 
deliver the installment purchase contract in final form 


2. The useful life of the Property is, hereby, determined to be 
not less than 5 years. The acquisition of the Property and the 
approval of the installment purchase contract, hereby, are 
found and declared to be for a valid public purpose and in the 
best interest of the welfare of the residents of the City 


3. The City, hereby, agrees to include in its budget for each 
year, commencing with the present fiscal year, a sum which 
will be sufficient to pay the principal of the interest coming due 
under the installment purchase contract before each following 
fiscal year. In addition, the City agrees to levy sufficient taxes 
in an amount necessary to make its debt service payments 
under the installment purchase contract, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. 


4. The Finance Director is, hereby, authorized to execute 
such additional documentation as shall be necessary to 
effectuate the closing contemplated by the installment 
purchase contract and the assignment thereof, including 
requisition certificates (if provided by the form of installment 
purchase contract) providing payment to the sellers of the 
Property upon delivery of any portion of the Property or for 
reimbursement of previously appropriated or advanced costs. 


5. The Finance Director is, hereby, authorized to make all 
administrative transfers necessary to implement this 
resolution, including current fiscal year debt service account, 
and to establish appropriate construction and financing 
accounts. 


6. The City covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it 
shall take all actions within its control necessary to maintain 
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the exclusion of the interest component of the payments due 
under the installment purchase contract from adjusted gross 
income for general federal income tax purposes under 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Internal 
Revenue Code’) including, but not limited to, action relating to 
the rebate of arbitrage earnings if applicable 


7. The City, hereby, makes the following declaration of intent 
for the purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of 
Treas. Reg 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code 


a. The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself with 
proceeds of debt to be incurred by the City for the 
expenditures made to pay certain costs associated with the 
Property which were or will be paid subsequent to sixty(60) 
days prior to the date, hereof, from the general funds or 
capital fund of the City 

b. As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of 
debt expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, 
including reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is 
$500,000 which debt may be issued in one or more series 
and/or together with debt for other purposes. 


c.A reimbursement allocation of the expenditures 
described in paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the 
borrowing described herein will occur not later than 18 
months after the later of (i) the date on which the 
expenditure is paid, or (ii) the date the Property is placed in 
service or abandoned, but in no event more than three (3) 
years after the original expenditure is paid. A 
reimbursement allocation is an allocation in writing that 
evidences the City's use of the proceeds of the debt to be 
issued for the Property to reimburse the City for a capital 
expenditure made pursuant to this resolution 


d.The expenditures for the Property are ‘capital 
expenditures” as defined in Treas. Reg. 1.150-1(b), which 
are any costs of a type which are properly chargeable to a 
capital account (or would be so chargeable with a proper 
election or with the application of the definition of “placed in 
service’ under Treas. Reg. 1.150-2(c) under general 
Federal income tax principles, as determined at the time 
the expenditure is paid 


e.No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in 
reimbursement pursuant to this resolution will be used in a 
manner described in Treas. Reg. 1.150-2(h) with respect to 
abusive uses of such proceeds, including, but not limited 
to, using funds corresponding to the proceeds of the 
borrowing in a manner that results in the creation of 
replacement proceeds (within Treas. Reg. 1.148-1) within 
one year of the reimbursement allocation described in (c) 
above 


8. The City recognizes that Miller, Canfield, Paddock, and 
Stone, P.L.C. has represented, from time to time, and 
currently represents various banks, underwriters, and 
financial institutions, sellers, contractors, and other potential 
participants in this financing for unrelated matters. The City 
appoints Miller, Canfield as counsel for this financing, 
notwithstanding the potential concurrent representation of any 
such participant regarding any unrelated matter.

The committee sponsored two public forums on gof. The June 
28 forum specifically focused on the Red Cedar Golf Course 
and the June 29 forum focused on the Waverly Golf Course 
Over 60 people attended the Red Cedar forum and over 40 
attended the Waverly forum. 

The committee asked for the recommendation of the City of 
Lansing Parks Board 


The feedback from the public on this issue was overwhelming and 
clear. 


a) The City of Lansing should NOT sell golf courses. This 
sentiment came from golfers and non-golfers alike 
Golfers feel that golf is an important component of the 
City's Parks and Recreation program. Non-golfers fee! 
that it is essential to the quality of life that we maintain 
green space 


b) The golf courses can and should pay for their direct 
expenses. However, it is unfair to evaluate the cost of 
golf based on the indirect administrative costs assigned 
to the golf program 


c) There were many excellent recommendations for ways 
to improve the golf courses and the golf program 
These recommendations are included in a separate 
report and will be forwarded to the Council and the 
Administration for further review 


d) The Parks Board unanimously opposed the selling of 
golf courses at its April 12, 2006 meeting 


e) Our golf course “system” provides courses for people 
of all ages and skill levels. Eliminating Red Cedar and 
Waverly would destroy that system 
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Public Service Committee Recommendations 


The Public Service Committee recommends that the City of 
Lansing should not sell golf courses. They are an 
irreplaceable city asset. They enhance the quality of 
life in Lansing. They are an important component of 
the City’s Parks and Recreation program 


Other recommendations from the Committee include: 


f) The ‘true cost” of the golf program must be 
determined and agreed upon by the Council and 
the Administration. The Committee feels that 
the current accounting system does not give a 
true picture of the cost of operating Lansing golf 
courses because it spreads indirect costs that 
will still be there whether or not we operate golf 
courses. The City Council's Ways and Means 
Committee has been assigned the responsibility 
of analyzing the financial issues involved with the 
golf courses. 

9) Each golf course should ‘pay for itself” in terms of 
direct expenses. If needed, additional revenue 
options include raising fees and/or increasing the 
rounds of golf played 


3. The following short term recommendations should be 
implemented this season at Waverly: paint the 
maintenance building, repair the pump, and upgrade the 
quality of the flag sticks. 


4. Longer term possibilities for Waverly include the 
following options, all of which need further study 
irrigate the course, expand the course to 18 holes, keep 
the course at 9 holes but use the 40 ‘non-golf course” 
acres for other recreational uses (such as walking paths, 
spray park, cross country skiing, picnic areas, etc.), 
“shorten” the 9 holes and use the additional acreage 
options for recreation.

8. The Parks and Recreation Department should provide

WHEREAS, the Potter Park Zoo in Lansing is a regional attraction 
that draws most of its visitors from outside the City of Lansing, 
including a large number of Ingham County residents; and 


WHEREAS, on April 11, 2006, the Administration submitted a 
written request to the Ingham County Board of Commissioners for 
long-term funding for the operational and capital needs of the 
Potter Park Zoo, specifically requesting that the Board of 
Commissioners authorize a special property tax millage to be 
placed on the November 2006 ballot to support the operation of the 
Potter Park Zoo; and 


WHEREAS, in response to the Administration's request, the 
County Board formed a City/County Zoo Task Force to explore 
options and discuss issues pertaining to County involvement with 
the Zoo; and 


WHEREAS, on July 12, 2006, after holding numerous meetings 
and exploring various legal options, the Task Force recommended 
that Ingham County enter into a long-term Agreement with the City 
of Lansing for the lease of the Potter Park Zoo, and the transfer of 
responsibility for operation and maintenance to Ingham County; 
and, 

WHEREAS, after further review, the County Services and Finance 
Committees recommended a resolution supporting the 
recommendation of the Task Force; and 


WHEREAS, on July 25, 2006 the Board of Commissioners 
adopted a RESOLUTION OF INTENT TO ENTER INTO A 
CONDITIONAL AGREEMENT WITH THE CITY OF LANSING 
FOR THE LEASE AND OPERATION OF THE POTTER PARK 
ZOO, with certain general terms and conditions; and 


WHEREAS, on July 20, 2006 and July 27, 2006, the Committee of 
the Whole met and discussed the County's resolution of intent, and 
met with several County representatives, including the members of 
the task force, the Board of Commissioners, the County Controller, 
and County legal counsel; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee of the Whole carefully and thoughtfully 
deliberated upon the County's resolution, and the information 
provided by the County representatives; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee of the Whole unanimously supported 
adoption of a resolution of intent to enter into a conditional 
agreement with the County; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee of the Whole considered the County's 
resolution of intent and supported its adoption with several 
significant revisions to the general terms and conditions proposed 
by the County; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee of the Whole recommends passage of 
a RESOLUTION OF INTENT TO ENTER INTO A CONDITIONAL 
AGREEMENT WITH INGHAM COUNTY FOR THE LEASE AND 
OPERATION OF THE POTTER PARK ZOO, along the following 
parameters 


(a) the City lease Potter Park and the Zoo to Ingham 
County, transfer to Ingham County all personal property necessary 
for 200 operations and maintenance, which shall be transferred 
back to the City upon expiration of the lease, and transfer 
responsibility for the operation and maintenance of Potter Park and 
the Zoo to Ingham County to be operated through the Ingham 
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County Parks & Recreation Commission, provided that the Park, 
Zoo, and all real property necessary to Zoo operations and 
maintenance remain owned by the City following expiration of the 
lease, that any and all capital improvements made during the life of 
the lease be owned by the City, and that the Zoo maintain its 
accreditation; and 


(b) allow for the possibility of the County assigning the lease 
and personal property, and transferring responsibility for the 
operation and maintenance of Potter Park and the Zoo, to a 
regional entity comprised of Ingham County and one or more other 
municipalities; and 


(c) create a Potter Park Zoo Board, for the purpose of 
reviewing Zoo operations and to provide advice and 
recommendations to the County Parks and Recreation 
Commission, and other interested parties, including preparation of 
annual operations and capital improvements budgets, and the 
development of zoo policies and procedures; the structure to be 
determined by the County Board of Commissioners, but which 
shall include at least two representatives of Ingham County, and at 
least two representatives of the City of Lansing, to be selected by 
the City of Lansing, and at least one representative from the 
Zoological Society, and at least one ex-officio representative from 
other governmental entities interested in financially supporting the 
Zoo, provided that such entities pass a resolution of intent to place 
a z00 millage on their ballot; and 


(d) express the parties’ intent that Zoo employees would not 
be placed in any worse position regarding wages; and 


) express the parties intent that Zoo employees’ benefit 
package be held harmless unless otherwise negotiated through 
collective bargaining; and 


(f) the agreement would be conditioned upon voter 
approval of a County-wide property tax Millage for Zoo funding, 
and continued Millage funding for the Zoo; and 


(9) Ingham County's maximum financial involvement with 
Potter Park Zoo would be the amount obtained from a special Zoo 
millage limited to .46 mills, estimated as approximately $3.1 million 
in the first year; and 


(h) Ingham County would provide insurance for catastrophic 
events, acts of God, and other unforeseen occurrences that might 
exceed the County's maximum financial involvement outlined 
above; and 


(i) the agreement would be conditioned on the recognition of 
the ownership interest in and long-term financial commitment to 
the Zoo by the residents of the City of Lansing; and 


(i) the agreement would further be conditioned upon a 
discounted rate, which would be made available to residents of 
those entities that contribute to the Zoo through a millage; 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing agrees to the County's request 
that entry into the proposed Agreement outlined above is 
contingent upon the timely receipt of appropriate financial and 
operational information requested by the County, and review of 
such information by independent accountants and/or consultants, 
and County staff; and 


WHEREAS, by passage of the resolution the Ingham County 
Board of Commissioners expressed its intent to enter into a 
conditional Agreement with the City of Lansing for the lease, 
operation and maintenance of Potter Park and the Potter Park Zoo, 
consistent with the parameters outlined above; and 


WHEREAS, by passage of the resolution the Board of 
Commissioners also stated its intent to place a special zoo funding 
millage on the November 2006 ballot, limited to .46 mills, upon the 
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City of Lansing's timely acceptance of the terms of the proposed 
conditional Agreement; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners also stated that Ingham 
County would not hire or otherwise expend funds for accountants 
and/or consultants to review the financial information provided by 
the City, unless and until the Lansing City Council adopts a 
resolution expressing its intent to enter into the proposed 
Agreement consistent with the parameters outlined above; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council intends the Conditional 
Agreement envisioned by the County’s resolution to provide an

Section 1. That Chapter 12, Sections 1211.01-1211.08 are 
added to the Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
to read as follows: 


1211.01 THE CITY COUNCIL FINDS THAT PROTECTION OF 
THE GROUNDWATER RESOURCES |S _IN THE BEST 
INTERESTS OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE

Motion Carried Lansing City Council Rules 
(As amended on September 11, 2006) 


Rule 1, Sessions of Council. Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter. 


Rule 2 Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council, Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 
adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date 
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No Councilmember shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time. 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 


Vice President shall preside. If both the President and Vice 
President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President 


Rule 4, Decisions Subject to Appeal. (Repealed) 


Editor's note--Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.B. 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 


Hoc Committees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 
to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102.6 of the 
City Charter). The President shall appoint the Chairperson and 
Vice-Chairperson of each standing committee and any ad-hoc 
advisory committee. Each standing committee of City Council 
shall consist of three Councilmembers. The President may, at his 
or her discretion, create or discharge any ad-hoc advisory 
committees. 


Rule 6. Recognition. (Repealed) 


Editor's note--Rule 6 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.A 


Rule 7. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 


responsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff 
operations to the Vice President 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 8. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 


meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the 
Councilmembers absent and enter the names of all absentees 
upon the record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk. The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council 


Rule 10. Prep aration of Agenda. The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 


agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate 
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Rule 11, Items Upon Agenda Designated Items for Action, Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 
accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. Individual 
Councilmembers or committees may sponsor resolutions or 
ordinances (except initiatives and referendums presented by the 
citizenry) and place them on Council agendas. 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on Council agendas by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Councilmembers when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored. 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on Council 
agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees. Any committee report can be 
removed from the Council agenda at the committee Chairperson's 
discretion. City Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those 
items upon which action is to occur at the Council meeting. The 
Clerk or his or her Deputy shall be responsible for designating 
those items which are on the Council agenda for action with an 
asterisk 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


Rule 12. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at 
all meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the 
direction of the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of Council and shall have general charge and 
supervision of the Council Chambers, Councilmember offices, 
committee rooms, Council staff offices and work areas and all 
connecting hallways and passages. 


COUNCILMEMBERS 


Rule 13. Speaking, When a Councilmember desires to speak, he 
or she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by 
Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where 
superseded by these Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to 
speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair. 


Rule 14. Compulsory Vote" Conflict_of Interest. When a 
question is put to vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 


shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused 
to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
Councilmember with the City Clerk within the appropriate time 
frame. In the event that a Councilmember is present at the Council 
meeting but not in the Council Chambers at the time a vote is 
taken, the vote will be recorded by the City Clerk as a "no" vote 
unless the Councilmember has been excused by the Presiding 
Officer. 


Rule_15. Important Items: Vote Requested. Any matter of 
business requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, 


which is defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are 
not present, may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings 
thereafter 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 
Rule 16. Generally The order of business of the City Council shall 


be on a printed agenda prepared by the City Clerk. The order of 
business for Council meetings shall be as follows: 


1. Roll Call; 


2. Meditation and Pledge of Allegiance; 
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3. Reading and approval of printed Council Proceedings; 


4. Consideration of Late Items (Late items are to be considered as 
part of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


5. Tabled Items, if any (Tabled items are to be considered as part 
of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


6. Special Ceremonies; 
7. Councilmembers’ Comments (and City Clerk's Announcements); 


8. Speaker registration for public comment on legislative and City 
government related matters: 


The Clerk and his or her designee will announce that the public 
comment registration form(s) for those intending to address 
Council on legislative or City government matters will be collected 
and that only those persons who have fully completed the form(s) 
will be permitted to speak.; 


9. Mayor's Comments; 
10. Show Cause Hearings; 


Only persons who have received notice from the City as an 
interested party or the interested party’s agent with written 
permission, may speak on the agenda item which is the subject of 
a show cause hearing, for up to a total of 3 minutes. 


11. Public Comment on Legislative Matters; 


Comment on legislative matters consists of the following items as 
listed on the agenda: Public Hearings (other than show cause 
hearings), Resolutions, Ordinances for Introduction, and 
Ordinances for Passage. 


Each member of the public who has registered to speak will have 
up to a total of three minutes to address Council on legislative 
matters. The presiding officer may reduce the amount of time 
allowed for each speaker if he or she determined that the number 
of registered speakers is so numerous that the meeting cannot be 
timely concluded without a reduction in the time allocated for each 
speaker. 


12. Public Comment on City Government Related Matters; 


Each member of the public who has registered to speak will have 
up to a total of three minutes to address Council on City 
government related matters that concern them. A City Government 
related matter is an issue or topic relevant to the operation or 
governance of the City. The presiding officer may reduce the 
amount of time for each speaker if he or she determines that the 
number of registered speakers is so numerous that the meeting 
cannot be timely concluded without a reduction in the time 
allocated for each speaker. 


13. Council consideration of Legislative Matters; 


Council will consider its agenda and legislative matters in the 
following order 


a) Referral of Public Hearings: 
b) Resolutions for Action; 

c) Reports from Council Committees: 

d) Ordinances for Introduction and Setting of Public Hearings; 
e) Ordinances for Passage: 

f) Reports from City Officers or Boards and Commissions, 
Communications, Petitions, and other CityRelated Matters. 
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14. Motion of Excused Absence; 
15. Remarks by Councilmembers; 
16. Remarks by the Mayor or Executive Assistant; 


17. Adjournment 


Rule 17. Standing Committees. The standing committees of 
Council and their functions are as follows: 


Development and Planning. Reviews economic development 
matters, E.D.C. projects and the five-year plan covering 
development goals, policies, services and overall direction; reviews 
all matters having to do with land use, including zoning, plats and 
historical designations; reviews proposed modifications to the 
Master Plan; reviews acquisition and disposition of public property; 
and reviews changes to C.D.B.G. programming 


General Services. Reviews licensing and regulation matters, 
personnel matters and human services: reviews matters pertaining 
to the arts, cultural and community-wide activities, special events 
and leisure time programs; has general oversight of City 
government operations (except those more specifically covered by 
another standing committee); reviews and prepares amendments 
or revisions — to Council Rules; and develops policies that would 
turn over routine matters to the Administration wherever possible 


INTERGOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS. Represents Council in 
outreach efforts to improve working relationship with other political 
entities, with regional agencies and, internally, with such bodies as 
the Board of Water and Light, the Housing Commission, and the 
Entertainment and Public Facilities Authority. Its primary charge is 
to lead in the exploration of intergovernmental cooperation, toward 
provision of needed services in the best manner by the most 
appropriate jurisdiction with the least duplication of effort, to 
include specific emphasis on achieving a regional approach to 
various issues. 


Public Safety. Reviews service levels and issues related to public 
safety, including police, fire, ambulance, emergency services, 
traffic environment and the building inspection program. 


Public Services. Reviews all matters pertaining to wastewater 
treatment, sewer and street needs, long range infrastructure and 
parks and recreation needs and development and the Municipal 
parking system, including parking enforcement and policies. 


Ways and Means. Reviews all proposed modifications to the City's 
annual Budget and program audits prepared by the Internal 
Auditor, the City's short-range and long-range financial condition, 
workforce needs for City operations and financial impact 
statements developed on proposed actions; and reviews and 
develops policy recommendations on City financial and budget 
matters. 


Council Personnel. This committee shall be comprised of four 
members and shall include the president, the vice-president, one 
at-large councilperson, and one ward councilperson. The vice- 
president shall serve as chair of the committee 


The Committee on Council Personnel shall consider, study and 
recommend with respect to the following council staff matters: 
recruitment; selection; discipline; performance evaluations; job 
descriptions; policy and procedure manual development; any other 
personnel matter referred to it by the council 


Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the President shall 
appoint a Chairperson and Vice Chairperson of each standing 
committee. In the temporary absence of the Chairperson, the Vice 
Chairperson shall act as Chairperson. The standing committees’ 
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functions shall be reviewed by the Council President and shall be 
adopted by resolution of Council during January of each year. 


Rule 18. Duties of Committees' Quorum: Discharge of 
Committees. All committees appointed by Council shall thoroughly 
investigate such matters as are referred to them and report their 
findings in a timely manner. 


All committees appointed by Council, other than standing 
committees, shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such 
times unless extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members present 


Acommittee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of twothirds of the Councilmembers at the 
Committee of the Whole or City Council meeting 


No Council committee, ad-hoc or standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council committee, ad-hoc, standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of 
Legislative Procedure whenever applicable. Every committee, 
standing or ad-hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to 
speak on items designated for action by the committee. The 
Chairperson of each committee, standing or ad-hoc, shall be 
responsible for setting and enforcing the rules governing public 
comment at his or her committee 


Rule 19. Rules of Decorum for Meetings Address by Persons. 
The presiding officer shall conduct Council meetings in an orderly 
manner. Members of Council and others in attendance shall obey 
directions of the presiding officer. Citizens and others attending 
Council meetings may address Council as specified in this Rule 
and Rule 16. Speakers are required to print their name, address, 
and the topic to be addressed on the appropriate registration form 
(Legislative or City Government Matters). The forms will be used to 
call speakers to the podium, allow Councilmembers to determine if 
the speaker is from their Ward, and to assist in the accuracy of 
recording Council Proceedings. Anyone who fails to fully complete 
the speaker registration form before it is collected will not be called 
‘on to speak. Extension of a speaker's time limit is permissible at 
the discretion of the presiding officer; or on a motion of a 
Councilmember, by affirmative vote of twothirds of the 
Councilmembers serving 


The purpose of the City Council meeting is to discuss City 
business and not to deal with individual personalities 
Consequently, during any City Council meeting, the City Council 
shall not permit a personally.abusive attack upon any person 
during debate or public comment. Nothing herein is intended to 
limit or restrain negative, positive, or neutral comment about the 
manner in which an employee, officer, official, or councilmember 
carries out his or her duties in public office or employment 


No person shall engage in conduct that disrupts the normal 
presentation of business during a Council meeting or breaches the 
peace. Conduct which disrupts the meeting includes, but is not 
limited to, threatening or abusive language, whistling, stomping, 
clapping other than during special ceremonies, interrupting a 
speaker, heckling, using profanity or engaging in any other act that 
disturbs, disrupts, interferes with, or otherwise impedes the orderly 
process of a meeting, 


No speaker shall make any slanderous, defamatory, or profane 
remark or engage in speech or conduct which disturbs, disrupts, 
interferes with, or otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of any 
council meeting 


No person in the audience at a Council meeting shall engage in 
speech or conduct which disturbs, disrupts, interferes with or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of the Council meeting. The 
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residing officer may rule any member of the public who is a 
speaker, meeting attendee, or audience member out of order for 
failing to follow Council's Rules oF the presiding officer's directions, 
and may take whatever action is necessary to restore order to the 
meeting 


Rule 20. Introduction: Consideration, Ordinances may be 
introduced by Councilmembers at any regular meeting of Council 
in the regular order of business. All ordinances must be in writing 
and shall be approved as to form and section numbers by the City 
Attorney. 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall 
be: 


1) Introduction, first reading by title; 
2) Referral to the appropriate committee; 

3) Public hearing on the ordinance scheduled by Council, which 
hearing shall be scheduled to be held not sooner than five days 
after notice of the hearing is posted on City bulletin boards; 

4) Report on the ordinance in writing; and 

5) Final reading and passage 


These five steps shall take place in not less than two regular 
meetings of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by 
the affirmative vote of six Councilmembers. 

Rule 24. Manner_of Introduction; Form. Each ordinance 
introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 


appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage. 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 


Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading. No amendment shall be 
Teceived for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 
recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 


commitment or recommitment. 


Rule_26. Final Vote" Publication On final passage of all 
ordinances, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared 
passed unless five or more Councilmembers have voted therefor. 
Upon passage, all ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the City with notice of their passage. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule_27. Chairperson _of Committee. When Council resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 
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except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. 
In the absence of both the President and the Vice President, the 
most recent past President of Council shall preside. 


Rule 28. Rules in Committee, The Rules of Council shall be 
observed in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate 
and moving to vote immediately. A motion that the Committee rise 
shall always be in order and shall be decided without debate 
Motions recommending action by Council shall take precedence in 
the same order as analogous motions in Council. A motion to 
reconsider shall be in order in the Committee of the Whole 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Rule 29. Statement; Reduction to Writing; Withdrawal. No 
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vote whereby any motion to reconsider was laid on the table be 
reconsidered. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Rule 36, Division of Question. Any Councilmember may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehends propositions so distinct that if one is taken away, a 


substantive proposition shall remain 
Rule 37. Roll Call Vote, The affirmative and negative votes shall 
be taken and recorded on all ordinances, and whenever requested 
by one or more Councilmembers, on any other matter. 


Rule 38. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call When the 


motion or resolution shall be adopted until stated by the Chair. A 
motion shall be reduced to writing if required by any 
Councilmember, and, when presented in writing, shall be read by 
the Clerk before the same shall be open to debate. A resolution 
shall always be reduced to writing before being adopted. Arequest 
by any Councilmember for a reasonable recess to reduce a motion 
or resolution to writing shall always be in order and shall be 
granted. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the 
sponsor at any time before decision or amendment 


Rule 30. Precedence of Motions. When a question is under 
debate, no motion shall be received except: 


4) To adjourn: 
2) To take a recess; 

3) To lay on the table; 

4) Call to question: 

5) To postpone to a day certain; 
6) Torefer or re-refer; 

7) To amend; or 

8) To postpone indefinitely 


Such motions shall take precedence in the order in which they 
appear above 


Rule 34. Motion to Adjourn Nondebatable Motions. A motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order. A motion to adjourn, to recess, to 


lay upon the table or to vote immediately, and all questions relating 
to the priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 32. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the 
table shall carry with it all questions to which it is attached, except 
in the case of laying an appeal (as explained in Rule 40) on the 
table 


Rule 33. Indefinite Postponement A motion to postpone 
indefinitely the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, 
resolution or other matter shall require the votes of five 
Councilmembers to carry it, and the vote upon such a motion shall 
not be reconsidered. A motion to lay on the table, or a motion to 
reconsider the vote by which any ordinance, motion or resolution 
has failed to pass Council, if agreed to, shall have the effect of 
postponing indefinitely the consideration hereof, and shall require 
the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 34, Reconsideration. When a question has been once 
decided, it shall be in order for any Councilmember to move the 
reconsideration thereof, but no motion for reconsideration shall be 
in order unless made on the same day the vote was taken, or at 
the next regular meeting of Council. No question shall be 
reconsidered more than once. A motion to reconsider the vote by 
which any ordinance, motion or resolution has passed Council 
shall require the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 35. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be 
in order to take from the table a motion to reconsider, nor shall the 


yeas and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the 
question is stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the rall 
After the first vote is given, no Councilmember shall be entitled to 
speak on the question, nor shall any motion be in order until such 
roll call is completed and the result declared 


Rule 39. Appeals. Any Councilmember may appeal from any 
decision of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?” 
Appeals shall be debatable except when Council is under 
operation of the order to vote immediately, or when the decision 
appealed from relates to the priority of business. 


Rule 40, Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 


upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter 
before Council at the time such appeal is taken 


Rule 41. Suspension of Rules. Any Rule may be suspended by a 
Vote of six Councilmembers 


Rule 42 Amendment’ Repeal_and Re-Adoption of Rules. A 
motion to amend or repeal any Council Rule shall require the votes 


of five Councilmembers. These Rules may be revised or amended 
and re-adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made 
under this Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than

Rule 43. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary 
practice comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure 


shall govern in all cases in which they are not inconsistent with the 
standing Rules and orders of Council or the City Charter during all 
meetings of Council and its committees and committees appointed 
by Council 


Rule 44. Closed Sessions. Council shall meet in closed session 
for the following purposes only 


1)To consider the dismissal, suspension or disciplining of, or to 
hear complaints or charges brought against, a public officer, 
employee, staff member or individual agent, when the named 
person requests a closed hearing; 


2)For strategy and negotiation sessions connected with the 
negotiation of a collective bargaining agreement when either 
negotiating party request a closed hearing: 


3) To consider the purchase or lease of real property by the City up 
to the time an option to purchase or lease that real property is 
obtained; 


4) To consult with the City Attorney or any of his or her assistants 
regarding trial or settlement strategy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only when an open meeting would have a 
detrimental financial effect on the litigation or settlement position of 
the public body: 
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5) To review the specific contents of an application for employment 
‘or appointment to a public office when the candidate requests that 
the application remain confidential. However, all interviews by 
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Council for employment or appointment to a public office shall be 
held in an open meeting. 
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6) To consider material exempt from discussion or disclosure by 
State or Federal law. 


Acclosed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or 
any two Councilmembers at any regular or special meeting. The 
person requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such 
session. The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute 
the only agenda items for the closed session 


Amajority roll call vote of the entire Council shall be required to call 
a closed session for purposes set forth in paragraphs 1. and 2 
hereof. Atwothirds roll call vote of the entire Council membership 
serving shall be required to call a closed session for purposes set 
forth in paragraphs 3. through 6, hereof. Council may adjourn a 
closed session or open the meeting to the public upon the vote of 
five Councilmembers. Council may deliberate during the closed 
sessions. However, all decisions, determinations, actions, votes or 
dispositions upon a proposal, recommendation, resolution, order or 
ordinance must be made at a meeting open to the public. A 
separate set of minutes of the closed session shall be taken by the 
designated secretary of the Council, shall be retained by the City 
Clerk, shall not be available to the public and shall only be 
disclosed pursuant to a court order. 


The minutes of a closed session, which are on file in the office of 
the City Clerk, shall be returned unopened to the Council President 
one year and one day after approval of the minutes of the regular 
meeting at which the minutes of the closed meeting was approved 
The Council President shall destroy the minutes unless a civil 
action regarding a closed session has been filed or is pending 


Whenever Council enters a closed session in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall, all persons not required for the 
closed session shall immediately leave the Conference Room and 
clear adjacent areas. The Council lobby shall be the nearest 
congregating area for those waiting to re-enter the meeting upon 
completion of the closed session when the closed session is held 
in the tenth floor Conference Room of City Hall 


Rule 45. Council Parking. Each member of Council shall have a 
permanently assigned parking space in the basement of City Hall 
These parking bays shall be nonassignable and shall be used 
exclusively by the Councilmembers unless prior approval has been 
given by that Councilmember. 


Rule 46. Smoking Prohibited (deleted on January 31, 2000) 


Rule 47. Compensation of Judges. If Council is requested or 
desires to appropriate money for the purpose of increasing the 


salary level of the Judges of the 54-A District Court, before action

Lansing City Council Rules 
(As amended on September 18, 2006) 


Rule 1. Sessions of Council, Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter. 


Rule 2. Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council, Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 
adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date 


No Councilmember shall absent himself or herselffrom the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time. 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3, Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 
Vice President shall preside. If both the President and Vice 
President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President 


Rule 4, Decisions Subject to Appeal, (Repealed) 


Editor's note--Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.8. 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 


Hoc Committees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 
to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102.6 of the 
City Charter). The President shall appoint the Chairperson and 
Vice-Chairperson of each standing committee and any ad-hoc 
advisory committee. Each standing committee of City Council 
shall consist of three Councilmembers. The President may, at his 
or her discretion, create or discharge any ad-hoc advisory 
committees. 


Rule 6. Recognition. (Repealed)

Rule 7. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 


responsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff 
operations to the Vice President 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 8. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 


meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the Council 
members absent and enter the names of all absentees upon the 
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record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk. The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council 


Rule 10. Prep aration of Agenda. The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 


agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate 


Rule 41. Items Upon Agenda’ Designated Items for Action. Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 
accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. Individual 
Councilmembers or 

committees may sponsor resolutions or ordinances (except 
initiatives and referendums presented by the citizenry) and place 
them on Council agendas 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on Council agendas by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Councilmembers when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored. 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on Council 
agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees. Any committee report can be 
removed from the Council agenda at the committee Chairperson's 
discretion. City Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those 
items upon which action is to occur at the Council meeting. The 
Clerk or his or her Deputy shall be responsible for designating 
those items which are on the Council agenda for action with an 
asterisk 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


Rule 12. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at 
all meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the 
direction of the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of Council and shall have general charge and 
supervision of the Council Chambers, Councilmember offices, 
committee rooms, Council staff offices and work areas and all 
connecting hallways and passages. 


COUNCILMEMBERS 


Rule 13. Speaking. When a Councilmember desires to speak, he 
or she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by 
Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where 
superseded by these Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to 
speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair. 


Rule 14. Compulsory Vote; Conflict_of Interest. When a 
question is put fo vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 
shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused

to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
Councilmember with the City Clerk within the 

appropriate time frame. In the event that a Councilmember is 
present at the Council meeting but not in the Council Chambers at 
the time a vote is taken, the vote will be recorded by the City Clerk 
as a "no" vote unless the Councilmember has been excused by the 
Presiding Officer. 


Rule_15. Important Items: Vote Requested. Any matter of 
business requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, 


which is defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are 
not present, may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings 
thereafter. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Rule 16. Generally. The order of business of the City Council shall 
be on a printed agenda prepared by the City Clerk. The order of 
business for Council meetings shall be as follows: 


1. Roll Call; 
2. Meditation and Pledge of Allegiance; 
3. Reading and approval of printed Council Proceedings; 


4. Consideration of Late Items (Late items are to be considered as 
part of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


5. Tabled Items, if any (Tabled items are to be considered as part 
of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


6. Special Ceremonies; 
7. Councilmembers’ Comments (and City Clerk's Announcements): 


8. Speaker registration for public comment on legislative and City 
government related matters:The Clerk and his or her designee will 
announce that the public comment registration form(s) for those 
intending to address Council on legislative or City government 
matters will be collected and that only those persons who have 
fully completed the form(s) will be permitted to speak.; 


9. Mayor's Comments; 
10. Show Cause Hearings: 


Only persons who have received notice from the City as an 
interested party or the interested party’s agent with written 
permission, may speak on the agenda item which is the subject of 
a show cause hearing, for up to a total of 3 minutes. 


11. Public Comment on Legislative Matters; 


Comment on legislative matters consists of the following items as 
listed on the agenda: Public Hearings (other than show cause 
hearings), Resolutions, Ordinances for Introduction, and 
Ordinances for Passage. 


Each member of the public who has registered to speak will have 
up to a total of three minutes to address Council on legislative 
matters. The presiding officer may reduce the amount of time 
allowed for each speaker if he or she determined that the number 
of registered speakers is so numerous that the meeting cannot be 
timely concluded without a reduction in the time allocated for each 
speaker. 


12. Public Comment on City Government Related Matters; 


Each member of the public who has registered to speak will have 
up to a total of three minutes to address Council on City 
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government related matters that concern them. A City Government 
related matter is an issue or topic relevant to the operation or 
governance of the City. The presiding officer may reduce the 
amount of time for each speaker if he or she determines that the 
number of registered speakers is so numerous that the meeting 
cannot be timely concluded without a reduction in the time 
allocated for each speaker. 


13. Council consideration of Legislative Matters; 


Council will consider its agenda and legislative matters in the 
following order 


a) Referral of Public Hearings: 
b) Resolutions for Action; 

c) Reports from Council Committees: 

d) Ordinances for Introduction and Setting of Public Hearings; 
e) Ordinances for Passage: 

f) Reports from City Officers or Boards and Commissions, 
Communications, Petitions, and other City-Related Matters. 


14. Motion of Excused Absence; 
15. Remarks by Councilmembers; 
16. Remarks by the Mayor or Executive Assistant; 


17. Adjournment 


Rule 17. Standing Committees. The standing committees of 
Council and their functions are as follows: 


Development and Planning. Reviews economic development 
matters, E.D.C. projects and the five-year plan covering 
development goals, policies, services and overall direction; reviews 
all matters having to do with land use, including zoning, plats and 
historical designations; reviews proposed modifications to the 
Master Plan; reviews acquisition and disposition of public property; 
and reviews changes to C.D.B.G. programming 


General Services. Reviews licensing and regulation matters, 
personnel matters and human services; reviews matters pertaining 
to the arts, cultural and community-wide activities, special events 
and leisure time programs; has general oversight of City 
government operations (except those more specifically covered by 
another standing committee); reviews and prepares amendments 
or revisions to Council Rules; and develops policies that would 
turn over routine matters to the Administration wherever possible 


INTERGOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS. Represents Council in 
outreach efforts to improve working relationship with other political 
entities, with regional agencies and, internally, with such bodies as 
the Board of Water and Light, the Housing Commission, and the 
Entertainment and Public Facilities Authority. Its primary charge is 
to lead in the exploration of intergovernmental cooperation, toward 
provision of needed services in the best manner by the most 
appropriate jurisdiction with the least duplication of effort, to 
include specific emphasis on achieving a regional approach to 
various issues. 


Public Safety. Reviews service levels and issues related to public 
safety, including police, fire, ambulance, emergency services, 
traffic environment and the building inspection program. 


Public Services. Reviews all matters pertaining to wastewater 
treatment, sewer and street needs, long range infrastructure and 
parks and recreation needs and development and the Municipal 
parking system, including parking enforcement and policies. 


Ways and Means. Reviews all proposed modifications to the City's 
annual Budget and program audits prepared by the Internal 
Auditor, the City's short-range and long-range financial condition, 
workforce needs for City operations and financial impact 
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statements developed on proposed actions; and reviews and 
develops policy recommendations on City financial and budget 
matters. 


Council Personnel. This committee shall be comprised of four 
members and shall include the president, the vice-president, one 
at-large councilperson, and one ward councilperson. The vice- 
president shall serve as chair of the committee 


The Committee on Council Personnel shall consider, study and 
recommend with respect to the following council staff matters: 
recruitment; selection; discipline; performance evaluations; job 
descriptions; policy and procedure manual development; any other 
personnel matter referred to it by the council 


Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the President shall 
appoint a Chairperson and Vice Chairperson of each standing 
committee. In the temporary absence of the Chairperson, the Vice 
Chairperson shall act as Chairperson. The standing committees’ 
functions shall be reviewed by the Council President and shall be 
adopted by resolution of Council during January of each year. 


Rule 18. Duties of Committees Quorum Discharge of 
Committees. All committees appointed by Council shall thoroughly 
investigate such matters as are referred to them and report their 
findings in a timely manner. 


All committees appointed by Council, other than standing 
committees, shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such 
times unless extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members present 


Acommittee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of twothirds of the Councilmembers at the 
Committee of the Whole or City Council meeting 


No Council committee, ad-hoc or standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council committee, ad-hoc, standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of 
Legislative Procedure whenever applicable. Every committee, 
standing or ad-hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to 
speak on items designated for action by the committee. The 
Chairperson of each committee, standing or ad-hoc, shall be 
responsible for setting and enforcing the rules governing public 
comment at his or her committee 


Rule 19. Rules of Decorum for Meetings: Address by Persons. 
The presiding officer shall conduct Council meetings in an orderly 


manner. Members of Council and others in attendance shall obey 
directions of the presiding officer. Citizens and others attending 
Council meetings may address Council as specified in this Rule 
and Rule 16. Speakers are required to print their name, address, 
and the topic to be addressed on the appropriate registration form 
(Legislative or City Government Matters). The forms will be used to 
call speakers to the podium, allow Councilmembers to determine if 
the speaker is from their Ward, and to assist in the accuracy of 
recording Council Proceedings. Anyone who fails to fully complete 
the speaker registration form before it is collected will not be called 
on to speak. Extension of a speaker's time limit is permissible at 
the discretion of the presiding officer; or on a motion of a 
Councilmember, by affirmative vote of twothirds of the 
Councilmembers serving 


The purpose of the City Council meeting is to discuss City 
business and not to deal with individual personalities 
Consequently, during any City Council meeting, the City Council 
shall not permit a personallyabusive attack upon any person 
during debate or public comment. Nothing herein is intended to 
limit or restrain negative, positive, or neutral comment about the 
manner in which an employee, officer, official, or councilmember 
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carties out his or her duties in public office or employment 


No person shall engage in conduct that disrupts the normal 
presentation of business during a Council meeting or breaches the 
peace. Conduct which disrupts the meeting includes, but is not 
limited to, threatening or abusive language, whistling, stomping, 
clapping other than during special ceremonies, interrupting a 
speaker, heckling, using profanity or engaging in any other act that 
disturbs, disrupts, interferes with, or otherwise impedes the orderly 
process of a meeting, 


No speaker shall make any slanderous, defamatory, or profane 
remark or engage in speech or conduct which disturbs, disrupts, 
interferes with, or otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of any 
council meeting 


No person in the audience at a Council meeting shall engage in 
speech or conduct which disturbs, disrupts, interferes with or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of the Council meeting. The 
residing officer may rule any member of the public who is a 
speaker, meeting attendee, or audience member out of order for 
failing to follow Council's Rules oF the presiding officer's directions, 
and may take whatever action is necessary to restore order to the 
meeting 


Rule 20. Introduction: Consideration. Ordinances may be 
introduced by Councilmembers at any regular meeting of Council 
in the regular order of business. All ordinances must be in writing 
and shall be approved as to form and section numbers by the City 
Attorney. 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall 
be: 


1) Introduction, first reading by title; 
2) Referral to the appropriate committee; 

3) Public hearing on the ordinance scheduled by Council, which 
hearing shall be scheduled to be held not sooner than five days 
after notice of the hearing is posted on City bulletin boards; 

4) Report on the ordinance in writing; and 

5) Final reading and passage. 


These five steps shall take place in not less than two regular 
meetings of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by 
the affirmative vote of six Councilmembers. 


Rule 24. Manner_of Introduction; Form. Each ordinance 
introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 


appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage. 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
previous fo its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 
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Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading, No amendment shall be 
Teceived for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 
recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment 


Rule_26. Final Vote; Publication On final passage of all 
ordinances, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared 
passed unless five or more Councilmembers have voted therefor. 
Upon passage, all ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the City with notice of their passage. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule 27. Chairperson of Committee. When Council resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 


except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. 
In the absence of both the President and the Vice President, the 
most recent past President of Council shall preside. 


Rule 28. Rules in Committee. The Rules of Council shall be 
observed in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate 
and moving to vote immediately. A motion that the Committee rise 
shall always be in order and shall be decided without debate 
Motions recommending action by Council shall take precedence in 
the same order as analogous motions in Council. A motion to 
reconsider shall be in order in the Committee of the Whole 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Rule 29. Statement, Reduction to Writing; Withdrawal. No 
motion or resolution shall be adopted until stated by the Chair. A 


motion shall be reduced to writing if required by any 
Councilmember, and, when presented in writing, shall be read by 
the Clerk before the same shall be open to debate. A resolution 
shall always be reduced to writing before being adopted. A request 
by any Councilmember for a reasonable recess to reduce a motion 
or resolution to writing shall always be in order and shall be 
granted. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the 
sponsor at any time before decision or amendment. 


Rule 30. Precedence of Motions. When a question is under 
debate, no motion shall be received except: 


1) To adjourn; 
2) To take a recess; 

3) To lay on the table; 

4) Call to question; 

5) To postpone to a day certain; 
6) Torefer or re-refer: 

7) To amend; or 

8) To postpone indefinitely 


Such motions shall take precedence in the order in which they 
appear above 


Rule 31. Motion to Adjourn’ Nondebatable Motions. A motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order. A motion to adjourn, to recess, to 


lay upon the table or to vote immediately, and all questions relating 
to the priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 32. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the 
table shall carry with it all questions to which it is attached, except 


in the case of laying an appeal (as explained in Rule 40) on the 
table 
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Rule _33. Indefinite Postponement A motion to postpone 
indefinitely the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, 
resolution or other matter shall require the votes of five 
Councilmembers to carry it, and the vote upon such a motion shall 
not be reconsidered. A motion to lay on the table, or a motion to 
reconsider the vote by which any ordinance, motion or resolution 
has failed to pass Council, if agreed to, shall have the effect of 
postponing indefinitely the consideration hereof, and shall require 
the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule_34, Reconsideration. When a question has been once 
decided, it shall be in order for any Councilmember to move the 
reconsideration thereof, but no motion for reconsideration shall be 
in order unless made on the same day the vote was taken, or at 
the next regular meeting of Council. No question shall be 
reconsidered more than once. A motion to reconsider the vote by 
which any ordinance, motion or resolution has passed Council 
shall require the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 35. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be 
in order to take from the table a motion to reconsider, nor shall the 


vote whereby any motion to reconsider was laid on the table be 
reconsidered. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Rule 36, Division of Question. Any Councilmember may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehends propositions so distinct that if one is taken away, a 


substantive proposition shall remain 


Rule 37. Roll Call Vote. The affirmative and negative votes shall 
be taken and recorded on alll ordinances, and whenever requested 
by one or more Councilmembers, on any other matter. 


Rule 38. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call. When the 
yeas and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the 


question is stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the roll 
After the first vote is given, no Councilmember shall be entitled to 
speak on the question, nor shall any motion be in order until such 
roll call is completed and the result declared 


Rule 39. Appeals. Any Councilmember may appeal from any 
decision of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?” 
Appeals shall be debatable except when Council is under 
operation of the order to vote immediately, or when the decision 
appealed from relates to the priority of business. 


Rule 40. Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 


upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter 
before Council at the time such appeal is taken 


Rule 41. Suspension of Rules. Any Rule may be suspended by a 
Vote of six Councilmembers 


Rule 42 Amendment’ Repeal _and Re-Adoption of Rules. A 
motion to amend or repeal any Council Rule shall require the votes 
of five Councilmembers. These Rules may be revised or amended 
and re-adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made 
under this Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than 
the next Council meeting 


Rule 43. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary 
practice comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure 


shall govern in all cases in which they are not inconsistent with the 
standing Rules and orders of Council or the City Charter during all 
meetings of Council and its committees and committees appointed 
by Council 


Rule 44. Closed Sessions. Council shall meet in closed session 
for the following purposes only 
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1)To consider the dismissal, suspension or disciplining of, or to 
hear complaints or charges brought against, a public officer, 
employee, staff member or individual agent, when the named 
person requests a closed hearing; 


2)For strategy and negotiation sessions connected with the 
negotiation of a collective bargaining agreement when either 
negotiating party request a closed hearing: 


3) To consider the purchase or lease of real property by the City up 
to the time an option to purchase or lease that real property is 
obtained: 


4) To consult with the City Attorney or any of his or her assistants 
regarding trial or settlement strategy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only when an open meeting would have a 
detrimental financial effect on the litigation or settlement position of 
the public body: 


5) To review the specific contents of an application for employment 
or appointment to a public office when the candidate requests that 
the application remain confidential. However, all interviews by 
Council for employment or appointment to a public office shall be 
held in an open meeting 


6) To consider material exempt from discussion or disclosure by 
State or Federal law. 


Acclosed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or 
any two Councilmembers at any regular or special meeting. The 
person requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such 
session. The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute 
the only agenda items for the closed session 


Amajority roll call vote of the entire Council shall be required to call 
a closed session for purposes set forth in paragraphs 1. and 2 
hereof. Atwothirds roll call vote of the entire Council membership 
serving shall be required to call a closed session for purposes set 
forth in paragraphs 3. through 6. hereof. Council may adjourn a 
closed session or open the meeting to the public upon the vote of 
five Councilmembers. Council may deliberate during the closed 
sessions. However, all decisions, determinations, actions, votes or 
dispositions upon a proposal, recommendation, resolution, order or 
ordinance must be made at a meeting open to the public. A 
separate set of minutes of the closed session shall be taken by the 
designated secretary of the Council, shall be retained by the City 
Clerk, shall not be available to the public and shall only be 
disclosed pursuant to a court order. 


The minutes of a closed session, which are on file in the office of 
the City Clerk, shall be returned unopened to the Council President 
one year and one day after approval of the minutes of the regular 
meeting at which the minutes of the closed meeting was approved 
The Council President shall destroy the minutes unless a civil 
action regarding a closed session has been filed or is pending 


Whenever Council enters a closed session in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall, all persons not required for the 
closed session shall immediately leave the Conference Room and 
clear adjacent areas. The Council lobby shall be the nearest 
congregating area for those waiting to re-enter the meeting upon 
completion of the closed session when the closed session is held 
in the tenth floor Conference Room of City Hall 


Rule 45. Council Parking. Each member of Council shall have a 
permanently assigned parking space in the basement of City Hall 
These parking bays shall be nonassignable and shall be used 
exclusively by the Councilmembers unless prior approval has been 
given by that Councilmember. 


Rule 46. Smoking Prohibited (deleted on January 31, 2000) 


Rule 47. Compensation of Judges. If Council is requested or 
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desires to appropriate money for the purpose of increasing the 
salary level of the Judges of the 54-A District Court, before action 
is taken thereon, the President of Council shall appoint an ad-hoc 
citizens advisory committee of five members, which committee 
shall examine the Judges' salaries and any proposals to raise 
them and recommend to Council what, if any, increase is 
appropriate. Council shall consider the recommendation of the 
committee in determining what, if any, increase in the Judges' 
salaries should be granted 


Rule 48, Physical Presence Required, A member of Council 
must be physically present at any Council meeting, any Committee 


of the Whole meeting, any standing Council meeting or any special 
ad-hoc Council meeting, in order to vote or be counted as part of a 
quorum.

WHEREAS, the Brownfield Redevelopment Authority (the 
“Authority”) of the City of Lansing, pursuant to and in accordance 
with the provisions of the Brownfield Redevelopment Financing 
Act, Public Act, Public Act 381 of 1996, as amended, (the “Act”) 
has prepared a Brownfield Plan, submitted to Council and placed 
on file in the office of City Clerk, LBRA Brownfield Plan #28 - 
Niowave Walnut School Brownfield Redevelopment Project (the 
“Plan’); and 


WHEREAS, a public hearing was held by the Lansing City Council, 
and at least 20 days before the public hearing the taxing 
jurisdictions were provided notice to be fully informed about the 
fiscal and economic implications of the proposed Plan, and given a 
reasonable opportunity to express their views and 
recommendations regarding the Plan in accordance with Section 
13 (10) and 14(1) of the Act; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council, after its public hearing on 
September 25, 2006, reviewed testimony and evidence regarding 
the Plan, and found that 


1. the Project Property was historically used as a public school, 


2.the Plan provides for the reimbursement of zero costs 
attributable to eligible activities to the developer and the Authority, 


3. the Project includes, in addition to the eligible activities identified 
in the Plan, the redevelopment of the property, 


4.the Project may result in new private investment of 
approximately $5,000,000,

Turnaround 


WHEREAS, the residents of Southbrook Villa brought to the 
attention of CATA, the Administration, and City Council the need 
for a bus turn-around in the Edgewood Blvd. area; and 


WHEREAS, the Development and Planning Committee has been 
meeting to address that issue with Edgewood area residents, the 
Public Service Department, the Planning and Neighborhood 
Development Department, and the Capital Area Transportation 
Authority (CATA); and 


WHEREAS, the residents along Edgewood continue to have 
difficulties crossing the street to access the commercial strip, and 
the City is exploring arrangements with CATA for a temporary 
shuttle bus service to meet those needs; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has applied for and received grant 
monies to facilitate the construction of a bus turn-around on 
Edgewood; and 


WHEREAS, there is a vacant parcel of property that measures 
300' x 45', containing approximately 13,500 square feet in area 
(0.31 acres) on Edgewood which would allow for the construction 
of the desired bus turn-around, and 


WHEREAS, the vacant parcel is part of a 3.39 acre parent parcel, 
which is of sufficient size that the effect of any loss of front yard 
area to adjacent properties is expected to be negligible; and 


WHEREAS, the parent parcel would still retain its full frontage 
along Edgewood Bivd.; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board found, based on its review of Act- 
11-06 in accordance with its Act 285 Review procedures, that: 


1. the proposed ROW property acquisition is necessary and 
appropriate to provide bus service to the residents of properties 
located on the north side of Edgewood, and 

2. this acquisition of this property is not expected to have an 
impact on compliance with setback requirements of the zoning 
ordinance for the parent parcel; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board, at its meeting on October 3, 
2006, voted unanimously (5-0) to recommend approval of Act-11- 
06, the proposed acquisition of property along the south side of 
Edgewood Blvd.; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Development and Planning 
reviewed the report and recommendation of the Planning Board 
and concurs therewith;

WHEREAS, the Development Office of the City, with the input and 
assistance from key partners including the Michigan Department of 
Community Health, the Ingham County Health Department, the 
Lansing Community Micro-Enterprise Fund, the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council, the Greater Lansing Housing Coalition, 
Office of Code Compliance, Capitol Area Community Services,

Section 1. That Chapter 297, Sections 297.01 through 297.14 
are added to the Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, to read as follows: 


SECTION 297.01 INTENT 


THE CITY RECOGNIZES THAT DISCRIMINATION ON THE 
BASIS OF IRRELEVANT CHARACTERISTICS EXISTS AND

SECTION 297.02 DEFINITIONS 
AS USED IN THIS CHAPTER, THE FOLLOWING WORDS AND 
PHRASES HAVE THE FOLLOWING MEANINGS: 


(A) AGE: CHRONOLOGICAL AGE. 


(B) ANCESTRY: THE NATIONALITY, ETHNICITY, OR FAMILY 
LINEAGE FROM WHICH A PERSON IS A DESCENDENT. 


(C)BONA FIDE OCCUPATIONAL QUALIFICATIONS: 
CHARACTERISTICS THAT ARE REASONABLY NECESSARY TO 
FOR THE PERFORMANCE OF AN OCCUPATION OR THE 
NORMAL OPERATION OF A BUSINESS. 


(D) CONTRACTOR: A PERSON WHO BY CONTRACT 
FURNISHES SERVICES, MATERIALS OR _ SUPPLIES. 
"CONTRACTOR" DOES NOT INCLUDE PERSONS WHO ARE 
MERELY CREDITORS OR DEBTORS OF THE CITY, SUCH AS 
THOSE HOLDING THE CITY'S NOTES OR BONDS OR 
PERSONS WHOSE NOTES, BONDS OR STOCK ARE HELD BY 
THE CITY. 


(E) DISCRIMINATE: TO HARASS OR TREAT DIFFERENTLY

PERSON'S ACTUAL OR PERCEIVED RACE, RELIGION,

WEIGHT, STUDENT STATUS, MARITAL STATUS, FAMILIAL 
STATUS, HOUSING STATUS, MILITARY DISCHARGE STATUS, 
SEXUAL ORIENTATION, GENDER IDENTIFICATION OR 
EXPRESSION, MENTAL OR PHYSICAL LIMITATION, AND 
SOURCE OF INCOME. 


(F) EMPLOYEE: ANY PERSON, PAID OR UNPAID, 
PERFORMING WORK DUTIES FOR AN _ EMPLOYER, 
INCLUDING AN APPLICANT FOR PAID OR VOLUNTEER 
EMPLOYMENT, OR A PARTICIPANT IN A TRAINING OR 
APPRENTICESHIP PROGRAM. 


(G) EMPLOYER: ANY PERSON LOCATED WITHIN OR DOING 
BUSINESS WITH THE CITY OF LANSING WHO EMPLOYS OR 
IS SEEKING TO EMPLOY ONE OR MORE EMPLOYEES, 
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INCLUDING ANY AGENT OF THAT PERSON 


(H) EMPLOYMENT: THE PERFORMANCE OF WORK 
DUTIES, PAID OR UNPAID, FOR AN EMPLOYER LOCATED 
WITHIN OR DOING BUSINESS WITH THE CITY OF LANSING, 
INCLUDING PARTICIPANTS IN TRAINING OR 
APPRENTICESHIP PROGRAMS. 


(1) EMPLOYMENT AGENCY: ANY PERSON, PAID OR UNPAID, 
REGULARLY UNDERTAKING TO PROCURE, REFER, RECRUIT 
OR PLACE AN EMPLOYEE WITH AN EMPLOYER. INCLUDES 
ANY AGENT OF THAT PERSON. 


(J) FAMILIAL STATUS: THE STATE OF BEING OR THE 
POTENTIAL TO BECOME A CONTRIBUTOR TO THE SUPPORT 
OF ONE OR’ MORE PERSONS IN A DEPENDENT 
RELATIONSHIP. INCLUDES THE STATUS OF BEING 
PREGNANT BREASTFEEDING, OR IN THE PROCESS OF 
SECURING LEGAL CUSTODY OF ANYONE UNDER THE AGE 
OF 18 YEARS. 


(K) GENDER IDENTITY OR EXPRESSION: A PERSON'S 
GENDER-RELATED SELF-PERCEPTION, APPEARANCE, 
EXPRESSION OR BEHAVIOR, REGARDLESS OF THAT 
PERSON'S ASSIGNED SEX AT BIRTH. 


(L) HARASS: PHYSICAL CONDUCT OR COMMUNICATION 
THAT HAS THE PURPOSE OR EFFECT OF (A) DEMEANING OR 
DEHUMANIZING A_ PERSON, (B) SUBSTANTIALLY 
INTERFERING WITH A PERSON'S EMPLOYMENT USE OF OR 
BENEFIT FROM PLACES OF PUBLIC ACCOMMODATION OR 
PUBLIC SERVICES, OR HOUSING, OR (C) CREATES AN 
INTIMIDATING, HOSTILE, OR OFFENSIVE ENVIRONMENT

ACCOMMODATION, PUBLIC SERVICES, OR HOUSING. 


(M) HOUSING STATUS: THE STATE OF HAVING OR NOT

ASSISTANCE. THIS INCLUDES A PERSON'S DWELLING TYPE, 
INCLUDING BUT NOT LIMITED TO, SINGLE FAMILY HOMES, 
APARTMENTS, CONDOMINIUMS, ROOMING HOUSES, 
HOUSING COOPERATIVES, HOTELS, MOTELS, PUBLIC OR 
SUBSIDIZED HOUSING UNITS, RETIREMENT HOMES, 
NURSING HOMES, AND TEMPORARY OR LONG-TERM 
SHELTERS. 


(N) IRRELEVANT CHARACTERISTIC: ANY STATUS OR 
CONDITION WHICH IS UNRELATED TO A PERSON'S ABILITY 
TO: (A) SAFELY AND COMPETENTLY PERFORM SPECIFIC 
DUTIES OF A PARTICULAR JOB OR PROFESSION, (B) 
QUALIFY FOR PROMOTION, (C) USE OR BENEFIT FROM A 
PLACE OF PUBLIC ACCOMMODATION, (D) USE OR BENEFIT 
FROM PUBLIC SERVICES, OR (E) ACQUIRE, RENT OR

INCLUDE DISCRIMINATION AGAINST NON-NATURALIZED

WHEREAS, the City Attorney requests that 1023 S. Pennsylvania 
Ave. be set for a public hearing to determine if 1023 S. 
Pennsylvania Ave. is a public nuisance as defined in Chapter 630

WHEREAS, on May 18, 2006, the Lansing Police Department was 
called to assist the Special Operation Section with the execution of 
a drug related search warrant at 1023 S. Pennsylvania Ave. (front, 
lower level apartment). The police discovered evidence that illegal 
drug activity was occurring. Two arrests were made: Eddie Lee 
Memes and Jennifer Lynn Pettit. Both plead guilty. The evidence 
found includes: crack cocaine, a plastic baggie containing 
marihuana, a glass crack pipe, and a silver razor blade with 
residue on it; and 


WHEREAS, on May 23, 2006, the Lansing Police Department 
contacted Mr. Brent Nolan of Atlas Management, LLC., the 
registered agent for 1023 S. Pennsylvania Ave., and advised Mr. 
Nolan that if there was a second violation within six months then 
the City of Lansing could close down the house as a nuisance for 
up to a year. Mr. Nolan stated he understood and would be 
starting the eviction process right away. The police officer further 
advised that a letter would be sent from the City Attorney's Office 
advising of our city ordinances; and 


WHEREAS, in accordance with Chapter 630 of the Lansing 
Codified Ordinances, on June 1, 2006, the City Attorney sent a 
letter to Atlas Management, 5625 Kaynorth Rd., Lansing, Ml 48911 
via certified mail/return receipt requested. The returned receipt 
was dated July 7", 2006 and the signature appears to be “Connie 
Roberts.” The letter stated that under the provisions of Chapter 
630 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances, if the property was 
investigated within six months of May 23, 2006, and controlled 
substance and/or drug paraphernalia was found, then the City 
could prohibit occupancy of the property for a period of up to one 
year and/or hold the owner liable for the full cost of any City 
personnel subsequent to the first investigation, and the full cost of 
any City personnel and materials involved in the boarding-up or 
padlocking and assess those costs against the property; and 
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WHEREAS, on August 2, 2006, the Lansing Police Department 
responded to 1023 S. Pennsylvania Ave. due to a drug trafficking 
complaint. In response to a citizen’s complaint that illegal 
narcotics were being sold from this house, officers made contact 
with Eddie Lee Mems. As a result of the officers investigation, Acc. 
Eddie Lee Mems was placed under arrest and charged with 
possession of Cocaine. Another person in the residence, Martha 
Ann Myles-Anderson, was also arrested for possession of Narcotic 
Equipment (Crack Pipe). On August 2, 2006, at her arraignment, 
Martha Ann Myles-Anderson plead guilty as charged. The 
evidence found includes: a glass crack pipe charred at both ends 
and 2 small plastic baggies containing crack cocaine. The report 
number for this investigation is LLA060801058350; and 


WHEREAS, on August 9", 2006, the Lansing Police Department 
responded to 1023 S. Pennsylvania Ave. On this date the Lansing 
Police Department Special Operations Section conducted a 
controlled buy at this address. Undercover officers recorded U.S. 
Currency (buy money), that was used in case illegal narcotics were 
offered for sale. At 1023 S. Pennsylvania Ave., Lansing, a black 
male exchanged “crack cocaine” for the money, from within the 
east facing entry door of this address. The report number for this 
investigation is LLA060809060745. 


WHEREAS, on the Lansing Police Department Special Operations 
Sections executed a drug related search warrant on 1023 S. 
Pennsylvania, Lansing. Police discovered evidence that illegal 
drug activity was occurring. Eddie Lee Mems was arrested for 
Frequenting. The evidence found includes: crack cocaine, 
Zyprexa pill bottle with pills; and a glass 2” crack pipe burnt on 
both ends, The report number for this investigation is LLA 
060921073480; and 


WHEREAS, on September 25, 2006, the City Attorney sent a 
second letter to Kathy Pulido 4910 Wainwright, Lansing, Michigan 
48911 notifying the owner of the drug activity on September 21, 
2006; and 


WHEREAS, the City Attorney recommends that the provisions of 
Chapter 630 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances be enforced 
against the property owner; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City

Board of Commissioners, the Treasurer of Ingham, (hereinafter 
referred to as the “Treasurer"), is the foreclosing governmental 
unit under the Act with authority to take all actions, judicial or 
otherwise, required under the Act in order to sell property on which 
taxes have not been paid in Ingham County; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act, fee simple title to a property on 
which the Treasurer has foreclosed vests in the Treasurer 
effective on the March 31 immediately succeeding the hearing for 
uncontested cases or 10 days after the conclusion of the hearing 
for contested cases; and 


WHEREAS, the Act prescribes how the Treasurer is to dispose of 
property obtained by foreclosure; and 


WHEREAS, the Act requires that the Treasurer give a list to the 
Clerk of the City of Lansing which list shall contain all the property 
in the city, village, township on which the Treasurer has foreclosed 
that has not been sold prior to December 1 of the year in which it 
is foreclosed upon; and 


WHEREAS, unless the City of Lansing objects in writing, the Act 
requires the Treasurer to transfer to that City fee simple title to the 
property on that list; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has received from the Treasurer a 
list of property on which the Treasurer has foreclosed and that has 
not been sold prior to December 1, 2006, and that will be 
transferred to the City of Lansing if it does not object; and

Clerk pursuant to the Act

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AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 1240, Section 1240.03 of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended to read as follows 


1240.03. Definitions. 
As used in this Zoning Code, unless otherwise provided 


Abutting. "Abutting" means having a lot line which, at not less 
than one point, touches another property line 


Accessory structure. “Accessory structure” means a structure 
which is used exclusively for an accessory use 


Accessory use. "Accessory use" means a use which meets all 
of the following criteria 


A It is clearly incidental to the principal use. 


Arterial, minor. "Minor arterial" means a minor arterial as defined 
in the Comprehensive Plan, as amended. 


Arterial, principal. "Principal arterial" means a principal arterial 
as defined in the Comprehensive Plan, as amended 


Auditorium. "Auditorium" means a structure intended to present 
any entertainment, including, but not limited to, a play, musical 
entertainment or lecture 


Auditorium, school. "School auditorium" means an enclosure 
within a school intended to present any entertainment, including, 
but not limited to, a play, theater, musical entertainment or lecture. 


Automobile service station. See "Motor vehicle service station." 


Basement or cellar. "Basement" or "cellar" means that portion of 
a structure between floor and ceiling which is partly below and 
partly above grade. A basement is so located that the vertical 
distance from grade to the floor below is less than the vertical 
distance from grade to ceiling. A cellar is that portion of a structure 
between floor and ceiling which is wholly or partly below grade and 
so located that the vertical distance from grade to the floor below 
is equal to or greater than the vertical distance from grade to 
ceiling 


Bedroom. "Bedroom" means a room within a dwelling unit which 
meets the following criteria: 


A It is intended to be used, or is used, for sleeping purposes 

B.It contains a floor area of not less than 70 square feet. 

C.lt is not the only room in the dwelling unit (i.e. an efficiency 
dwelling unit) 


Space and occupancy standards for a bedroom shall be as 
mandated by the Housing Code of the City, being Chapter 1460 of 
these Codified Ordinances 


Beneficial user. "Beneficial user" means a person actually using 
a lot or structure with the permission of the person having a legal, 
equitable or leasehold interest in the lot 


Berm. "Berm" means an earthen mound designed to separate 
‘one area from another 


B. It is customarily found in connection with the principal use 

C.ltis subordinate to the principal use. 

D.It is located on the same lot as the principal use, except as 
otherwise permitted in this Zoning Code. 


Adjacent. "Adjacent" means the status of being contiguous to or 
abutting. In the case of two lots, "adjacent" means both of the 
following: 


A. The first lot is directly across a public right-otway from the 
second lot, 


B. Such public right-ofway is less than 100 feet in width. 


Alley. "Alley' means any dedicated public right-ofway affording 
a secondary means of access to abutting property and not 
intended for general traffic circulation . 


Ambulatory health care facility. See "Clinic." 


Animal hospital. “Animal hospital" means a structure or lot 
where animals are given medical or surgical care or treatment. 

Applicant. "Applicant" means a person having a legal, equitable 
or leasehold interest in a lot, or a representative of such person, 
who is making a request pursuant to this Zoning Code 


Architectural features. "Architectural features" means cornices, 
eaves, gutters, belt courses, sills, lintels, bay windows, chimneys 
and decorative ornaments 


Block face. "Block face" means the cumulative property on one 
side of a street exhibiting one of the following characteristics 


A. The property lying between two intersecting streets or public 
right-ofways; 

B. The propeity lying between an intersecting street and railroad 
right-of-way, river or stream; or 

C.The property lying between a public right-of-way, railroad 
right-of-way, river or stream and the corporate boundaries 
of the City, 


Boarding or lodging house. "Boarding or lodging house" means 
a structure, other than a hotel, where, for compensation, and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, lodging or meals, or both, are 
provided for at least three but not more than 20 persons. 


Buffer. "Buffer" means a land area that separates one land use 
from another. Such area may be landscaped and may also contain 
a berm, fence or other screening material 


Building. "Building" means an independent structure having a 
roof supported by columns or walls, intended and/or used for 
shelter or enclosure of persons or chattels. When any portion of a 
structure is completely separated from every other part by division 
walls from the ground up, and without openings, each portion of 
such structure shall be deemed a separate structure. This refers to 
both temporary and permanent structures, and includes tents, 
sheds, garages, stables, greenhouses or other accessory 
structures. A building does not include such structures with interior 
areas not normally accessible for human use, such as gas 
holders, tanks, smoke stacks, grain elevators, coal bunkers, oil 
cracking towers or similar structures 


Building Code. “Building Code" means Titles Two and Four of 
Part Fourteen - the Building and Housing Code - of these Codified 
Ordinances. 


Building height. “Building height" means the vertical distance 
from the grade at the front of a structure to the highest point of the 
coping of a flat roof; the average height between the eaves and a 
ridge or to the deckline of a mansard roof; or the average height 
between the plate and ridge of a gable, hip or gambrel roof. 
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Business. "Business" means an office, commercial or industrial 
use entered into for the purpose of financial gain, earning a 
livelihood or improving a person's economic conditions and 
desires 


Canopy. "Canopy" means an ornamental or rootlike structure 
which is fastened to a structure and used for protection 


Carport. "Carport" means an accessory structure used primarily 
to shelter private motor vehicles. A carport is attached to the 
principal structure and is completely open on not less than two 
sides. 


CAS NUMBER. “CAS NUMBER" OR “CHEMICAL ABSTRACT 
SERVICE NUMBER" MEANS A UNIQUE NUMBER FOR EVERY 
CHEMICAL ESTABLISHED BY A COLUMBUS, OHIO 
ORGANIZATION WHICH INDEXES INFORMATION PUBLISHED 
IN “CHEMICAL ABSTRACTS" BY THE AMERICAN CHEMICAL 
SOCIETY. IT IS USED (AMONG OTHER PURPOSES) IN 
MAINTAINING CHEMICAL INVENTORIES USED BY DEQ FOR 
REGULATORY PURPOSES, BY _ FIREFIGHTERS FOR 
FIREFIGHTER RIGHT TO KNOW PURPOSES AND BY PUBLIC 
SERVICE DEPARTMENTS RESPONSIBLE FOR DISCHARGES 
INTO STORMWATER OR MUNICIPAL SEWER SYSTEMS 


Child care facility. "Child care facility’ means a facility receiving 
more than 12 preschool or school-aged children and providing care 
where parents or guardians are not immediately available to the 
children for: 


Comparison retail store. “Comparison retail store" means a retail 
store which is not a convenience retail store. 


Comprehensive Plan. "Comprehensive Plan" means a master 
plan described by Section 6 of Public Act 285 of 1931, as 
amended, being M.C.LA. 125.36 


Conformed copy. “Conformed copy’ means an exact duplicate 
of an original 

Construction. "Construction" means the putting together of 
materials to build a new structure or to restore, reconstruct, 
extend, enlarge or repair an existing structure. This definition does 
not apply to Chapter 1288 


Construction, start of "Start of construction" means the first 
placement of permanent construction of a structure, other than a 
mobile home, on a site, such as the pouring of slabs or footings or 
any work beyond the stage of excavation. "Permanent 
construction" does not include land preparation, such as clearing, 
grading and filling; the installation of streets and/or walkways: 
excavation for a basement, cellar, footings, piers or foundations or 
for the erection of temporary forms; or the installation on the 
property of accessory structures, such as garages or sheds, not 
occupied as dwelling units or part of the main structure. 


For a structure, other than a mobile home, without a basement, 
cellar or poured footings, "start of construction" includes the first 
permanent framing or assembly of the structure or any part thereof 
on its piling or foundation 


For premanufactured homes, "start of construction" means the 
affixing of the premanufactured home to its permanent site. For 
mobile homes within mobile home parks or mobile home 
subdivisions, "start of construction" is the date on which the 
construction of facilities for servicing the site on which the mobile 
home is to be affixed, including, at a minimum, the construction of 
streets, either final site grading or the pouring of concrete pads 
and the installation of utilities is completed 


Contiguous. "Contiguous" means abutting 


Convalescent care home. "Convalescent care home" means a 
nursing care facility, other than a hospital, that provides organized 


A. Periods of less than 24 hours a day; or 
B.Not less than two consecutive weeks, regardless of the 
number of hours of care per day. 


The facility is generally described as a child care center, day care 
center, day nursery, nursery school, parent cooperative preschool, 
play group or drop-in center. "Child care facility’ does not include 
preschool or school-age children in classes at a church for a 
temporary period of time of not more than three hours per day for 
an indefinite number of days, or over three hours but not more 
than eight hours per day for a number of days not to exceed four 
weeks, during a calendar year or in a facility operated by a 
religious organization where they are cared for, for not more than 
three hours while persons responsible for them are attending 
religious services. 


Church. "Church" means a structure used to conduct a religious 
service, including, but not limited to, the usual accessory 
structures and uses, such as convents, rectories, parsonages, 
monasteries, gymnasiums and church halls. 


Clinic. "Clinic" means a structure where medical or dental care 
is furnished to persons on an out-patient basis by more than three 
doctors or dentists 


COMMON WAY. “COMMON WAY” MEANS A COMMONLY 
SHARED OR USED PEDESTRIAN OR VEHICULAR WAY THAT 
CONNECTS OR SERVES TWO OR MORE PROPERTIES. 


nursing care and medical treatment to seven or more unrelated 
individuals suffering or recovering from illness, injury or infirmity. 
County medical facilities shall be deemed convalescent care 
homes for the purpose of this Zoning Code 


Convenience retail store. "Convenience retail store" means an 
establishment which primarily serves the surrounding 
neighborhood and includes, but is not limited to, the following 


A. Limited service food store: 
B. Drug store: 

C.Hardware store; 

D. Barber and/or beauty shops; 
E. Laundry or cleaners pickup; 
F. Watch and shoe repair; 
G.Jewelry store; 


H. Florist; 
1. Gift shop; 
J. Book store; 


K. Clothing store; 
L. Photographer; 

M._ Tailor; and 

N. Bakery whose products are sold only on the premises. 


Core area. "Core area" means that portion of a structure with 
one or more rooms directly accessible to one another, including a 
bathroom and complete kitchen facilities, which rooms are 
arranged, designed or used as living quarters for one family. A 
core area shall be measured from the interior faces of the exterior 
walls 


Cumulative. "Cumulative" means increasing or enlarging by 
successive addition through all points in time 


Damaged. "Damaged' means an item that still functions as it 
was intended, but is missing parts or has parts that have suffered 
some degree of destruction 


Days. "Days" means calendar days, unless otherwise stated. 
Density, gross. "Gross density' means a figure which equals the 


total number of dwelling units on a lot divided by the total number 
of acres included in the lot. 
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Density, net. "Net density’ means a figure which equals the total 
number of dwelling units on a lot divided by the total number of 
acres included in the lot, excluding any lot area owned by a 
governmental entity, used as a private street or occupied by a 
nonresidential use 


Deteriorated. "Deteriorated' means an item which still functions 
as it was intended, but is missing parts or requires substantial 
maintenance 


Dimensional provision. "Dimensional provision" means one or 
more of the following 


A Lot area requirements; 
B. Front yard requirements; 
C. Side yard requirements; 
D. Rear yard requirements: 
E. Parking requirements; or 
F. Height restrictions. 


District zoning. "District zoning" means an area within which 
certain uses of land and structures are permitted and certain 
others are prohibited, yards and other open spaces are required 
and lot areas, structure height limits and other requirements are 
established, all of the foregoing being identical for the zone in 
which they apply 

B. On lots 40 feet or greater in width, it shall contain a core area 
of living space of at least 24 feet by 24 feet in size and 
shall have a minimum internal height of seven and one-half 
feet. For single-family dwellings on lots less than 40 feet in 
width in A, A-t, B and C Residential Districts, it shall 
contain a core area of living space of at least 20 feet by 20 
feet in size and shall have a minimum internal height of 
seven and one-half feet 

C.Itis firmly attached to a permanent foundation constructed on 
the site in accordance with the Building Code of the City 
and has a wall of the same perimeter dimensions as the 
structure which is constructed of such materials and type 
as required in the Building Code. Ifthe structure is a mobile 
home not located in a mobile home park, it shall be 
installed pursuant to the manufacturer's set-up instructions, 
shall be secured to the premises by an anchoring system 
or device complying with all State and Federal rules and 
regulations governing the same and shall have a perimeter 
wall as required in this paragraph which is aesthetically 
compatible in design and appearance with conventionally 
on-site constructed homes. 

D.If it is not a structure constructed on site, it shall be 
aesthetically compatible in design and appearance with 
conventionally on-site constructed homes. For purposes of 
compatibility, all structures shall 

1. Have not less than two exterior doors with one door being 
in front of the structure and the other being in either the 
rear or on the side of the structure: 

2. Have permanently attached steps connected to exterior 
door areas or porches connected to exterior door areas 
where required by a difference in elevation; 

3. Have siding firmly affixed to the exterior walls of the 
structure constructed of conventional materials such as 
wood, vinyl, aluminum or brick; 

4. Have a shingled roof constructed of conventional material, 
which roof is permanently attached to the structure and has 
a minimum 3:12 pitch and an overhang of at least one foot; 
and 

5. Not have wheels, towing mechanisms, undercarriages or 
chassis that are visible from the outside of the structure 


This paragraph shall not be construed to prohibit innovative 
design concepts involving such matters as solar energy, view, 
unique land contour or architectural design 


Duplex. See "Dwelling, two-family." 
Dwelling, multiple. "Multiple dwelling" means a structure or 
portion of a structure which contains three or more dwelling units 


Dwelling, one-family. "One-family dwelling" means a structure 
designed and/or used exclusively for residential purposes for one 
family only and containing one dwelling unit. 


Dwelling, two-family. "Twofamily dwelling" means an attached 
or semidetached structure used for residential occupancy by two 
families living independently of each other. Such dwelling is also 
known as a “duplex dwelling.” 


Dwelling unit. "Dwelling unit" means a structure or a portion of a 
structure on a permanent foundation with one or more rooms, 
including a bathroom and complete kitchen facilities, which rooms 
are arranged, designed or used as living quarters for one family 
"Dwelling unit" includes a structure constructed on-site, a mobile 
home not located in a mobile home park, a premanufactured unit, 
a precut structure or a panelized structure, whether erected above 
and/or below ground, which complies with the following standards: 


A It shall conform with the minimum residential lot dimensional 
requirements for the district in which it is located 


Dwelling unit, efficiency. “Efficiency dwelling unit" means a 
dwelling unit of not more than one room in addition to a kitchen 
and bathroom 


Educational facility. "Educational facility’ means a public or 
private institution or a separate school or department of a school, 
and includes an academy, college, elementary or secondary 
school, extension course, kindergarten, local school system, 
university or a business, nursing, professional, secretarial, 
technical or vocational school, and includes an agent of an 
educational institution 


Emergency services facility. "Emergency services facility" 
includes, but is not limited to, public or private civil defense, 
ambulance or fire service 


Excavation. "Excavation" means any breaking of ground, except 
for agricultural purposes, ground care and landscaping 


Extension. "Extension" means an addition to the floor area of an 
existing structure, an increase in the intensity of a use, an 
enlargement of land area utilized by a specific use or an increase 
in the activity of a use. 


Fair market value. "Fair market value" means an estimate of the 
actual worth of a lot, structure or combination thereof, which 
estimate is made by a licensed real estate broker experienced and 
qualified in the appraisal of real estate using appropriate appraisal 
techniques. 


Family. "Family" means any one of the following (see also 

paragraph (58) hereof): 

A An individual; 

B. An individual or two or more persons 
related by blood, marriage or adoption, 
together with not more than two other 
persons as roomers; or 

C. Two or more persons related by blood, 

marriage or adoption, with not more 
than two other unrelated persons as 
roomers. 
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Family day care home. "Family day care 
home" means a facility receiving six or less 
preschool or school-aged children for care 
for less than 24 hours a day, where the 
parents or guardians are not immediately 
available to the children. "Family day care 
home" includes a facility receiving six or less 
preschool or school-aged children and which 
provides care for not less than two 
consecutive weeks, regardless of the 
number of hours of care per day. 


Family, functional. “Functional family" 
means a group of persons, which group 
does not meet the definition of "family" in 
paragraph (56) hereof, living in a dwelling 
unit as a single housekeeping unit and 
intending to live together as a group for the 
indefinite future. "Functional family" does not 
include a fraternity, sorority, club, hotel or 
other group of persons whose association is 
temporary or commercial in nature. 


Fence. "Fence" means a fence as defined 
by Section 1290.01 (e). 


Filling. "Filling" means the permanent 
depositing or dumping of any matter onto or 
into the ground, except for agricultural 
purposes, ground care or landscaping. 


Floor area. "Floor area" means the sum of 
the horizontal areas of each story of a 
structure measured from the exterior faces 
of the exterior walls. 


Floor area, usable. “Usable floor area" 
means, for the purpose of computing 
parking, that area used for or intended to be 
used for the sale of merchandise or 
services, or for use to serve patrons, clients 

Governmental entity. "Governmental 
entity" means the Federal Government, this 
State or any of its instrumentalities; a 
county, city, township, village, school district, 
community college district or community 
hospital district; any agency authorized to 
exercise a governmental function in a limited 


or customers. Such floor area which is used 
or intended to be used for hallways, 
stairways, elevator shafts, utility or sanitary 
facilities or the storage or processing of 
merchandise shall be excluded from this 
computation of "usable floor area." 
Measurement of usable floor area shall be 
the sum of the horizontal areas of each 
story of a structure measured from the 
interior faces of the exterior walls. Usable 
floor area is illustrated in Appendix | 
following the text of this Zoning Code. 


Funeral home. "Funeral home" means a 
structure used and occupied by a 
professional licensed mortician for burial 
preparation and funeral services. 


Garage. "Garage" means an accessory 
structure for the storage of motor vehicles. 


Garage, private. "Private garage" means 
an accessory structure which is used 
primarily for the parking of private motor 
vehicles operated as accessory uses. A 
private garage has access through an 
overhead door and has a_ hard-surfaced 
driveway leading to the structure from a 
property line. 


Garage, public. "Public garage" means 
any garage other than a private garage. 


Golf course. “Golf course" means a 
comparatively large, unobstructed acreage 
involving enough room over which to walk or 
ride, point to point, over a generally 
prescribed course, and to strive to send a 
ball long distances with variable accuracy, 
all without unreasonably endangering other 
players or intruding upon them. 


geographical area or other political 
subdivision; any instrumentality of one or 
more of such units; or any of such units and 
one or more other states or political 
subdivision of such states. 
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Grade. "Grade" means the lowest point of 
elevation within the area between the 
exterior surface of the structure and the 
property line. If the property line is more 
than five feet from the exterior surface of the 
structure, "grade" means the lowest point of 
elevation between the exterior surface of the 
structure and a line five feet from the 
exterior surface of the structure. 


Greenhouse, commercial. “Commercial 
greenhouse" means a glass or less than 
opaque enclosure which exceeds 150 
square feet in floor area and is designed or 
used for the cultivation or protection of 
plants; or a glassed enclosure, regardless of 
size, designed or used for the cultivation or 
protection of plants for commercial 
purposes. 


Group day care home. "Group day care 
home" means a private home receiving 
more than six and not more than 12 
preschool or school age children for care for: 


A. Periods less than 24 hours a day 
where parents or guardians are not 
immediately available to the children; or 

B. Not less than two consecutive weeks, 
regardless of the number of hours of 
care per day. 


Haul road. “Haul road" means a private 
road utilized by trucks, tractors or other 
similar vehicles to haul materials to and/or 
from a construction site, borrow pit or 
landfill. 


Health maintenance organization (HMO). 
“Health maintenance organization" means a 
health facility or agency that: 


A. Delivers health maintenance services 
to enrollees, under the terms of a 
health maintenance contract, directly or 
through arrangements with affiliated 
providers; and 


B. Is_ responsible for the availability, 
accessibility and quality of the health 
maintenance services provided. 


Home occupation. “Home occupation" 
means a business conducted in a dwelling 
unit by a person of legal or equitable interest 
in the dwelling unit. 


Hospital. "Hospital" means a health facility 
offering in-patient, overnight care and 
services for observation, diagnosis and 
active treatment of human patients with a 
medical, surgical, obstetric, chronic or 
rehabilitative condition requiring the daily 
direction or supervision of a physician. 


Hotel. "Hotel" means a structure or part of 
a structure with a common entrance or 
entrances, in which dwelling units are used 
primarily for transient occupancy and in 
which one or more of the following services 
are offered: 


A. Maid service; 

B. Telephone, secretarial or desk service; 
C. Furnishing of linen; and 

D. Bellboy service. 


A hotel may include a restaurant or 
cocktail lounge, public banquet hall, 
ballroom or meeting room and may further 
include a guest room and suite of rooms for 
extended occupancy. 


Intensity of use. "Intensity of use" means 
the amount of activity associated with a 
specific use. Intensity of use shall be 
determined by the Department of Planning 
and Municipal Development based on the 
following criteria: 


A. Amount of vehicular traffic generated; 
B. Amount of pedestrian traffic generated; 


C. Noise, odor and = air pollution 
generated; 

D. Potential for litter or debris; 

E. Type and storage of materials 


connected with the use; 
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F. Total residential units and density if 
residential; and 

G. Total structure coverage and structure 
height on the parcel. 


Junk. "Junk" means any of the following 
products which are stored in the open and 
which are damaged or deteriorated or are in 
such a condition that the product cannot be 
used for the purpose for which it was 
manufactured: 


A. Motor vehicles; 
Machinery; 
Appliances; 
Merchandise with missing parts; 
Scrap metal; and 
Scrap materials, including, but not 
limited to, rags, paper or building 
materials. 

Junkyard. "Junkyard" means a lot used to 
store or process junk. 
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Kennel. "Kennel" means the keeping on a 
lot for commercial purposes of four or more 
dogs, cats or other household pets which 
are more than six months old. Keeping 
includes, but is not limited to, boarding, 
breeding or training. 


Loading space or area. "Loading space or 
area" means an off-street space on the 
same lot with a structure or group of 
structures for the temporary parking of a 
commercial vehicle while loading and 
unloading merchandise or materials, and 
having direct and unobstructed access to a 
public street or alley. "Unobstructed" does 
not preclude the use of security devices. 


Lot. "Lot" means a parcel of land 
consisting of one or more lots of record 
occupied or intended to be occupied by a 
principal structure or use and any accessory 
structure or by any other use or activity 
permitted on the parcel of land. "Lot" 
includes the open spaces and yards 
required under this Zoning Code and has its 
frontage on a public street or road either 


dedicated to the public or designated on a 
recorded subdivision plat. Corner, interior 
and through lots are illustrated in Appendix 
Il following the text of this Zoning Code and 
are described as follows: 


A. "Corner lot" means a lot where the 
interior angle of two adjacent sides at 
the intersection of two streets is less 
than 135 degrees. A lot abutting upon 
a curved street is a corner lot if the 
radius of the arc is less than 150 feet 
and the tangents to the curve at the 
two points where the lot lines meet the 
curve or the straight street line 
extended form an interior angle of less 
than 135 degrees. 

B. "Interior lot" means a lot other than a 
corner lot. 

C. "Through lot" means an interior lot 
having frontage on two more or less 
parallel streets. 


Lot area. “Lot area" means the total 
horizontal area within the lot lines of the lot. 


Lot coverage. "Lot coverage" means the 
part or percentage of lot area occupied by 
structures and hard-surfaced parking areas. 


Lot depth. “Lot depth" means the 
horizontal distance between front and rear 
lot lines, measured along the median 
between the side lot lines. 


Lot line, front. "Front lot line" means that 
line separating a lot from the right-of-way 
line of a street. 


Lot line, rear. "Rear lot line" means a lot 
line which is opposite the front lot line. In the 
case of a corner lot, the rear lot line may be 
opposite either front lot line, but there shall 
be only one rear lot line. In the case of a lot 
converging toward the rear, the rear lot line 
shall be an imaginary line parallel to the 
front lot line, not less than ten feet long and 
wholly within the lot.

Lot line, side. "Side lot line" means any lot 
line not a front lot line or a rear lot line. 


Lot lines. "Lot lines" means the lines 
bounding a lot. 


Lot of record. "Lot of record" means a 
parcel of land which is part of a subdivision, 
the dimension and configuration of which 
has been recorded on a map in the office of 
the Register of Deeds for the appropriate 
county, or a parcel described by metes and 
bounds in any instrument of conveyance 
recorded at the County Register of Deeds. 


Lot width. “Lot width" means the horizontal 
distance from one side lot line to the 
opposite lot line. 


Maintenance of structure. "Maintenance of 
structure" means to keep up, to keep from 
change, to preserve, to hold or keep in any 
particular state or condition or to support 
what has already been brought into 
existence. 


Mobile home. "Mobile home" means a 
structure, transportable in one or more 
sections, which is built on a chassis and 
designed to be used as a dwelling without a 
permanent foundation, when connected to 
the required utilities, and includes the 
plumbing, heating, air conditioning and 
electrical systems contained in the structure. 
"Mobile home" includes a manufactured 
home, but does not include a trailer. 


Mobile home park. "Mobile home park" 
means a parcel or tract of land under the 
control of a person upon which three or 
more mobile homes are located on a 
continual nonrecreational basis and which is 
offered to the public for that purpose, 
regardless of whether a charge is made 
therefor, together with any structure, 
building, enclosure, street, equipment or 
facility used or intended for use incidental to 
the occupancy of a mobile home, and which 


is not intended for use as a temporary trailer 
park. 


Motel. "Motel" means a series of attached, 
semidetached or detached rental units 
containing a bedroom and a bathroom. A 
motel shall provide for overnight lodging 
which is offered to the public for 
compensation and shall cater primarily to 
the public traveling by motor vehicle. 


Motor vehicle repair station. "Motor vehicle 
repair station" means any lot on which minor 
repairs, described in paragraph (96) hereof, 
are performed and, in addition, any of the 
following are performed: bumping, painting, 
replacement of body parts, engine repair 
other than normal tune-up repair, engine 
replacement, replacement of transmission or 
internal transmission parts or repair 
remaking. 


Motor vehicle service station. “Motor 
vehicle service station" means any lot used 
for supplying gasoline, oil and minor 
accessories at retail directly to the customer 
and which performs minor repairs. "Minor 
repairs" means: engine tune up, alternator 
or generator replacement, rustproofing, 
battery replacement, fan belt replacement, 
radiator hose replacement, radiator repair or 
replacement, tire repair or replacement, 
wheel balancing, muffler and exhaust 
system replacement or front end alignment. 


Nonconformity. “Nonconformity" means a 
use, structure or lot which does not conform 
with a use or dimensional provision or any 
combination of a use or dimensional 
provision of this Zoning Code, but which 
use, structure or land was_ lawfully 
established prior to the effectiveness date of 
such use or dimensional provision. 


Nonresidential use. “Nonresidential use" 
means any use not a residential use. 

Nursery. "Nursery" means any land used 
to raise trees, shrubs, flowers and other 
plants for sale or for transplanting. 
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Nursing home. See "Convalescent care 
home." 

Occupant. "Occupant" means a person 
who takes or enters upon possession of a 
lot. 

Off-street parking facility. "Off-street 
parking facility" means an off-street parking 
surface lot or an off-street parking structure. 


Off-street parking structure. "Off-street 
parking structure" means a structure which 
provides for vehicular parking spaces, along 
with drives and aisles for maneuvering, so 
as to provide access for entrance and exit 
for the parking of two or more vehicles. 


Off-street parking surface lot. "Off-street 
parking surface lot" means the use of an 
area for vehicular parking spaces, along with 
drives and aisles for maneuvering, so as to 
provide access for entrance and exit for the 
parking of more than two vehicles on the 
surface of a lot. 


Office. "Office" means a structure in which 
a person transacts his or her business or 
carries on his or her stated occupation. 


Open space. "Open space" means that 
ground area, and the space above such 
ground area, which is unimpeded from the 
ground to the sky by any structure, except 
that the area may be used for landscaping 
or recreational purposes such as swimming, 
shuffleboard, tennis or similar uses. Parking 
lots and storage areas for vehicles and 
material shall not be considered as open 
space. 


Open storage. “Open storage" means any 
of the following items which are stored in the 
open and which are inoperable, damaged 
and/or deteriorated in such a condition that 
any such item cannot be used for the 
purpose for which it was manufactured, or is 
not reasonably associated with the principal 
use of the lot itself, including, but not limited 
to: 


Motor vehicles; 

Machinery; 
. Appliances; 
. Motor vehicle parts; and 
Other materials, including, but not 
limited to, metal, pipes, rags, papers or 
building materials. 
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Outdoor play space. “Outdoor play space" 
means that outside area on a lot reserved at 
a day care or group day care home for 
outside exercise, large motor — skill 
development and play space of children. 


Panelized structure. “Panelized structure" 
means a_ structure consisting of 
preconstructed two-dimensional units for 
walls, roofs and floors, which may include 
structural framing, windows, doors, exterior 
finishes, interior wall finishes, installed 
wiring, plumbing and insulation, which is 
brought on-site and erected thereon on a 
permanent foundation. 


Parking space. "Parking space" means an 
area of defined length and width for the 
parking of motor vehicles. Such area shall 
be exclusive of drives, aisles or entrances 
giving access thereto. 


Peak hour parking demand. "Peak hour 
parking demand" means the number of 
parking spaces required during the highest 
intensity of use. 


Perimeter line or boundary line. "Perimeter 
line" or "boundary line" means the exterior 
limits of a lot. 


Person. “Person” means an_ individual, 
agent, association, corporation, partnership, 
sole proprietorship, joint apprenticeship 
committee, joint stock company, labor 
organization, legal representative, mutual 
company, receiver, trust, trustee in 
bankruptcy, unincorporated organization, 
personal representative of an estate, the 
State, a political subdivision of the State, an 
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agency of the State or any other legal or 
commercial entity. 

Planned development. “Planned 
development" means an office, commercial 
or industrial complex developed as a single 
entity by one person, which complex 
contains more than one structure on a lot, 
not including accessory structures. 


Planned neighborhood convenience retail 
center. "Planned neighborhood convenience 
retail center" means a building or group of 
buildings on a single lot two acres or more in 
size and designed to provide commercial 
services to a_ residential neighborhood. 
“Residential neighborhood" means the land 
area (within a one-half mile radius of the 
proposed planned neighborhood 
convenience’ retail center) which is 
developed with at least 70 percent 
residential uses. 


Planned residential development. 
“Planned residential development" means a 
lot on which all the following conditions 
apply: 


A. lf the lot is zoned DM-1, the lot is more 
than six acres in size; if the lot is zoned 
DM-2, the lot is more than four acres in 
size; if the lot is zoned DM-3, the lot is 
more than three acres in size; and if 
the lot is zoned DM-4, the lot is more 
than two acres in size. 

B. The lot has more than one structure on 
it which is used for residential 
purposes. 

C. The lot is planned and developed as an 
integral unit in a single development 
operation according to the 
requirements of Chapter 1280. 


PLOT PLAN. “PLOT PLAN” MEANS A 

DIAGRAM DEPICTING THE EXISTING 
AND PROPOSED STRUCTURES, LOT 
LINES, SETBACKS, PARKING AREAS 
AND THE LOCATION OF ANY KNOWN 
WELLS. 


Porch, enclosed. "Enclosed porch" means 
a covered entrance to a structure which is 
surrounded on all sides by glass, screen, 
wood, brick, plastic or other materials 
permitted by the Building Code. 


Porch, open. "Open porch" means a porch 
that is not enclosed. 


Premanufactured unit. "Premanufactured 
unit" means an assembly of materials or 
products intended to comprise all or part of 
a building or structure, and that is 
assembled at other than the final location of 
the unit of the building or structure by a 
repetitive process under circumstances 
intended to ensure uniformity of quality and 
material content. 


Principal use. "Principal use" means the 
primary, major, main, leading, outstanding 
or chief use which a lot serves or is intended 
to serve. 


Probate. "Probate" means the period of 
probate, as defined in Public Act 642 of 
1978, as amended, being M.C.L.A. 700.1 et 
seq. 


Public utility. “Public utility" means electric 
light and power companies, whether private, 
public, corporate or cooperative; gas 
companies; water, telephone, telegraph, oil, 
gas and pipeline companies; motor carriers; 
and all public transportation and 
communication agencies other than 
railroads and railroad companies. 


Reconstruction. “Reconstruction” means 
the act of rebuilding a structure to meet the 
standards of the Building Code or Housing 
Code. 


Recreational facility. “Recreational facility" 
means a structure or open space which 
provides activities, including, but not limited 
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to, swimming, racquet sports, exercise and 
fitness rooms or areas and gymnasiums. 


Repair. "Repair" means to restore to a 
sound or good state after decay, injury, 
dilapidation or partial destruction. 


Residential care facility. "Residential care 
facility" means a governmental = or 
nongovernmental establishment having as 
its principal function foster care for more 
than six persons. "Foster care" means the 
provision of supervision, personal care and 
protection, in addition to room and board, for 
24 hours a day, five or more days a week 
and for two or more consecutive weeks, with 
or without compensation. "Residential care 
facility" includes, but is not limited to, 
facilities for persons who are homeless, 
parolees, ex-offenders, aged, emotionally 
disturbed, developmentally disabled or 
physically handicapped who require 
supervision on an on-going basis but do not 
require continuous nursing care. A 
residential care facility does not include any 
of the following: 


A. A nursing home licensed under Article 
17 of Public Act 368 of 1978, as 
amended, being M.C.L.A. 333.20101 to 
333.22181; 

B. A hospital licensed under Article 17 of 
Public Act 368; or 

C. A hospital for the mentally ill or a facility 
for the developmentally disabled 
operated by the Department of Mental 
Health under Public Act 258 of 1974, 
as amended, being M.C.L.A. 330.1001 
to 330.2106. 


Residential use. "Residential use" means a 
use of a lot as a single-family, two-family or 
multifamily residence, boarding or lodging 
house or residential care facility, and 
accessory uses thereto. 


Restoration. "Restoration" means to put 
back into original or historic condition. 


Resumption. "Resumption" means to 
begin the use of a nonconformity after it has 
been previously discontinued from use. 


Salvage yard. "Salvage yard" means a lot 
where any product, including, but not limited 
to, any of the following, is taken apart in 
such a way that the usable parts are 
separated from the nonusable: 


Motor vehicles; 
Machinery; 

. Appliances; 

. Fixtures; 
Goods; and 
Merchandise. 
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SITE PLAN. “SITE PLAN” MEANS A 

PLAN THAT CONFORMS TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS CONTAINED IN 
SECTION 1242.05. 


Stable. "Stable" means a structure used to 
keep horses for commercial purposes. 


Storage. "Storage" means the holding or 
safekeeping of goods to await the 
happening of some future event or 
contingency which will call for the removal of 
the goods. 


Storage yard. "Storage yard," in an A 
Residential District to a G-1 Business 
District, means a lot used for the holding of 
any type of product, which product is not 
reasonably associated with the principal use 
itself. "Storage yard," in a G-2 Wholesale 
District, H Light Industrial District or | Heavy 
Industrial District, means a lot used for the 
holding, in the open, of any type of product, 
subject to the following conditions: 


A. The product is not junk, unless the junk 
is associated with the normal 
functioning of the principal use. 

B. The lot is not used as a salvage yard. 

C. The product is not normally used in the 
functioning of the principal use. 
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Street. "Street" means  a__ public 
thoroughfare, avenue, road, highway, 
boulevard, parkway, way, drive, lane or 

Street, local. “Local street" means a local 
street as defined in the Comprehensive 
Plan, as amended. 


Street, private. "Private street" means a 
street which is not public. 


Structural alteration. “Structural alteration" 
means any change in the supporting 
members of a building, such as bearing 
walls, columns, beams or girders, or any 
substantial changes in the roof and exterior 
walls. 


Structure. "Structure" means that which is 
built or constructed, an edifice or building of 
any kind or any piece of work artificially built 
up or composed of parts joined together in 
some definite manner. 


Structure, minor. “Minor structure" means 
a structure having a replacement cost of not 
more than $5,000.00. 


Structure, temporary. “Temporary 
structure" means a_ structure which is 
located on a lot for less than one year, or, if 
the structure is connected with a 
construction activity on a lot, until the 
construction activity is completed. 


Substitution. "Substitution" means to put in 
place of another. 


Temporary use. "Temporary use" means 
any use that is not permitted as a principal 
use, accessory use or a conditional use in a 
zoning district, and which is limited in its 
duration. 


Townhouse. "Townhouse" means a group 
of dwellings having common party walls with 
each other and normally having a basement. 
No dwelling in a townhouse is located above 
or below another dwelling. 


court which affords the principal means of 
access to abutting property. 


Trailer. "Trailer" means a vehicle standing 
on wheels or rigid supports which is used for 
temporary living or sleeping purposes. 
"Trailer" includes a recreational vehicle. 


Trailer camp. “Trailer camp" means a tract 
of land used or designed for the use of two 
or more trailers as a temporary residence. 


Tree. "Tree" means a usually tall, woody 
plant characterized by a single trunk with a 
two-inch diameter measured at the time the 
development plan is submitted and 
measured three feet from the base of the 
tree, and which is on the recommended tree 
list maintained by the City Forester. 


Use. "Use" means: 


A. Any purpose for which a structure or lot 
may be designed, arranged, intended, 
maintained or occupied; or 


B. Any activity, occupation, business or 
operation carried on in a structure or 
ona lot. 


Yard. "Yard" means a space on a lot with 
a structure, which space is unobstructed 
and unoccupied from the ground upward, 
except as occupied or obstructed as 
permitted in this Zoning Code. Front, rear 
and side yards are illustrated in Appendix III 
following the text of this Zoning Code. 


A. "Front yard" means a yard extending 
across the full width of a lot between 
the front lot line of the structure 
containing the principal use and the 
front lot line. 

B. "Rear yard" means a yard extending 
the full width of a lot between the 
rearmost structure containing the 
principal use and the rear lot line, the 
depth of which is the least distance 
between the rear lot line and the rear of 
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the structure containing the principal 
use. 

C. "Side yard" means a space within a lot 
between a side lot line and a structure 
containing the principal use or an 
attached accessory structure, 
whichever is closer to the side lot line. 
A side yard extends on each side of a 
lot from the front lot line to the rear lot 
line of the lot. 


Zoning Code. "Zoning Code" means 
Ordinance 636, passed March 7, 1983, as 
amended, codified herein as Title Six of Part 
Twelve - the Planning and Zoning Code. 


Zoning variance. "Zoning variance" means 
a modification of the strict letter of this 
Zoning Code granted when, by reason of 
exceptional conditions, the strict application 
of this Zoning Code results in peculiar, 
exceptional or practical difficulties or 
unnecessary hardship to the owner of the 
lot. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or 
rules, parts of ordinances, resolutions or 
rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or 
phrase of this ordinance be declared to be 
invalid, the same shall not affect the validity 
of the ordinance as a whole, or any part 
thereof other than the part so declared to be 
invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect 
on the 30th day after enactment unless 
given immediate effect by City Council.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 1218 OF THE LANSING CODIFIED

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 1218 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


1218.01. Definitions 
As used in this chapter: 


Certification means a signed, written statement by the City 
Engineer that specific constructions, inspections or tests required 
by this chapter have been performed and that such comply with 
the applicable requirements of this chapter 


City Engineer means the City Engineer or his or her authorized 
representative 


Earth change means a human-made change in the natural 
cover or topography of land, including cut and fill activities, which 
may result in or contribute to soil erosion or sedimentation of the 
waters of the state. Earth change does not include the practice of 
plowing and tilling of the soil for the purpose of crop production 


Exeavating-or-cutting-means-any-act-by which-sail-cr-rock-is-cut 
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and includes the conditions resulting therefrom. 
Grading-means-any-stripping,-exeavating.-filing-or-stockpiling 
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or-filed-condition. 


Designated agent means a person who has written 
authorization from the landowner to sign the application and 
secure a permit in the landowner’s name 


Landowner means the person who owns or holds the recorded 
easement on the property or who is engaged in construction in a 
public right-of-way in accordance with sections 13, 14, 15, and 16 
of Act No. 368 of the Public Acts of 1925, as amended, being 
§8247.183, 247.184, 247.185 and 247.186 of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws. 


Nonerosive velocity means a speed of water movement which 
is not conducive to the development of soil erosion. 

Permit means a State prescribed permit issued by the City 
Engineer to authorize work to be performed under this chapter 


Sediment means solid particulate matter, including both mineral 
oF and organic matter, that has-been-depesited-in-water; is in 
suspension in water, oF is being-trarsportec-ortras-beer-removed 
from its site of origin by the actions of wind, water, or gravity 
process of soil eresion-and has been deposited elsewhere 


Soil erosion means the process-by-whiehthe-ground-surfaceis 
worh-away-by-action-of wind—waterorgravity-ore-eombiration 


or a combination of wind, water or gravity 


Stripping means —any-activity-whieh—removes—arsignificantly 
disturbs the vegetative —surface—cover,—ineluding—clearing—and 
arubbing operations.

1218.02. Enforcement by Department of Public Service; 
ADOPTION OF RULES BY REFERENCE. 


The Department of Public Service, THROUGH THE OFFICE OF THE 
City ENGINEER, shall be the leeal MUNICIPAL enforcing agency 
responsible for the administration and enforcement of this ehapter 
ORDINANCE, MCL 324.9101, ET SEQ, AND THE PROMULGATED RULES

If the City Engineer determines that soil erosion or 
sedimentation of adjacent properties or the waters of the state has 
or will reasonably occur from land in violation of MCL 324.9101, 
ET SEQ, THE PROMULGATED RULES ADOPTED BY THE 
CITY, or in violation Chapter 1218 of the Codified Ordinances, the 
City Engineer may enforce a violation of this part by notifying the 
LANDOWNER IN WRITING, as identified by the most current 
Assessor's records, EITHER IN PERSON OR by mail, with return 
receipt requested, of its determination 


This Notice of Violation shall include the following: 


(a) The location of the property in violation 

(b) The owner of the property in violation 

(c) Description of the violation

SECTION 297.02 DEFINITIONS.

(a) AGE: CHRONOLOGICAL AGE AS MEASURED FROM 
DATE OF BIRTH. 


(b) ANCESTRY: THE NATIONALITY, ETHNICITY, OR FAMILY 
LINEAGE FROM WHICH A PERSON IS A DESCENDENT. 


(c) BONA FIDE OCCUPATIONAL QUALIFICATIONS: 
CHARACTERISTICS THAT ARE REASONABLY NECESSARY 
FOR THE PROPER PERFORMANCE OR EVALUATION OF AN 
OCCUPATION OR THE NORMAL OPERATION OF A BUSINESS. 


(d) CONTRACTOR: A PERSON WHO BY CONTRACT 
FURNISHES SERVICES, MATERIALS OR _ SUPPLIES. 
"CONTRACTOR" DOES NOT INCLUDE A PERSON WHO IS 
MERELY A CREDITOR OR DEBTOR OF THE CITY, SUCH AS

PERSONS WHOSE NOTES, BONDS OR STOCK ARE HELD BY 
THE CITY. 


(e) DISCRIMINATE/DISCRIMINATION: TO HARASS OR

(f) EMPLOYEE: A PERSON, PAID OR UNPAID, PERFORMING 
WORK DUTIES FOR AN EMPLOYER, INCLUDING AN 
APPLICANT FOR PAID OR VOLUNTEER EMPLOYMENT, OR A 
PARTICIPANT IN A TRAINING OR APPRENTICESHIP 
PROGRAM. 


(g) EMPLOYER: ANY PERSON WITH A BUSINESS LOCATED 
WITHIN OR DOING BUSINESS WITHIN THE CORPORATE CITY

(i) EMPLOYMENT AGENCY: ANY PERSON, PAID OR UNPAID, 
WHO REGULARLY UNDERTAKES TO PROCURE, REFER,

INCLUDING ANY AGENT OF THAT PERSON. 
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(j) FAMILIAL STATUS: THE STATE OF BEING IN A FAMILY OR

(k) FAMILY: ANY ONE OF THE FOLLOWING: 


(1) AN INDIVIDUAL WHO IS PREGNANT; OR 

(2) TWO OR MORE INDIVIDUALS RELATED BY BLOOD 
WITHIN 4 DEGREES OF CONSANGUINITY, MARRIAGE, 
ADOPTION, OR INA FOSTER CARE RELATIONSHIP. 


(1) FUNCTIONAL FAMILY: MEANS A GROUP OF INDIVIDUALS 
WHO DO NOT MEET THE DEFINITION OF “FAMILY,” LIVING

SECTION 297.08 EXCEPTIONS. 


EXCEPTIONS TO DISCRIMINATION AND HARASSMENT 
UNDER THIS ORDINANCE 
SHALL INCLUDE, BUT ARE NOT LIMITED TO: 


(a) EMPLOYMENT; 


(1) THIS ORDINANCE DOES NOT APPLY TO THE 
EMPLOYMENT OF ANY PERSON BY HIS/HER PARENT, 
SPOUSE, OR CHILD. 


(2) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO DISCRIMINATE IN HIRING 
AND SELECTING BETWEEN ONE PERSON AND 
ANOTHER BASED ON BONA FIDE OCCUPATIONAL 
QUALIFICATIONS. UPON A CLAIM OF DISCRIMINATION, 
THE CLAIMANT SHALL HAVE THE BURDEN OF MAKING A 
PRIMA FACIE SHOWING THAT A QUALIFICATION OR 
SELECTION IS BASED ON AN _— IRRELEVANT 
CHARACTERISTIC. AN EMPLOYER SHALL THEN HAVE 
THE BURDEN OF ESTABLISHING THAT A QUALIFICATION 
OR SELECTION CRITERION Is REASONABLY 
NECESSARY FOR THE CLAIMANT TO PERFORM IN THE 
NORMAL OPERATION OF THE BUSINESS. THE CLAIMANT 
WILL THEN HAVE THE BURDEN OF SHOWING THAT 
SUCH QUALIFICATION OR CRITERION IS MERE 
PRETEXT. 


(3) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO GIVE PREFERENTIAL 
TREATMENT IN HIRING TO VETERANS AND THEIR

(4) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO ENGAGE IN A BONA FIDE 
EFFORT TO ESTABLISH, MAINTAIN, OR IMPROVE 
EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES FOR PERSONS 
PROTECTED FROM DISCRIMINATION AND HARASSMENT 
UNDER THIS ORDINANCE.

OF INCOME AS A BONA FIDE OCCUPATIONAL 
QUALIFICATION WHERE THE EMPLOYMENT INVOLVES 
NON-COMPETE AGREEMENTS, TRADE SECRETS, OR 
SIMILAR LEGALLY RECOGNIZED RESTRAINTS ON 
EMPLOYMENT BASED ON SOURCE OF INCOME. 


(b) PUBLIC ACCOMMODATION AND PUBLIC SERVICES; 
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(1) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO RESTRICT THE USE OF 
SHOWER OR CHANGING AREAS IN HEALTH CLUBS OR 
RECREATIONAL FACILITIES ON THE BASIS OF SEX 
WHEN SEPARATE AND PRIVATE SHOWER OR 
CHANGING AREAS DO NOT EXIST. 


(2) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO REFUSE TO ADMIT TO A 
PLACE OF PUBLIC ACCOMMODATION SERVING 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES A PERSON UNDER THE LEGAL 
AGE FOR PURCHASING ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. 


(3) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO REFUSE TO ADMIT PERSONS 
UNDER 18 YEARS OF AGE TO A BUSINESS PROVIDING 
ENTERTAINMENT OR SELLING LITERATURE OR 
MERCHANDISE, WHICH THE OPERATOR OF THE 
BUSINESS DEEMS UNSUITABLE FOR MINORS, OR 
WHICH IS A “SEXUALLY EXPLICIT MATTER" AS DEFINED 
BY SECTION 3 OF ACT 33 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1978, 
CODIFIED AT MCL 722.673 


(4) IT IS PERMISSIBLE FOR AN EDUCATIONAL 
INSTITUTION TO LIMIT THE USE OF ITS FACILITIES TO 
THOSE AFFILIATED WITH SUCH INSTITUTION. 


(5) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO PROVIDE DISCOUNTS ON 
PRODUCTS OR SERVICE TO STUDENTS, MINORS, AND 
SENIOR CITIZENS. 


(6) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO RESTRICT PARTICIPATION 
ON ATHLETIC TEAMS OR IN ATHLETIC EVENTS ON THE 
BASIS OF AGE. 


(c) HOUSING; 


(1) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO DISCRIMINATE IN ANY 
ARRANGEMENT FOR THE SHARING OF A SINGLE UNIT 
DWELLING, THE REMAINDER OF WHICH IS OCCUPIED BY 
THE OWNER OR A MEMBER OF HIS/HER IMMEDIATE 
FAMILY. 


(2) IT IS PERMISSIBLE FOR THE OWNER OF A DWELLING 
DEVOTED ENTIRELY To THE HOUSING OR 
ACCOMMODATION OF A SINGLE SEX TO RESTRICT 
OCCUPANCY AND USE ON THE BASIS OF SEX. 


(3) THIS ORDINANCE DOES NOT REQUIRE ANY 
PERSON HO DOES NOT PARTICIPATE IN THE FEDERAL 
SECTION 8 HOUSING ASSISTANCE PROGRAM TO 
ACCEPT ANY SUBSIDY, PAYMENT ASSISTANCE, 
VOUCHER OR CONTRIBUTION IN CONNECTION WITH 
SUCH PROGRAM, OR TO LEASE OR RENT TO ANY 
TENANT OR PROSPECTIVE TENANT WHO IS RELYING 
ON SUCH A SUBSIDY AS PAYMENT FOR AT LEAST PART 
OF THE RENT. 


SECTION 297.09 OTHER EXCEPTIONS AS REQUIRED BY 
LAW. 


THIS ORDINANCE SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED TO LIMIT 
RIGHTS GRANTED BY STATE OR FEDERAL CONSTITUTION, 
LAW, RULE OR REGULATION, INCLUDING BUT NOT 
LIMITED TO, THE FOLLOWING: 


(a) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO DISCRIMINATE IN EMPLOYMENT, 
PUBLIC ACCOMMODATION, PUBLIC SERVICES, AND 
HOUSING BASED ON A PERSON'S AGE, INCOME LEVEL, OR 
MENTAL OR’ PHYSICAL LIMITATIONS WHEN SUCH 
DISCRIMINATION IS REQUIRED OR ALLOWED BY FEDERAL, 
STATE OR LOCAL CONSTITUTION, LAW, RULE OR 
REGULATION 
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(b) IT IS PERMISSIBLE FOR A GOVERNMENTAL 
INSTITUTION TO RESTRICT ACCESS TO ANY OF ITS 
FACILITIES OR TO RESTRICT EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES 
BASED ON DULY ADOPTED INSTITUTIONAL POLICIES THAT 
CONFORM TO FEDERAL, STATE OR LOCAL CONSTITUTION, 
LAW, RULE OR REGULATION. 


(c) THIS ORDINANCE SHALL NOT BE READ TO PROHIBIT 
OR INTERFERE WITH THE EXERCISE OF A PERSON'S FIRST 
AMENDMENT RIGHTS. 


(d) IT IS PERMISSIBLE FOR A RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATION 
OR INSTITUTION TO RESTRICT EMPLOYMENT 
OPPORTUNITIES, HOUSING FACILITIES, OR 
ACCOMMODATIONS THAT ARE OPERATED AS A DIRECT PART 
OF RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES TO PERSONS WHO ARE 
MEMBERS OF OR WHO CONFORM TO THE MORAL TENETS 
OF THAT RELIGIOUS INSTITUTION OR ORGANIZATION. 


(e) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO LIMIT OCCUPANCY IN A 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT OR TO PROVIDE PUBLIC 
ACCOMMODATIONS OR EMPLOYMENT PRIVILEGES OR 
ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS OF LOW INCOME, OVER 55 
YEARS OF AGE, OR WHO HAVE A PHYSICAL OR MENTAL 
LIMITATION. 


(f) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO DISCRIMINATE BASED ON A 
PERSON'S AGE WHEN STATE, FEDERAL, OR LOCAL LAW 
REQUIRES IT. 


(g) IT IS PERMISSIBLE TO REFUSE TO ENTER INTO A 
CONTRACT WITH AN UNEMANCIPATED MINOR. 


(h) NOTHING IN THIS ORDINANCE SHALL AFFECT, 
REPLACE, OR DIMINISH THE DUTIES, OBLIGATIONS, RIGHTS, 
OR REMEDIES AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED BY ANY UNION 
CONTRACT, COLLECTIVE BARGAINING AGREEMENT, OR 
FEDERAL, STATE OR LOCAL CONSTITUTION, LAW, RULE OR 
REGULATION, WHICH SHALL CONTROL OVER THIS 
ORDINANCE. 


(i) THIS ORDINANCE SHALL NOT BE READ TO REQUIRE AN 
EMPLOYER, WHETHER PUBLIC OR PRIVATE, TO PROVIDE 
BENEFITS TO DOMESTIC PARTNERS IN CONTRAVENTION OF 
ARTICLE |, SECTION 25 OF THE MICHIGAN CONSTITUTION 


SECTION 297.10 COMPLAINTS. 


(a) ANY PERSON CLAIMING TO BE DISCRIMINATED 
AGAINST OR HARASSED IN VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE 
MAY FILE WITH THE HUMAN RELATIONS AND COMMUNITY 
SERVICES DEPARTMENT (HEREAFTER REFERRED TO AS 
“THE DEPARTMENT") A COMPLAINT, IN WRITING, SETTING 
FORTH WITH REASONABLE SPECIFICITY THE PERSON OR 
PERSONS ALLEGED TO HAVE VIOLATED THIS ORDINANCE, 
THE SPECIFIC NATURE OF THE VIOLATION AND THE DATE(S) 
OF THE ALLEGED VIOLATION. A PERSON FILING A 
COMPLAINT MUST DO SO WITHIN 180 DAYS OF THE 
INCIDENT FORMING THE BASIS OF THE COMPLAINT. 


(b) TO THE EXTENT PERMITTED BY LAW, ALL WRITTEN 
COMPLAINTS OF DISCRIMINATION IN EMPLOYMENT, PUBLIC 
ACCOMMODATION, PUBLIC SERVICES, AND HOUSING 
RECEIVED BY THE DEPARTMENT SHALL BE KEPT 
CONFIDENTIAL. 


(c) THE DEPARTMENT SHALL: 


(1) BE RESPONSIBLE FOR RECEIPT, RECORDATION, 
INVESTIGATION, MEDIATION, CONCILIATION, 
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RECOMMENDATION, AND/OR REFERRAL TO THE OFFICE 
OF THE CITY ATTORNEY; 


(2) ENSURE THERE ARE NO UNDUE BURDENS PLACED 
ON A CLAIMANT, WHICH MIGHT DISCOURAGE FILING OF 
ADISCRIMINATION COMPLAINT; 


(3) COMMENCE AND COMPLETE THE COMPLAINT 
INVESTIGATION, MEDIATION/CONCILIATION, AND 
RECOMMENDATION PROCESS IN A TIMELY MANNER; 


(4) PROMULGATE AND PUBLISH RULES AND 
GUIDELINES FOR PROCESSING, INVESTIGATING, 
MEDIATING/CONCILIATING, AND RECOMMENDING 
RESOLUTION OF THE COMPLAINT; AND 


(5) REFER A COMPLAINT IT DEEMS VALID AND 
SUFFICIENTLY EGREGIOUS DIRECTLY TO THE CITY 
ATTORNEY FOR REVIEW AND ADDITIONAL ACTION. 


SECTION 297.11 INVESTIGATION AND HEARING. 


(a) DURING AN INVESTIGATION, THE DEPARTMENT MAY 
REQUEST THE APPEARANCE OF WITNESSES AND THE 
PRODUCTION OF BOOKS, PAPERS, RECORDS OR OTHER 
DOCUMENTS THAT MAY BE RELEVANT TO AVIOLATION OR 
ALLEGED VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE. 


(b)IF THE DEPARTMENT DETERMINES THAT THE 
COMPLAINT AND PRELIMINARY EVIDENCE GATHERED 
INDICATES A PRIMA FACIE VIOLATION OF AN ORDINANCE IN 
THIS CHAPTER, THE DEPARTMENT SHALL ASSIGN A PERSON 
WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT TO CONDUCT A HEARING 
(HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS THE “HEARING OFFICER") 
WITHIN 90 DAYS AFTER COMPLETION OF ITS PRELIMINARY 
INVESTIGATION. THE PERSON WHO IS ALLEGED TO HAVE 
COMMITTED A VIOLATION (THE “RESPONDENT") AND THE 
CLAIMANT SHALL BE SENT BY REGULAR MAIL AT LEAST 14 
DAYS ADVANCE, NOTICE OF THE SCHEDULED DATE AND 
TIME OF THE HEARING AND A REQUEST FOR EACH TO 
APPEAR. AT THE HEARING, TESTIMONY WILL BE TAKEN. ALL 
TESTIMONY SHALL BE ON THE RECORD, UNDER OATH AND 
EITHER RECORDED OR TRANSCRIBED. BOTH CLAIMANT 
AND RESPONDENT SHALL BE ALLOWED TO TESTIFY, 
PRESENT EVIDENCE, BRING WITNESSES TO TESTIFY, AND 
TO CROSSEXAMINE ALL WITNESSES AT THE HEARING. 
TECHNICAL RULES OF EVIDENCE SHALL NOT APPLY. 


(c) A FAILURE OF EITHER THE CLAIMANT OR THE 
RESPONDENT TO COOPERATE WITH THE DEPARTMENT MAY 
RESULT IN AN ADVERSE DETERMINATION FOR THAT 
PERSON AT THE HEARING. 


SECTION 297.12 FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS . 


THE HEARING OFFICER SHALL MAKE FINDINGS OF FACT 
BASED ON THE 
TESTIMONY AND EVIDENCE INTRODUCED AT THE HEARING 
AND SHALL RECOMMEND SUCH RELIEF AS THE HEARING 
OFFICER DEEMS APPROPRIATE. THE CLAIMANT AND 
RESPONDENT SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO APPEAL THE 
HEARING OFFICER'S FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS IN 
WRITING WITHIN 30 DAYS TO THE DIRECTOR OF THE 
DEPARTMENT. ON APPEAL, THE HEARING RECORD AND 
HEARING OFFICER'S FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
SHALL BE REVIEWED BY THE DIRECTOR OF THE 
DEPARTMENT, WHO SHALL APPROVE, APPROVE WITH 
MODIFICATION? OR DISAPPROVE OF THE FINDINGS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS. AFTER THE DIRECTOR'S REVIEW, THE 
DEPARTMENT'S FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS SHALL 
BE SERVED BY REGULAR MAIL ON THE CLAIMANT AND 
RESPONDENT TO THE COMPLAINT, WHO SHALL HAVE 30 
DAYS TO COMPLY WITH SUCH FINDINGS AND 
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RECOMMENDATIONS, UNLESS OTHERWISE PROVIDED BY 
THE DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 297.13 AVAILABLE RECOMMENDATIONS. 


DEPARTMENT RECOMMENDATIONS MAY INCLUDE, BUT 
ARE NOT LIMITED TO ONE OR MORE OF THE FOLLOWING: 


(a) CEASING THE ILLEGAL CONDUCT CITED IN THE 
COMPLAINT AND TAKING STEPS TO ALLEVIATE THE EFFECT 
OF SUCH ILLEGAL CONDUCT; 


(b) PROVIDING THAT THE RESPONDENT APOLOGIZE TO 
THE CLAIMANT; 


(c) CLOSING THE MATTER BASED UPON A MEDIATION/ 
CONCILIATION AGREEMENT OF THE CLAIMANT AND 
RESPONDENT; 


(d) PAYING ACTUAL DAMAGES FOR INJURY OR LOSS; 


(e) HIRING, REINSTATING, OR PROMOTING THE CLAIMANT, 
WITH OR WITHOUT BACK PAY, OR PROVIDING SUCH FRINGE 
BENEFITS AS THE CLAIMANT MAY HAVE BEEN DENIED; 


(f) SELLING OR LEASING OF HOUSING OR DWELLING UNIT 
IN QUESTION TO THE CLAIMANT; 


(g) ADMITTING THE CLAIMANT TO A PLACE OF PUBLIC 
ACCOMMODATION OR EXTENDING FULL AND EQUAL USE 
AND ENJOYMENT OF SAID PLACE OF _ PUBLIC 
ACCOMMODATION; 


(h) PAYING SOME OR ALL OF THE CLAIMANT'S COSTS, 
COSTS INCURRED AT ANY STAGE OF REVIEW; 


(i) POSTING THE EXPLANATION OF AND REQUIREMENTS 
FOR COMPLIANCE WITH THIS ORDINANCE; 


(j) DISMISSING THE COMPLAINT; AND. 


(k) IMPOSING COSTS AGAINST A CLAIMANT FOR A 
FRIVOLOUSLY FILED CLAIM. 


SECTION 297.14 CIVIL INFRACTION. 


(a) AN ACTION FOR A CIVIL INFRACTION FOR A VIOLATION 
OF THIS CHAPTER MAY BE INITIATED BY THE DEPARTMENT 
ON THE BASIS OF ITS INVESTIGATION OF A COMPLAINT AND. 
ISSUANCE OF FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


(b) IF THE DEPARTMENT DETERMINES — THAT 

DISCRIMINATION OR HARASSMENT TOOK PLACE AND THE 
RESPONDENT DOES NOT COMPLY WITH THE 
DEPARTMENT'S RECOMMENDATION WITHIN THE SPECIFIED 
TIME PERIOD, 
THE DEPARTMENT MAY REFER THE MATTER TO THE CITY 
ATTORNEY,, COUNTY PROSECUTOR, THE MICHIGAN 
DEPARTMENT OF CIVIL RIGHTS, THE UNITED STATES 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND 
URBAN DEVELOPMENT,, OR OTHER APPROPRIATE 
ENFORCING AGENCY. 


(c) THE CITY ATTORNEY MAY COMMENCE LEGAL ACTION 
BY FILING AND SERVING A COMPLAINT TO OBTAIN 
INJUNCTIVE RELIEF OR ANY OTHER REMEDY IN AN EFFORT 
TO PREVENT FURTHER DISCRIMINATION PROHIBITED BY 
THIS CHAPTER AND TO REMEDY THE EFFECTS OF SUCH 
DISCRIMINATION. 


(d) A VIOLATION OF A PROHIBITED ACT IN THIS CHAPTER, 
IS DESIGNATED A MUNICIPAL CIVIL INFRACTION, IS NOTA 
CRIME AND SHALL NOT BE PUNISHABLE BY IMPRISONMENT. 
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(e) SCHEDULE OF CIVIL FINES. 


THE VIOLATION SHALL BE ACCORDING TO THE 
FOLLOWING SCHEDULE: 


(1) FIRST VIOLATION $150.00 
(2) SECOND VIOLATION $250.00 
(3) THIRD (OR ANY SUBSEQUENT) VIOLATION. $500.00 


(f) CONTINUING VIOLATION. 


(1) FOR AN OFFENSE THAT IS A SINGLE AND DISCRETE 
OCCURRENCE, A SINGLE VIOLATION SHALL ACCRUE (FOR 
EXAMPLE, A SINGLE ACT OF HARASSMENT LIKE A RACIAL 
EPITHET). SUBSEQUENT SINGLE AND DISCRETE 
OCCURRENCES SHALL RESULT IN ADDITIONAL VIOLATIONS 
ACCORDING TO THE ABOVE SCHEDULE (FOR EXAMPLE, 
TWO SEPARATE INSTANCES OF RACIAL EPITHETS WOULD 
CONSTITUTE A FIRST AND SECOND VIOLATION). 


(2) FOR OFFENSES THAT ARE CONTINUING IN NATURE, 
RATHER THAN SINGLE AND DISCRETE, THE FIRST 
VIOLATION SHALL ACCRUE WITH THE FIRST DAY OF THE 
OCCURRENCE, AND SUBSEQUENT VIOLATIONS SHALL 
ACCRUE FOR EACH ADDITIONAL DAY OF THAT 
OCCURRENCE (FOR EXAMPLE, AN IMPERMISSIBLE 
HIRING PRACTICE THAT CONTINUES EACH DAY ON AN 
ONGOING BASIS). 

(3) FOR CONTINUING VIOLATIONS UNDER SUBSECTION 
(2), THE DAY OF THE FIRST OCCURRENCE SHALL BE 
MEASURED FROM THE DAY OF SERVICE OF THE CITY 
ATTORNEY'S COMPLAINT. 


SECTION 297.15 PRIVATE ACTIONS. 


ANY PERSON WHO IS THE VICTIM OF DISCRIMINATION IN 
VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE RETAINS HIS OR HER 
RIGHT TO PURSUE ANY AND ALL OTHER LEGAL ACTION TO 
WHICH THE PERSON MAY BE ENTITLED IN ADDITION TO THE 
REMEDIES AVAILABLE UNDER THIS ORDINANCE, NOTHING 
IN THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BE CONSTRUED TO LIMIT 
RIGHTS GRANTED UNDER THE LAWS OF THE STATE OF 
MICHIGAN OR THE UNITED STATES. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than 
the part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by City Council
